State  Hospital,  Danville,  Pa.,  Oct.  11, 1883. 

To  the  Hon.  Duller  Luther,  M.  D.,  General  Agent  and  Sec- 
retary of  State  Board  of  Charities : 

Sir: — In  compliance  with  the  Statute  governing  this  Hos- 
pital, the  following  is  presented  as  our  report  of  its  operations 
for  the  year  ending  with  September  30tli,  1883. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  were  79  men  and  96  women, 
total  175;  making  the  whole  number  under  treatment  299  men 
and  96  women ; total,  395.  The  discharges  were  55  men  and 
13  women,  total  68 ; leaving  the  number  in  the  hospital  at  the 
end  of  the  year  244  men  and  83  women ; total  327.  Of  those 
discharged  19  were  considered  restored,  15  improved,  18  sta- 
tionary and  16  died. 

The  daily  average  for  the  year  was  230.87  men  and  37.56 
women  ; total  268.43.  The  mortality  on  this  average  was  5.96 
per  cent.;  if  counted  on  the  total  number  under  treatment  it 
would  be  4.06. 

The  receipts  of  the  hospital  from  all  sources  for  current  ex- 
penses, including  $14,250  from  the  State  Treasurer,  were  $64,- 
792;11,  and  the  expenditures  $64,766.16,  making  the  average 
weekly  cost  per  patient  $4.64;  this  is  87  cents  less  than  for 
the  last  year.  This  diminution  in  the  cost  is  the  result  of  a 
greater  number  of  patients.  The  rate  includes  salaries  and 
all  repairs. 

The  income  for  building  purposes  from  all  sources  was  $102,- 
237.85,  which  has,  within  a few  hundred  dollars,  been  all  ex- 
pended. The  new  kitchen,  with  the  adjoining  store-rooms,  has 
been  occupied,  the  chapel  is  plastered,  and  the  entire  rear  cen- 
tre will  soon  be  ready  for  use.  The  front  centre,  which  is  the 
only  part  of  the  entire  structure  which  was  not  under  roof  at 
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the  elate  of  our  last  report,  has  been  carried  up  to  the  fourth 
floor,  and  with  a favorable  season  may  yet  be  put  under  roof 
this  year. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Legislature  failed  by  the  sum 
of  $25,000  to  make  the  appropriation  which  a year  ago,  after  a 
careful  estimate,  we  considered  necessary  to  complete  the 
buildings  and  restore  the  surroundings.  In  that  event  we 
might  reasonably  have  hoped  that  the  close  of  another  year 
would  see  all  the  damage  caused  by  the  fire  repaired.  All 
which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

TO  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  LUNACY, 

For  the  Year  Fading  September  30th,  7884.. 

State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
Danville,  Pa.,  October  9,  1884. 

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy: 

In  compliance  witli  tlie  Pules  and  Regulations  of  your 
committee  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  we  make 
the  following  statement  as  the  Report  of  the  operations  of  this 
Hospital,  for  the 'year  ending  September  30,  1884. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  were  98  males  and  103  fe- 
males, total  201;  making  the  whole  number  under  treatment 
342  men  and  186  women;  total  528.  The  discharges  were  76 
men  and  40  women,  total  116;  leaving  the  number  in  the  hos- 
pital at  the  end  of  the  year  266  men  and  146  women,  total  412. 
Of  those  discharged  37  wei’e  considered  restored,  32  improved, 
17  stationary,  29  died  and  1 was  not  insane. 

The  daily  average  during  the  year  was  257.29  males  and  109. 
26  females;  total  366.55.  The  mortality  on  this  average  was 
7.92  per  cent.;  if  counted  on  the  total  number  under  treatment 
it  would  be  5.49  per  cent. 

The  receipts  of  the  hospital  from  all  sources  for  current  ex- 
penses, including  $22,000  from  the  State  Treasurer,  were,  $74- 
906.99,  and  the  expenditures  $75,115.56,  making  the  average 
weekly  cost  per  patient  $3.94,  or  seventy  cents  less  than  last 
year.  This  reduction  in  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  due  chiefly 
to  the  increase  in  the  daily  average  number  of  patients,  but 
also  to  the  reduced  price  for  many  of  the  supplies  required  for 
the  hospital. 

The  income  for  building  purposes  during  the  year  was : From 
the  State  Treasurer,  $75,000;  from  sale  of  scrap  iron  and  old 
lumber,  $634.87,  and  from  balances,  $510;  total,  $76,144.87. 
This  has  all  been  expended. 

The  appropriations  to  the  hospitals  at  the  last  session  of  the 
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Legislature  were  made  at  so  much  per  week  for  each  public 
patient  it  was  estimated  would  have  to  be  cared  for.  Such  a 
rule  appears  to  be  equitable,  but  in  practice  it  works  disadvan- 
tageous^ in  two  directions.  First,  it  excludes  from  the  ben- 
efits of  the  hospitals- a large  class  of  patients  who  have  small 
means  and  cau  support  themselves  for  a time  at  least,  if  the 
rate  does  not  much  exceed  that  charged  to  Poor  Districts. 
They  are  willing  to  pay  this  much  so  as  not  to  be  classed  among 
the  indigent  and  supported  by  Poor  taxes.  If  they  are  excluded 
from  the  benefits  of  the  State  Appropriation,  they  must  pay  the 
actual  cost  of  maintenance,  which  is  beyond  their  means ; for 
unless  they  are  paupers  they  cannot  receive  any  assistance 
from  the  State. 

The  second  disadvantage  of  such  a rule  comes  from  the  fact 
that  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  diminishes  in  propor- 
tion as  the  number  of  patients  increases.  This  of  course  is  not 
true  indefinitely,  but  it  is  true  until  eight  or  ten  hundred  are 
reached.  The  same  per  capita  appropriation  will  therefore  not 
go  as  far  in  a hospital  that  has  only  a few  hundred  inmates. 

The  law  of  June  13,  1883,  has  embarrassed  the  finances  of 
the  hospital ; for  notwithstanding  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney 
General  “ that  it  is  rendered  practically  inoperative  for  want  of 
an  appropriation  to  carry  it  into  effect,”  some  of  the  counties 
and  Poor  Districts  decline  to  pay  the  old  rates,  with  reference 
to  which  the  appropriation  to  the  hospital  was  made.  The  in- 
come from  the  authorities  referred  to  is  reduced  forty  per  cent, 
without  anything  to  make  up  the  loss,  and  when  the  State  Ap- 
propriation itself  had  been  reduced  from  what  we  considered 
necessary  for  even  the  most  economical  working  of  the  hospital, 
and  for  a smaller  number  of  patients  than  we  are  called  upon  to 
take  care  of.  To  escape  under  these  circumstances  the  necessity  of 
creating  and  “approving  obligations  against  the  Commonwealth 
to  meet  which  no  means  have  been  provided  by  the  Legislature,” 
one  course  left  open  was  to  decline  admitting  patients  or  return 
those  already  under  treatment.  This  would  involve  a great 
deal  of  hardship  for  the  innocent  and  dependent  sufferers.  To 
avoid  if  possible  the  necessity  of  resorting  to  so  harsh  a remedy 
we  decided  to  apply  to  the  courts,  in  accordance  with  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Deputy  Attorney  General,  and  we  are  now  awaiting 
the  issue  of  this  course. 

The  ordinary  work  of  the  hospital,  consisting  of  the  cure  and 
care  of  the  insane  committed  into  its  custody,  has  been  carried 
on  during  the  year  with  satisfactory  success.  This  may  be 
inferred  from  the  percentage  of  recoveries,  and  the  mortality, 
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which  were  both  fully  as  favorable  as  the  corresponding  aver- 
ages for  all  the  State  Hospitals  for  a number  of  years. 

The  repairing  and  rebuilding  which  were  made  necessary  by 
the  tire  of  March,  1881,  and  which  have  been  in  active  progress 
now  for  three  and  one-half  years,  were  carried  on  as  expedi- 
tiously as  under  all  the  circumstances  a proper  regard  for  good 
work  and  economy  appeared  to  us  to  justify. 

Out  of  eleven  female  wards  in  the  building,  all  rebuilt  each 
of  a capacity  of  from  thirty  to  thirty-five  patients,  live  are  oc- 
cupied and  two  additional  ones  are  ready;  the  remaining  four 
are  plastered  and  floored  but  the  wood  finish  and  plumbing  re- 
main to  be  done.  Out  of  four  male  wards  of  equal  capacity 
which  had  to  be  in  great  part  rebuilt,  all  are  plastered,  three 
floored  and  two  only  require  the  wood  finish  to  make  them 
ready  for  occupancy. 

The  entire  centre  building,  rebuilt  from  the  foundation,  is 
completed  and  in  use,  except  the  second,  third  and  fourth  sto- 
ries of  the  front  portion.  In  this  portion  of  the  building  are 
on  the  fourth  floor  the  patients’  amusement  room,  and  on  the 
third  the  quarters  for  the  assistant  medical  officers,  store- 
keeper, druggist,  etc.  These  two  stories  require  the  flooring 
and  all  the  wood  finish.  The  second  story  and  main  stair- 
way are  approaching  completion. 

In  our  report  to  you  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1881, 
occurs  the  following  paragraph  : “In  rebuilding  we  believe  that 
we  are  most  faithfully  and  wisely  discharging  the  trust  commit- 
ted to  us  by  making  the  following  changes,  namely:  Erecting 
large  bay  windows  in  connection  with  the  destroyed  wards ; 
putting  the  first  floor  on  iron  beams  and  brick  arches  wherever 
in  the  cellar  below  there  are  steam  pipes  and  radiators ; making 
the  attic  floor  throughout  of  a like  fire-proop  construction; 
using  metal  cornices,  making  the  centre  building  fire  proof 
and  somewhat  less  in  depth  than  the  old,  placing  the  kitchen 
to  the  rear  of  it  and  without  any  story  over  it,  and  reducing 
the  central  stairs  by  about  one  half  in  their  dimensions;  erect- 
ing in  connection  with  the  kitchen  and  in  the  rear  of  it  a suit- 
able building  for  storage  and  other  purposes,  which  had  not 
been  provided  for  in  the  original  plan.” 

These  ideas  then  adopted  for  our  guidance  have  been  adhered 
to  as  far  as  the  work  has  progressed.  But  we  were  often  dis- 
appointed, as  we  proceeded,  to  find  the  destructive  effects  of 
the  fire  more  complete  and  far-reaching  than  could  be  foreseen 
at  the  outset,  and  our  task  greater  than  we  had  anticipated. 
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All  tlie  parts  of  the  building  above  described  as  uncompleted, 
as  well  as  some  others,  are  without  furniture,  and  some  of  the 
wards  in  use  are  very  inadequately  furnished. 

The  injury  done  to  the  grading,  fencing  and  planting  by  the 
fire,  and  building  operations,  has  only  been  in  part  repaired. 
The  original  design  for  grading,  fencing  and  planting  of  the 
lawn  and  grounds,  with  the  approaches  to  the  building,  should 
no  longer  be  delayed  in  its  execution. 

That  Ave  may  be  enabled  to  complete  and  furnish  the  build- 
ings,  put  their  surroundings  in  a suitable  condition,  adequately 
protect  and  insure  them  against  fire,  keep  them  in  necessary 
repair  from  the  injuries  of  a destructive  population  inside  and 
the  wear  and  tear  of  the  elements  without,  put  back  into  the 
patients’  library  the  burnt  books,  and  increase  sufficiently  the 
income  from  other  sources  for  feeding,  clothing  and  nursing  the 
patients,  we  require  the  folloAving  appropriations,  which  Ave 
respectfully  but  earnestly  solicit:

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Superintendents  Report. 

— ■ ♦ — 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 

Among  the  statistical  tables,  which  make  a part  of  this 
Report,  the  one  numbered  XY.  gives  the  length  of  time  during 
which  the  patients  discharged  as  restored  were  ill  before  they 
were  admitted  to  the  Hospital.  The  entire  number  so  dis- 
charged from  the  beginning,  in  1872,  is  283.  Of  forty-five  of 
this  number  it  is  not  known  how  long  the  disease  had  existed 
before  treatment  in  the  hospital  commenced.  Of  the  remain- 
ing two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  this  fact  is  known,  and  it 
appears  that  only  thirty-six  of  these  were  ill  over  a year  before 
admission,  and  two  hundred  and  two  under  one  year. 

From  Table  XY.  it  appears  that  of  all  the  admissions  from 
the  beginning,  concerning  fifteen  hundred  and  seven,  it  is 
known  how  long  the  disease  existed  before  reception  into  the 
institution.  Of  these,  six  hundred  and  sixty-two  were  ill  one 
year  and  less,  and  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  more  than  one 
year  before  admission.  By  comparing  these  two  tables  we 
learn  that  six  hundred  and  sixty-two  patients  who  entered  the 
hospital  at  the  comparative  early  period  of  tlieir  illness  fur- 
nishes two  hundred  and  two  recoveries,  or  30  A per  cent,  of  their 
entire  number,  and  that  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  who 
entered  at  the  later  period  of  their  disease  furnished  thirty-six 
recoveries,  or  per  cent,  of  their  entire  number;  or,  in  other- 
words,  so  far  as  the  twelve  years’  experience  of  this  hospital  is 
of  any  value,  the  probability  of  recovery  in  the  case  of  a patient 
who  is  admitted  before  his  disease  has  become  chronic  (of  lon- 
ger duration  than  one  year),  is  seven  times  as  great  as  it  is  in 
the  case  of  one  whose  disease  has  become  chronic  (of  more  than 
one  year’s  duration)  before  admission.  A similar  result  would 
be  reached  were  the  comparison  limited  to  the  first  six  months 
of  the  disease  instead  of  the  first  twelve.  This  rapid  diminu- 
tion of  the  curability  of  insanity,  as  its  duration,  before  hos- 
pital treatment  commences,  is  prolonged,  is  probably  one  of 
the  earliest  lessons  taught  by  statistics  of  mental  disease,  and 
is  universally  recognized.  Dr.  D.  Hack  Tuke,  in  the  Manual 
of  Psychological  Medicine,  states  that  the  chances  of  cure  are 
very  much  greater  in  recent  than  in  chronic  cases.  He  quotes 
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also  the  experience  of  the  York  asylum,  where  for  a period  of 
twenty-six  years  54  per  cent,  recovered  of  the  cases  brought 
under  care  within  twelve  months  of  the  attack,  and  only  a little 
over  12  per  cent,  where  treatment  had  been  delayed  twelve 
months;  “so  great  is  the  evil  influence  which  delay  in  the 
treatment  of  insanity  exercises.”  The  care  or  treatment  referred 
to  consists  less  perhaps  in  the  administration  of  medicines  than 
in  the  establishment  for  the  patient  of  conditions  that  are  bod- 
ily and  mentally  hygienic,  and  which  can  with  few  exceptions  be 
secured  only  in  institutions  conducted  for  this  special  purpose. 

Among  the  inferences  fairly  deducible  from  these  facts  I will 
mention  two.  The  first  is  that  any  embarrassing  conditions  not 
proved  necessary  by  experience  for  the  safety  or  welfare  of  the 
patient  or  community,  that  cause  delay  in  the  admission  of 
patients,  or  practically  prevent  it,  do  harm  from  this  stand- 
point, no  matter  what  other  ends  may  be  accomplished.  The 
presence  of  the  disease  being  once  clearly  established,  the 
sooner  such  care  as  is  above  referred  to  is  instituted  the  greater 
the  probability,  usually,  that  recovery  will  take  place. 

The  second  inference  is  that  the  dissemination  of  false  views 
concerning  the  character  and  object  of  hospitals  for  the  insane 
cannot  fail  to  react  injuriously  on  the  insane  themselves,  by 
causing  unfounded  apprehensions  with  regard  to  the  treatment 
they  are  likely  to  receive  in  such  institutions.  These  views 
are  largely  responsible  for  the  admission  into  hospitals  of  so 
many  almost  hopelessly  chronic  cases,  in  whom  morbid  condi- 
tions by  long  continuance  have  become  organic.  Concerning 
these  the  remark  is  sometimes  made,  by  way  of  an  apology  for 
resorting  to  an  institution  at  all,  that  all  other  means  have  been 
tried,  and  failed.  If  the  order  of  the  experiments  were  reversed 
and  the  beginning  made  at  the  other  end  of  the  series,  success 
would  more  often  reward  the  labors  and  anxieties  of  friends  of 
patients. 

Table  XVIII.  gives  the  time  of  residence  in  the  hospital  of 
those  who  recovered.  The  largest  number  of  these  remained 
under  treatment  from  three  to  six  months.  While  the  number  of 
the  restored  after  a six  months’  residence  begins  to  diminish, 
and  becomes  smaller  for  each  quarterly  period,  quite  a large 
percentage  secured  their  health  only  after  remaining  in  the 
hospital  and  under  treatment  for  more  than  two  years ; and 
a period  of  residence  for  “three  years  and  over”  even,  ended  in 
a small  number  favorably  when  discouragement  and  the  dis- 
continuance of  treatment  at  an  earlier  period  would  most  likely 
have  lost  all. 
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No  part  of  the  popular  conception  of  insanity  is  so  erroneous 
as  that  which  makes  it  a disease  whose  symptoms  are  very 
much  alike,  whenever  it  may  occur.  Typhoid  fever,  or  inflam- 
mation of  the  lungs,  has  many  characteristics  which  are  uni- 
formly present.  But  a large  number  of  cases  of  insanity,  as  it 
is  observed  in  State  Hospitals,  may  have  nothing  in  common 
except  that  through  some  acquired  disorder  or  original  defect 
of  the  body  the  mind  cannot  for  some  considerable  time  per- 
form its  proper  work,  and  this  want  of  power  in  the  mind  to 
perceive,  to  think,  to  feel  and  to  will  in  a natural  and  healthy 
manner,  may  show  itself  in  the  most  varied  and  dissimilar 
ways;  and  the  course  and  termination  of  one  case  is  not  at  all 
a safe  criterion  of  what  may  be  expected  in  another. 

It  is  one  of  the  advantages  afforded  by  a hospital  having  ac- 
commodations for  several  hundred  that  the  diversity  of  treat- 
ment and  care  made  necessary  by  this  variety  of  symptoms  can 
be  secured  by  the  opportunity  for  classification  which  it  affords. 
Those  who  require  somewhat  similar  influences  and  whose  so- 
ciety is  congeniel,  or  at  least  not  repulsive,  can  be  placed  in 
one  ward  or  division  of  the  building.  In  a structure  1140  ft. 
in  length,  covering  an  area  of  nearly  one  and  three-fourths 
acres,  three  and  four  stories  in  height,  and  having  for  each  sex 
eleven  general  divisions  or  wards,  the  quiet  and  inoffensive 
may  be  as  effectually  separated  from  the  noisy  and  dangerous 
as  would  be  possible  were  the  same  persons  placed  in  the 
scattered  residences  of  a village. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report  the  daily  current  of 
hospital  life  has  flowed  on  undisturbed  by  any  of  tbe  startling 
accidents  whose  possible  and  even  probable  occurrence  keeps 
the  minds  of  all  connected  in  any  responsible  position  with  an 
asylum,  in  a constant  tension.  It  is  no  small  amount  of  good 
accomplished  that  during  a period  of  two  years,  and  in  the 
case  of  five  hundred  and  ninety-six  persons  mentally  disturbed, 
many  with  suicidal  inclinations,  others  so  violent  and  dangerous 
to  person  and  property  as  to  have  come,  before  admission, 
into  collision  with  the  officers  of  the  law,  no  serious  accidents 
have  occurred,  and  this  with  the  enjoyment  of  more  personal  lib- 
erty in-doors  and  out,  than  would  have  been  practical  tie  at  home. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  has  been  good,  and 
with  the  exception  of  a diarrhoeal  tendency  in  August  of  this 
year,  co-existent  with  a similar  condition  of  tlmgs  in  the  com- 
munity about  us,  and  which  resulted  fatally  in  one  case,  there 
was  no  prevailing  illness. 
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The  matter  of  occupation  for  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  has 
continued  to  receive  a good  deal  of  attention,  and  a larger 
proportion  of  them  were  so  benefitted  than  heretofore.  Prob- 
ably little  that  is  worth  saying  on  this  subject  remains  unsaid. 
The  beneficial  effects  on  body  and  mind  of  this  kind  of  treat- 
ment, judiciously  applied  in  suitable  cases,  is  admitted  on  all 
hands,  nor  is  it  difficult  to  understand  whence  its  utility  arises. 
The  greatest  stumbling-block  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  to  its 
fullest  extent  the  plan  of  occupying  the  population  of  asylums 
is  not  any  inherent  impossibility,  but  in  my  opinion  it  is  the 
attempt  to  reach  an  end  without  the  requisite  means.  Often 
the  true  situation  is  either  not  comprehended  or  there  is  a 
reluctance  in  acknowledging  it.  Persons  as  well  acquainted  as 
you,  as  Trustees,  are  with  the  workings  of  an  hospital,  will 
have  no  difficulty  in  understanding  that  one  attendant,  for 
instance,  can  not  perform  all  the  necessary  ward  work  for  from 
8 to  12  patients  and  supervise  or  take  part  in  their  exercise 
or  employment.  Their  tastes  are  fickle,  their  requirements  are 
varied,  and  that  the  treatment  may  be  to  the  best  possible  ex- 
tent suited  to  promote  restoration,  it  must  be  in  a great  meas- 
ure literally  individualized,  adapted  and  suited  to  the  peculiar 
condition  of  each  case.  Attendants  carry  out  to  a great  ex- 
tent the  effective  treatment  of  patients ; that  this  should  be 
done  fully  at  the  same  time  by  one  person  in  the  case  of  ten  or 
twelve  seems  to  imply  a contradiction.  During  the  mild  sea- 
sons of  the  year  and  in  suitable  weather  farm  labor,  gar- 
dening and  other  out-door  employment  furnish  all  the  oppor- 
tunity that  is  needed  for  patients  who  are  accustomed  to  labor, 
but  in  winter  and  unfavorable  weather,  and  for  those  accus- 
tomed to  the  lighter  mechanical  trades,  workshops  are  required. 
More  attendants,  and  suitable  room,  not  now  furnished,  are 
the  conditions  without  which  employment  as  a system  for  all 
capable  of  it,  and  susceptible  of  benefit  from  it,  cannot  be 
secured. 

In  my  last  report  I stated  that  “from  records  regularly  kept, 
and  with  reference  to  each  half  day,  it  appears  that  about  45 
per  cent,  were  kept  usefully  occupied  out  of  doors  in  suitable 
weather ; other  45  per  cent,  were  out  walking,  or  in  the  airing 
courts,  or  doing,  some  of  them,  ward  work.”  So  far  as  useful 
work  is  concerned,  we  have  done  rather  better  since  then. 

As  has  been  customary  almost  from  the  opening  of  the  hos- 
pital, in  1872,  the  patients  had,  in  squads  of  about  fifty,  both 
the  last  two  summers,  an  afternoon  in  the  woods  in  pic-nic 
style,  where  they  enjoyed  the  kind  of  supper  usual  on  such 
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occasions.  A few  over  5 per  cent,  remained  away — from  bodily 
infirmities,  from  great  excitement,  from  liability  to  danger- 
ous impulses,  and  from  unwillingness  to  loose  tlie  glory  of 
martyrdom. 

The  regular  evening  chapel  exercises,  and  the  preaching  on 
Sabbath  afternoons  by  the  ministers  of  the  town,  were  held  in 
one  of  the  wards,  until  March  16tli  of  the  present  year,  when 
they  were  necessarily  interrupted  by  the  work  of  re-building. 
On  the  22d  of  May  they  were  resumed  in  the  re-built  chapel, 
to  the  great  gratification  of  the  whole  hospital  population. 

During  the  six  months  of  the  year  when  the  evenings  are 
longer,  and  out-door  life  more  restricted,  an  additional  half 
hour  is  occupied  three  evenings  in  the  week  with  some  kind  of 
entertainment,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  better  class  of  stereop- 
ticon  exhibitions,  readings,  music,  etc.  While  the  hospital  is 
chiefly  dependent  on  its  own  officers  and  employes  for  these, 
as  for  other  items  which  make  up  the  aggregate  of  the  moral 
treatment  of  the  inmates,  we  are  favored  at  times  with  the  aid 
of  people  from  the  town  and  neighborhood. 

For  all  capable  of  using  rightly  such  opportunities,  there  is 
a fair  supply  of  suitable  reading  matter,  in  the  form  of  books 
out  of  the  patients’  library,  newspapers,  illustrated  papers  and 
magazines ; some  furnished  gratuitously  by  their  generous  pub- 
lishers and  by  friends  of  the  hospital,  others  purchased  by  the 
hospital  itself.  The  news  contribution  box  in  the  Danville 
post  office  furnishes  an  appreciable  addition  to  these  means  of 
diverting  our  household.  But  here  is  an  inviting  field  not 
nearly  as  well  cultivated  as  it  might  be,  lying  open  and  waiting 
to  be  entered  upon  by  any  of,  or  all  the  friends  of  the  insane,  who 
by  the  contribution  of  a book,  a magazine,  a library,  are  adopt- 
ing a most  sure  method  of  promoting  their  enjoyment  and  has- 
tening their  cure.  Patients  who  have  anything  to  communicate 
to  the  outside  world  and  can  do  it,  and  many  who  are  not  thus 
situated,  are  supplied  with  opportunities  for  correspondence  to 
every  reasonable  extent.  The  halls  and  sitting  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  games. 

The  large  green-liouse,  now  well  stocked  with  tropical  and 
other  plants,  is  a never-failing  source  of  entertainment  and 
pleasure  to  many  inmates  and  employes,  and  during  the  winter 
season  it  is  especially  an  attractive  place. 

On  Thanksgiving  days  and  Christmas  a bountiful  poultry 
dinner,  with  the  usual  adjuncts,  was  provided  for  all. 
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Among  tlie  products  of  the  farm,  most  of  which  are  enumer- 
ated in  another  place,  were,  during  1883,  a daily  average  of  thir- 
ty-eight gallons  of  milk,  and  in  1884,  forty-seven  gallons.  The 
garden,  as  usual,  furnished  fresh  vegetables  and  truck  of  all 
kinds  abundantly.  The  farm  and  garden  form  essential  parts  of 
the  hospital  machinery,  both  on  account  of  what,  under  the  ju- 
dicious management  of  Mr.  Rote  and  Mr.  Carey  respectively, 
they  produce,  and  the  pleasant  and  healthful  employment 
they  furnish  to  many  patients.

A corps  of  singers  and  instrumentalists,  led  by  Gorner  Thom- 
as, Esq.,  celebrated,  in  the  re-built  chapel,  its  opening,  to  the 
great  enjoyment  of  a large  portion  of  the  hospital  population. 

From  the  Hon.  R.  Klotz  and  Jno.  B.  Storm,  Members  of 
Congress,  we  have  received  valuable  public  documents. 
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I refer  with  pleasure  to  tlie  faithfulness  with  which  the  em- 
ployes and  attendants,  as  a general  thing,  performed  their  du- 
ties, often  most  exacting  and  disagreeable.  I congratulate  the 
patients  and  myself  that  during  the  two  years  there  has  been 
no  change  among  the  officers.  In  the  beginning  of  the  hospital 
year  1883,  Howard  B.  Schultz  succeeded  Mr.  Eyer  as  store- 
keeper, and  early  in  the  present  year  I appointed,  by  your  au- 
thority, Milton  S.  Falck,  a graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  Col- 
lege of  Pharmacy,  as  druggist  and  keeper  of  medical  records. 
Both  have  performed  their  work  with  devotion  and  satisfaction. 

In  addition  to  your  own  frequent  visits  to  the  hospital,  as  a 
full  Board  and  bv  committee  for  inspecting  it,  it  has  also  been 
visited  officially  by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Pattison,  once  by 
Hon.  Malilon  Dickinson,  President,  and  twice  by  Dr.  Diller 
Luther,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  once 
by  the  Hon.  P.  C.  Garret,  President,  and  twice  by  Dr.  A.  J. 
Ourt,  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy.  Judge  R.  S. 
Simington,  M.  D.,  and  S.  Blue,  Esq.,  the  County  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Charities,  made  two  examinations  of  the  workings 
of  the  institution.

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RULES  TO  BE  OBSERVED 
In  Bringing  Patients  to  the  Hospital. 

1.  Before  the  admission  of  a patient,  unless  when  sent  by 
an  order  of  Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with 
the  certificate  of  two  physicians  as  to  his  insanity,  sworn  to  and 
certified  as  required  by  law.  (See  page  48.) 

In  the  case  of  a private  patient,  or  one  supported  by  his  rel- 
atives, or  friends,  or  guardian,  or  charitable  organization  or  com- 
mittee, a request  by  a near  relative,  or  friend,  or  guardian,  that 
he  may  be  admitted  into  the  institution,  shall  also  be  furnished 
the  Superintendent,  also  a bond  with  a satisfactory  security  for 
the  payment  of  board  and  other  necessary  expenses  while  in 
the  Hospital,  as  well  as  his  removal  when  required  by  the  Trus- 
tees or  Superintendent.  A patient  thus  received  shall  make  a 
payment  of  thirteen  weeks’  board  in  advance,  at  the  tinje  of 
admission,  and  quarterly  thereafter,  and  if  removed  before  the 
expiration  of  the  thirteen  weeks  without  the  consent  of  the 
Superintendent,  no  part  of  the  payment  shall  be  refunded. 
Parties  unknown  to  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  furnish 
such  evidence  of  the  responsibility  of  the  signers  of  the  bond 
as  will  be  satisfatory  to  strangers.  Neglect  of  this  requirement 
will  be  sure  to  result  in  annoyance  and  needless  expense  to  the 
parties  in  charge  of  the  patient. 

Authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor  bringing  a patient,  un- 
less sent  by  an  order  of  court,  will  lie  required  to  give  a bond 
for  the  payment  of  board  and  all  necessary  expenses,  and.  the 
removal  of  the  patient  when  requested  b}r  the  Superintendent. 
Boarding  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  every  quarter  and  at  the 
time  of  removal,  and  if  not  then  paid  interest  may  be  added. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  order  of 
any  Court,  the  order,  or  warrant,  or  copy  thereof  by  which  a 
person  is  sent  shall  be  lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  Every  patient  before  admission,  shall  be  made  perfectly 
clean  and  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease. 

4.  Every  patient  shall  be  provided  with  such  an  amount 
and  quality  of  clothing  as  will  admit  of  frequent  changes,  and 
make  him  comfortable. 

5.  A written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  pa- 
tient, and  if  possible  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual 
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should  accompany  him  to  the  Hospital,  from  whom  minute, 
hut  often  essential  particulars  may  he  learned. 

6.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  at- 
tendance for  all  who  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is 
three  dollars  per  week.  (As  the  law  of  June  13,  1883,  is  in 
dispute  and  has  not  yet  received  any  judicial  or  legislative 
construction,  it  is  not  here  substituted  for  the  old  law).  For 
private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their 
friends,  the  price  varies  from  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to 
five  dollars  or  more  per  week,  according  to  the  trouble  and 
expense  incurred  and  their  ability  to  pay.  Those  able  to  do 
so  are  expected  to  pay  at  least  the  expense  of  the  support  of 
the  patient,  which  is  considerably  above  the  lowest  rate. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not  sus- 
pended in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a pa- 
tient to  the  Hospital  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  dis- 
guising from  him  the  fact  that  physicians  and  friends  consider 
him  sick,  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  take  him  to  an  Hospital, 
where  his  chances  of  being  cured  are  the  best  that  can  be  af- 
forded him,  and  whence  he  will  be  taken  home  again  as  soon 
as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of  the  deception  does 
not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of  the  person 
against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force  if  necessary,  and  let 
there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing;  but 
deception  never. 

Packages  for  patients  must  be  prepaid  and  addressed  to  them 
in  care  of  the  Hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer 
to  inquiries  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  im- 
portant incidents. 

Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week  day  from 
10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  from  2 to  4 P.  M.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  express  per- 
mission from  the  Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be 
taken  that  no  amount  of  visiting  will  lie  permitted  that  shall 
prove  injurious  to  the  patients. 

Application  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured 
and  filled  out  and  signed  before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the 
Hospital.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  should  be  obtained  at  the 
Hospital,  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the  Treasurer  or 
either  of  the  Trustees.

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities: 
In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  jour 
Committee  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  we  make 
the  following  statement  as  the  Report  of  the  operations  of  this 
hospital  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30th,  1885. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  were  215  men  and  232  wo- 
men, total  117  ; making  the  whole  number  under  treatment 
during  the  year,  859.  The  discharges  were  77  men  and  36  wo- 
men, total  113.  Of  those  discharged  11  were  considered  re- 
stored, 21  improved,  10  stationary  and  11  died. 

The  daily  average  for  the  year  was  317.05  men  and  273.76 
women,  total  620.81.  The  mortality  on  this  average  was  6.6 
per  cent,  for  the  year;  if  counted  on  the  number  under  treat- 
ment, it  would  be  1.77  per  cent. 

The  receipts  of  the  Hospital  from  all  sources  for  current  ex- 
penses including  $51,510.10  for  maintenance,  $1500  for  insur- 
ance, $2000  for  repairs,  and  $1500  for  tire  apparatus  from  the 
State  Treasurer  were  $127,333.61,  of  this  amount  a balance  of 
$15,317.52  remains  unexpended.  Payment  for  needed  repairs 
now  in  progress,  and  the  stock  of  supplies  needful  to  be  on 
hand  will  bring  the  weekly  expenditure  per  patient,  nearly  if 
not  quite,  to  that  of  1881  or  four  dollars. 

The  sum  received  from  State  Treasurer  for  building  purposes 
was  $25,000,  for  refurnishing  $23,500  and  for  completing  the 
grading  and  planting  of  the  lawn  $2000.  Of  these  appropria- 
tions there  remain  to  be  expended  for  building  $1098,  and  for 
refurnishing  $6660.11.  With  judicious  economy  these  balances 
will  complete  what  still  remains  to  be  done. 

$2000  appropriated  for  repairs  during  the  current  year  re- 
main in  the  State  Treasury. 
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Two  of  tlie  twenty-two  wards  in  the  building  are  not  yet  oc 
cupied  with  patients,  but  they  will  be  ready  and  occupied  with 
in  a month.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees

State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
Danville,  Pa.,  October  14,  1886. 
To  TnE  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities: 

The  following  summary  statement  concerning  the  operations 
of  this  hospital  for  the  year  ending  with  September  30,  1886, 
is  respectfully  submitted  to  you  by  us  as  the  Trustees  of  the 
Institution. 

The  admissions  during  the  year  were  150  men  and  100  wo- 
men, total  250.  The  discharges  were  92  men  and  58  women, 
total  150.  Of  these  40  were  considered  restored,  36  improved, 
25  stationary  and  49  had  died. 

The  number  in  the  house  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  462 
men  384  women,  total  846,  or  100  more  than  at  the  same  time 
last  year,  or  146  more  than  the  estimated  capacity  of  the  house. 

The  daily  average  for  the  year  was  males,  435.54 ; females, 
362.91 ; total,  798.45.  The  mortality  on  this  average  was  6.01 
per  cent,  for  the  year  ; if  counted  on  the  entire  number  under 
treatment  it  would  be  4.92  per  cent. 

The  income  of  the  hospital  from  all  sources  available  to  meet 
current  expenses  was  as  follows  :

An  unexpended  balance  remains  of  $31,917.54. 

The  weekly  average  cost  of  maintenance  during  the  year  was 
$3.79.  Of  the  appropriations  made  in  1885  for  special*  purpos- 
es, there  remained  unexpended  at  the  date  of  our  last  report  for 
buildings  $4098,  and  for  refurnishing  $6660.41.  These  amounts 
have  been  used  as  required  by  the  act  of  appropriation,  and 
the  buildings  are  completed  and  furnished  and  every  part  of 
them  occupied. 
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The  structural  additions  which  we  shall  need  and  the  want 
of  which,  after  what  has  been  completed,  we  most  urgently  feel, 
are  accommodations  in  which  the  male  patients  generally,  and 
some  of  the  females  could  be  employed  at  some  mechanical 
work  during  the  winter  months.  It  would  then  be  practicable 
to  prevent  some  of  the  listless  idleness  that  prevails  in  the 
wards  when  out  d"or  life  is  impossible. 

Two  years  ago  we  asked  for  an  appropriation,  whose  payment 
was  conditioned  on  the  boilers  which  had  been  in  use  fourteen 
years.,  giving  out,  as  was  probable  they  would.  By  many  repairs 
it  has  been  possible  thus  far  to  keep  them  in  service,  but  there 
must  be  an  end  to  this  within  the  next  two  years. 

In  the  expectation  that  our  average  number  of  patients  will 
not  be  greatly  reduced  and  that  the  price  for  such  supplies  as 
are  needed,  for  the  support  of  the  hospital  will  not  materially 
advance  in  the  next  two  years,  and  that  the  laws  fixing  our  in- 
come at  four  dollars  per  week,  for  every  indigent  patient  be  re- 
enacted, we  hope  to  provide  out  of  this  income,  not  only  for  the 
maintenance,  but  also  for  salaries,  wages,  insurance  and  the 
necessary  repairs. 

For  a full  and  more  complete  statement  of  the  improvements, 
and  operations  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  reference  is  made  to  the 
bi-ennial  report  of  the  Superintendent  which  is  hereto  annexed  :

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  held  at  the 
Hospital  on  the  14th  of  October,  1886,  the  following  resolution 
was,  on  motion  of  Dr.  B.  H.  Tliroop,  of  Scranton,  unanimously 
adopted  : 

“Resolved. — That  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  have  learned 
with  deej)  regret  of  the  deatli  of  A.  F.  Bussell,  late  President 
of  the  Board.  From  the  commencement  of  our  official  duties, 
Mr.  Russell  has  been  with  us,  and  has  always  been  faithful  to 
his  convictions  of  what  was  right  and  just  to  the  Hospital,  the 
inmates  and  State.  In  demeanor  he  was  affable  and  pleasant; 
and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  honest  and  conscientious. 
AYe  part  from  him  with  regret,  for  we  have  learned  to  honor 
and  respect  one  who  W'as  so  faithful  to  his  convictions  and  so 
true  to  all  that  could  ennoble  the  man.” 
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Superintendents  Report.

To  tiie  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 

The  9th  Section  of  the  2nd  Chapter  of  the  By-laws  of 
this  hospital,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  “to  give 
at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  October  a full  and  detailed  report  of 
the  operations  of  the  hospital  during  the  year  ending  on  the 
30th  day  of  September  preceding  with  tabular  Statements  of 
the  cases  treated  during  the  year,  and  of  the  condition  of  the 
hospital  with  such  other  operations  as  he  may  deem  useful  or 
interesting.”  This  rule  has  been  in  practice  altered  with  your 
sanction  so  as  to  make  the  reports  bi-ennial,  in  place  of  Annual, 
and  therefore  corresponding  with  the  Bi-ennial  Sessions  of  the 
General  Assembly,  required  by  the  Fundamental  Law  of  the 
State  now  in  force.  The  present  one  is  the  fourth  report  of  the 
hospital  which  covers  a period  of  two  years.  It,  like  its  three 
immediate  predecessors,  contains  the  required  statistical  and 
financial  statements  ; not  consolidated  for  the  two  years,  but  in- 
dependent and  distinct  for  each  annual  period  as  if  printed  in 
two  separate  reports.  The  form  of  the  Report  given  to  it  by 
this  By-law  assumes  that  you  are  without  this  knowledge  and 
need  to  be  informed.  This,  however,  can  hardly  be  its  purpose 
when  correctly  interpreted.  For  nothing  of  any  moment  with 
which  you  are  not  already  familiar  remains  to  be  presented. 
That  which  is  not  done  by  your  antecedent  authority  or  direc- 
tion you  have  abundant  opportunity  to  learn  during  your  quar- 
terly meetings  when  formally,  as  a full  Board,  you  inspect  the 
premises,  visit  the  patients  in  the  halls  and  examine  the  finan- 
cial transactions  as  they  are  exhibited  in  the  Treasurer’s 
quarterly  Reports.  By  the  more  frequent  visits  of  your  Local 
Committee  you  enter  into  the  details  which  make  up  the  daily 
routine  of  hospital  life;  and  by  the  performance  of  the  duty 
imposed  on  your  Auditing  Committee  to  examine  every  bill 
before  its  payment  is  authorized,  you  become  well  acquainted 
with  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  the  hospital  ; especially  if  this 
latter  requirement  be  considered  in  connection  with  another 
provision  that  all  monies  belonging  to,  or  designed  for,  the 
hospital  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  shall 
be  promptly  transferred  into  the  custody  of  your  Treasurer. 
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It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  proper  object  of  the  Report  is  the 
information  of  the  people,  consisting  of  the  private  citizen 
and  the  law  making  and  executing  authorities.  The  Superin- 
tendent’s report  is  required  to  be  addressed  to  you,  that  it  may 
go  forth  with  your  sanction  and  endorsement. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  previous  report,  prepared  two 
years  ago,  four  male  and  six  female  wards  were  uncompleted 
and  unoccupied.  The  front  portion  of  the  centre  building, 
with  the  exception  of  the  first  story,  was  far  from  being 
finished.  The  furniture  also  for  these  parts  of  the  building 
remained  to  be  provided.  The  money  appropriated  by  the  last 
Legislature  for  these  purposes  has  all  been  expended  and  the 
building  and  its  furnishing  are  substantially  completed.  This 
result  was  only  attained  with  the  excellence  that  now  marks  it 
by  studying  economy  carefully.  It  would  not  even  then  have 
been  possible  had  not  wages  and  the  price  of  building  ma- 
terials been  low.  Estimates  for  furniture  were  made  and  ap- 
propriations asked  and  granted  on  a basis  of  700  patients, 
the  estimated  capacity  of  the  hospital.  The  present  number 
of  inmates  is  846.  Therefore,  146  patients  and  their  attend- 
ants have  been  provided  with  furniture  for  which  no  appro- 
priation was  made.  This,  with  other  additions  to  the  hospi- 
tal property  and  improvements  in  its  character,  was  made  pos- 
sible because  all  the  supplies  required  for  the  support  of  the 
institution  were  low  in  price  and  the  number  of  patients  as 
large  as  could  be  accommodated.  Either  of  these  two  condi- 
tions essential  for  a low  rate  of  maintenance  being  wanting, 
the  regular  income  would  all  have  been  required  to  meet  the 
ordinary  expenses,  and  nothing  would  have  been  left  to  secure 
these  necessities  and  others  referred  to  further  on. 

It  will  be  proper  here  to  state  with  some  detail  what  has 
been  obtained  for  the  hospital  in  the  way  of  buildings  with 
the  money  granted  by  the  legislature  for  this  purpose.  This 
will  be  done,  however,  only  so  far  as  former  reports  were  nec- 
essarily incomplete,  because  the  actual  work  was  yet  incom- 
plete, and  where  the  building  operations  were  carried  beyond 
the  simple  restoration  of  the  original  structure. 

The  plan  adopted  by  you  at  the  outset  for  the  rebuilding 
contemplated  “ making  the  rear  centre  somewhat  less  in  depth 
than  the  old,  placing  the  kitchen  in  the  rear  of  it  and  without 
any  story  over  it  and  erecting  in  connection  with  it  a suitable 
building  for  storage  and  other  purposes.”  For  such  a kitchen 
and  building  plans  had  been  prepared,  which  it  was  my  pur- 
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pose  to  lay  before  you  at  your  quarterly  meeting  in  April, 
1881,  for  your  approval  and  execution.  The  necessity  of  re- 
building this  entire  part  of  the  structure,  which  arose  on  the 
5th  of  March  of  that  year,  furnished  the  opportunity  of  carry- 
ing out  these  ideas  in  another  way,  and  they  were  incorporated 
in  the  plans  for  the  new  buildings.  The  desirableness  or 
rather  the  necessity  for  such  improvements  arose  from  the 
fact  that  the  former  kitchen  was  low  (about  nine  feet),  dark, 
illy  ventilated,  small.  Where  rooms  for  storage  of  groceries 
and  dry  goods  had  been  provided  at  all  they  were  too  straight- 
ened iu  capacity  to  be  of  much  use.  For  a family  of  five  or 
six  to  depend  upon  a neighboring  grocery  for  cellar  and  cup- 
board room  and  live  from  hand  to  mouth  is  to  lack  culpably 
in  forethought  and  thrift.  For  a family  of  a thousand  to  do  a 
similar  thing  because  it  has  no  storage  room  is  cruelty  to  the 
members  of  the  family  who  have  to  suffer  the  consequences  of 
the  wasteful  practice. 

The  outside  dimensions  of  this  annexed  building,  which 
is  of  brick,  are  60x75  feet.  It  is  covered  with  Peach  Bottom 
slate  and  surmounted  by  a ventilator,  which  is  also  used  as  a 
belfry.  The  first  story  is  9^-  feet  iu  the  clear,  and  contains  in 
addition  to  closets  adjoining  the  kitchen,  one  room,  19x22,  with 
two  refrigerators  supplied  with  ice  directly  from  the  outside,  a 
farmer’s  dining  room  21x22,  with  connected  washing  room  and 
pantry;  a store  room  for  wet  groceries  21x22  ; a space  for  re- 
volving bake  oven  and  bakery,  50x22,  a bath  room,  a coal  vault 
to  supply  the  bake  oven  and  kitchen  range  and  a hydraulic  lift 
connecting  the  entrance  for  heavy  or  bulky  goods  both  with 
this  story,  and  the  one  above.  The  floor  throughout  is  of  arti- 
ficial stone. 

The  next  or  main  story  is  15  feet  in  the  clear,  and  is  di- 
vided into  two  large  rooms ; the  one  38x56,  is  a general  dry- 
goods, crockery  and  clothing  store  room,  conveniently  fur- 
nished with  counters,  shelving  and  drawers.  The  other  one  is 
used  as  a sewing  room,  supplied  with  suitable  storage  closets 
for  material  and  finished  goods  and  washing  and  retiring 
rooms.  The  floor  of  this  story  is  of  Georgia  pine,  laid  on  brick 
arches  supported  by  iron  beams.  The  work  throughout  is  as 
it  should  lie — plain  and  of  excellent  character. 

This  sewing  room  affords  the  opportunity  for  a large  num- 
ber of  patients  to  leave  the  wards  even  in  inclement  weather 
and  spend  the  day  amidst  new  associations.  This  is  advan- 
tageous to  those  who  remain  in  t lie  corridors,  as  it  enlarges 


their  elbow  and  breathing  room  as  well  as  to  those  who  go  out. 

The  general  kitchen  is  28x54  feet,  with  ceiling  of  brick 
arches  13  feet  in  height.  A lantern  in  the  middle  extends  from 
side  to  side,  supplied  with  large  movable  sashes.  An  easily 
worked  mechanical  contrivance  fixes  these  in  any  position  and 
thus  controls  the  amount  and  direction  of  the  ventilation.  It 
is  supplied  with  the  necessary  ranges,  tea  and  coffee  makers, 
boilers,  steamers,  roasters  and  sinks.  On  the  same  floor  and 
adjoining  are  the  scullery  and  sick  diet  kitchen.  Next  to 
these  in  convenient  nearness  are  six  additional  rooms  used 
for  storage  of  bread,  preserved,  fresh  and  canned  fruits  and 
groceries  and  for  their  distribution.  The  floors  of  all  these 
spaces  are  of  artificial  stone,  and  the  windows  are  protected 
against  entrance  or  egress  by  suitable  wrought  and  malleable 
iron  guards. 

The  only  other  addition  to  be  here  mentioned  to  the  struct- 
ural appliances  that  existed  before  the  rebuilding,  and  which 
is  of  great  use  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  is  an  amusement 
room.  This  is  handsomely  frescoed,  has  movable  seats,  a stage, 
with  curtain  and  scenery,  and  seats  for  600  patients  with  their 
attendants.  It  affords  the  opportunity  of  amusing  and  enter- 
taining patients  in  ways  that  would  not  be  suitable  or  possible 
in  the  chapel. 

The  large  bay  windows  constructed  in  connection  with  all 
the  rebuilt  wards  have  met  a want  which  it  was  not  expected 
when  they  were  planned  would  so  early  exist.  In  the  present 
crowded  condition  of  the  hospital  the  necessary  room  for  beds 
could  be  secured  only  by  converting  the  day  rooms  into  dor- 
mitories. These  bay  windows,  nine  in  number,  have  proved 
themselves  to  be  admirable  substitutes  for  the  rooms  thus  una- 
voidably alienated  from  their  original  purpose.  Accommoda- 
tions for  72  patients  has  thus  been  secured. 

Among  the  lesser  alterations  and  improvements  that  have 
been  made  or  are  now  in  progress  and  approaching  completion 
the  following  may  be  mentioned: 

A pneumatic  clock  of  the  Wenzel  patent  has  been  put  into 
all  the  wards  and  largely  distributed  through  the  centre  build- 
ings. The  end  secured  is  accurate  and  uniform  time  indicated 
on  an  almost  indefinite  number  of  dials  placed  wherever 
wanted.  Besides  winding  the  central  regulator  once  a week 
the  apparatus  requires  little  attention,  and  only  at  long  inter- 
vals if  at  all.  It  is  simple,  effective,  economical  and  appar- 
ently permanent.  Forty-three  clocks  have  been  running  in 
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these  buildings  on  this  principle  for  27  months.  The  system 
has  furnished  pleasant  relief  from  the  labor  incident  to  a con- 
scientious effort  to  keep  in  tolerable  harmony  the  same  num- 
ber of  ordinary  clocks,  each  one  of  which  is  achieving  credit- 
able success  in  asserting  and  maintaining  its  own  independence 
of  all  the  rest. 

In  the  older  portion  of  the  buildings  the  enclosures  of  the 
cast  iron  radiators  were  constructed  of  wood  partly  lined  with 
tin.  Insurance  men  who  examined  the  buildings  from  the 
standpoint  of  their  business  uniformly  condemned  the  proxim- 
ity of  the  wood  to  the  metal  heated  with  steam.  Although  the 
pressure  of  the  steam  was  low  and  the  contact  between  the 
wood  and  iron  not  close  and  air  circulated  freely  about  them, 
it  was  thought  proper  that  all  ground  for  such  criticism  by  ex- 
perts should  be  removed.  The  entire  wooden  structures  re- 
ferred to  have  been  taken  away  and  are  being  replaced  by  gal- 
vanized sheet  iron. 

Through  one  of  the  yards  and  connecting  the  female  wing 
with  the  laundry  and  sewing  rooms  a covered  walk  has  been 
built.  On  one  side  is  an  enclosing  brick  wall  that  supports  the 
roof.  The  other  side  opens  into  the  yard,  the  roof  here  being 
snpported  by  wrought  iron  columns  (old  boiler  tubes).  The 
pavement  is  brick  and  6 feet  wide ; the  roof  extends  3 feet  be- 
yond this.  The  length  is  89^  yards.  It  serves  the  double  pur- 
pose of  a covered  way  of  communication  between  two  build- 
ings and  of  a place  for  exercise  protected  from  the  sun  and  the 
weather. 

On  the  male  side  a like  structure  has  been  erected,  69f 
yards  long.  It  answers  a somewhat  similar  purpose.  Both 
structures  have  more  than  met  what  was  expected  of  them,  and 
they  are  much  resorted  to  when  patients  are  out  of  doors. 

The  fence  which  heretofore  enclosed  the  lawn  in  front  of 
the  buildings  and  separated  it  from  the  D.,  L.  & W.  It.  R.  was 
built  during  the  early  history  of  the  hospital.  It  was  of  a tem- 
porary character  and  put  up  hastily  to  meet  the  exigency  of 
that  time.  Eleven  hundred  feet  of  it  have  been  replaced  by  a 
plain  and  substantial  but  neat  iron  fence  of  a character  to  last 
indefinitely  if  reasonably  protected  by  paint.  It  is  5 feet  in 
height,  and  weighs  per  foot,  including  the  cast  iron  post  ex- 
tending four  feet  into  the  ground,  about  45  pounds. 

To  get  the  patients  off  the  hospital  farm  and  obtain  ac- 
cess to  the  public  roads  for  exercise  and  not  return  over  the 
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same  route  nor  meet  those  of  the  opposite  sex  nor  pass  along 
the  railroad  or  canal  or  cross  and  recross  them  has  been  impos- 
sible except  by  trespassing  on  the  land  of  our  neighbors.  This 
indeed  we  have  done  for  years.  But  since  our  family  has  at- 
tained to  its  present  size  it  has  seemed  wrong  to  impose  any 
further  on  their  forbearance.  A strip  of  land  25  feet  wide  and 
1120  long  was  purchased,  extending  from  the  rear  or  eastern 
boundary  of  the  farm  to  a public  road.  In  this  way  at  a 
trifling  outlay  the  difficulties  above  referred  to  have  been  over- 
come. Two  small  town  lots  and  parts  of  three  others  were  se- 
cured in  addition  so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  remove  the  rail- 
road siding  of  the  hospital  further  away  from  the  main  en- 
trance and  improve  the  facilities  for  obtaining  coal  and  other 
supplies.  The  aggregate  c :>st  of  these  additions  to  the  hospi- 
tal land  was  $175.75. 

A brick  building  25x56  feet  and  10  feet  and  8 inches  in 
height,  slate  roofed,  was  built  at  the  gas  and  pump  house  in 
which  to  store  gas  coal  so  that  we  might  be  somewhat  inde- 
pendent of  prolonged  interruptions  in  the  work  of  mining  it. 

Heretofore  the  water  required  by  the  hospital  was  pumped 
directly  from  the  river.  The  pipe  through  which  it  was  drawn 
was  always  exposed  at  its  extremity  during  freshets  to  injury 
by  floating  ice,  trees  or  by  whatever  the  swollen  stream  would 
sweep  along.  No  plan  adopted  for  its  protection  seemed 
effectual  and  satisfactory.  Though  the  water  supply  in  the 
reservoirs  was  never  exhausted  the  pumping  was  at  times 
greatly  interfered  with  and  the  situation  of  things  became 
every  winter  and  spring  the  occasion  of  more  or  less  anxiety. 
Adopting  expert  advice  a well  20  feet  in  diameter  was  sunk  30 
yards  from  the  pumping  station  to  a depth  several  feet  below 
the  point  from  which  atmospheric  pressure  will  force  water  in- 
to the  pumps,  walled  up  with  brick  laid  in  cement  and  roofed 
with  tin.  From  this  well  the  pumps  are  now  supplied.  The 
water  is  brought  into  it  by  gravity  through  a 10-incli  pipe 
coming  from  a wrought  iron  box  or  receiver  sunk  low  enough 
into  the  bed  of  the  river  to  be  fully  protected  by  it  and  far 
enough  from  the  bank  to  be  secure  against  impurities  from 
that  source.  It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  object  aimed 
at  has  been  attained. 

Through  timely  repairs  in  all  directions  and  repainting 
both  in  the  buildings  and  outside  deterioration  from  age  and 
usage  has  been  as  far  as  practicable  prevented. 

Among  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Committee  on 
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Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  there  is  one  which 
gives  authority  to  the  Superintendent  to  grant  leaves  of  ab- 
sence to  patients  under  certain  conditions.  Advantage  has 
been  taken  of  this  to  give  20  men  and  11  women  the  privilege 
of  being  away  from  the  hospital  and  among  their  friends  with- 
out a final  discharge  being  first  given.  The  time  allowed  is  30 
days.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  leave  of  absence  was  given  as 
an  experiment,  to  learn  by  the  only  test  possible  whether  restor- 
ation was  as  complete  as  it  seemed  to  be.  In  mental  diseases 
it  is  sometimes  impossible  from  their  very  nature  to  feel  much 
confidence  in  the  reality  of  apparent  improvement  or  restora- 
tion until  life  at  home  has  put  it  well  to  the  test.  To  have  the 
proceeding  recognized  by  law  is  a great  relief  to  the  medical 
officer  as  well  as  a benefit  and  comfort  to  the  patients  and  his 
friends  and  an  advantage  to  the  community.  In  another  class 
of  cases  there  is  no  expectation  of  recovery,  but  it  may  be  nec- 
essary to  have  the  question  solved  whether  enough  improve- 
ment has  taken  place  to  enable  the  patient  to  live  once  more 
among  his  kindred  or  friends.  To  try  it  will  often  alone  tell. 
There  is  a third  class  of  patients  whose  condition  must  elicit 
the  warmest  sj^mpatliies  of  all  and  calls  for  every  reasonable  ex- 
ertion for  lessening  its  burdens.  I refer  to  those  who  are 
affected  with  an  incurable  form  of  mental  disease  by  which 
they  will  always  be  unfitted  for  living  permanently  at  home. 
Their  condition  is  aggravated  by  the  fact  that  they  realize  it. 
During  temporary  periods  of  amendment  there  may  be  no  rea- 
sonable objection  to  allowing  them  full  liberty.  At  present 
this  can  be  done  without  the  expense,  labor  and  loss  of  time 
involved  in  securing  new  commitment  papers.  This  is  an  ad- 
mirable feature  of  the  existing  laws  on  this  subject. 

Another  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  which  are  in  force 
at  present  is  the  following  : “No  indigent  insane  patient  who, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  officer  or  attendant,  is  not  fully 
restored  to  reason,  shall  be  discharged  from  any  house  or  place 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Lunacy  Law  except  by  order 
of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy.” 

From  the  annexed  tables  it  will  appear  that  in  1885  thirty- 
one  patients  were  discharged  unrestored  and  in  1886  sixty- 
one.  There  is  not  here  a disregard  of  the  law  whose  laudable 
purpose  is  understood  and  appreciated  ; but  there  are  coun- 
teracting influences  or  causes  which  set  the  Rule  aside.  In 
twenty-six  instances  the  patients  were  supported  bv  their 
friends,  who  have  the  authority  of  removal  at  their  pleasure, 
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and  they  frequently  use  it  most  injudiciously  when  the  pa- 
tient’s welfare  is  considered.  In  the  instance  of  Public  pa- 
tients discharged  unrestored  a variety  of  causes  was  at  work. 
Leaves  of  absence  for  thirty  days  were  given  for  adequate  rea- 
sons. When  the  time  had  expired  and  the  patient  did  not  re- 
turn his  name  was  taken  from  the  books  and  he  was  dis- 
charged. In  such  instances  sometimes  the  friends  had  a better 
opinion  of  the  condition  of  the  patient  than  the  medical  offi- 
cers of  the  hospital;  the  former  considering  them  restored,  the 
latter  not.  Time  here  often  vindicated  the  medical  opinion. 

Again,  interested  parties  finding  the  usual  means  of  no 
avail  had  recourse  to  the  Judges  aud  thus  obtained  their  end; 
in  a few  instances  by  a peremptory  discharge,  more  often  by  an 
informal  recommendation. 

Of  the  entire  number  discharged  as  unrestored  during  the 
two  years  five  eloped  and  were  kept  at  home  by  their  friends. 

A small  number  were  discharged  by  order  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Lunacy.  And  about  an  equal  number  were  allowed  to 
go  home  with  their  relatives  in  order  to  die  among  them  of 
chronic  incurable  disease. 

With  reference  to  those  who  died  during  the  year  it  may 
be  remarked  that  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  were  pro- 
duced by  three  causes : Consumption,  the  exhaustion  of 

chronic  insanity  and  senile  exhaustion.  The  present  rate  of 
maintenance  is  so  advantageous  to  the  poor  districts  that  cases 
are  brought  to  the  hospital  which  are  rather  instances  of  a 
general  breakup  of  the  whole  system  from  fiual  exhaustion 
(years  are  not  essential  to  this)  thau  positive  disease.  In  these 
the  decay  of  mental  power  is  only  a trifling  incident  in  itself, 
but  becomes  of  importance  because-  the  friends  have  no  re- 
sources with  which  to  care  for  them  even  in  respect  to  their 
bodily  wants.  The  change  of  life  involved  in  their  transfer  to 
a hospital  rather  hastens  than  retards  the  inevitable  end. 
There  have  been  more  such  admissions  during  the  last  year 
than  usual,  and  their  hospital  life  was  of  brief  duration.  Had 
the  former  rate  of  maintenance  still  continued  probably  most 
of  them  would  not  have  come  to  the  hospital. 

Since  the  hospital  has  got  fairly  into  operation  the  neces- 
sary quantity  of  milk  has  been  produced  on  the  farm.  The 
number  of  patients  has  risen  so  much  within  the  last  few  years 
that  the  capacity  of  the  farm  in  this  respect  has  not  been  equal 
to  the  demand.  At  least  it  was  not  thought  judicious  to  at-

tempt  to  increase  the  quantity  produced  with  the  amount  of 
land  belonging  to  the  hospital.  And  a contract  was  made  with 
a neighboring  farmer.  The  6,161  gallons  thus  obtained 
brought  up  our  own  supply  to  an  average  of  96  gallons  per  day 
through  the  year. 

Being  authorized  by  you  to  appoint  a third  assistant 
physician  I selected  Dr.  E.  True  Aldrich,  who  has  faithfully 
discharged  his  duties  since  September  1,  1885. 

Daring  the  two  years  covered  by  the  report  there  has  been 
no  change  among  the  officers  of  the  institution,  and  they  have 
continued  to  serve  it  with  success  and  fidelity. 

To  all  who  have  in  the  various  positions  assigned  them 
been  attentive  to  their  duties,  and  have  striven  to  perform 
them  conscientiously,  I desire  to  express  my  gratitude. 

Persons  connected  with  us  only  through  their  sympathy 
with  the  afflicted  and  their  desire  to  relieve  suffering  have  again 
contributed  to  the  success  of  our  work  in  various  ways.  A 
part  of  what  has  been  done  in  this  way  is  here  acknowledged.

The  patients  have  had  the  benefit  of  other  musical  enter- 
tainments and  of  a large  number  of  additional  illustrated  and 
other  papers  for  which  the  hospital  has  paid.  I wish  also  sin- 
cerely to  thank  a number  of  residents  of  the  hospital  who  have 
outside  of  their  regular  work  used  their  skill  of  hand  and  voice 
to  add  interest  and  value  to  the  stated  evening  and  Sabbath 
afternoon  services  and  to  furnish  musical  entertainment  on 
other  occasions. 
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The  various  means  and  instrumentalities  that  have  in  for- 
mer reports  been- referred  to  and  described  as  in  use  to  change 
the  current  of  thought  out  of  abnormal  into  natural  and 
healthy  channels,  and  which  come  under  the  head  of  moral 
theraupeutics,  have  beeu  employed  as  usual,  and  in  some  re- 
spects with  a wider  and  more  general  application.  By  the 
completion  of  our  amusement  room  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  these  means  have  been  enlarged.  The  advantages  which 
the  patients  derive  have  already  become  evident,  and  the  ques- 
tion involuntarily  rises,  how  could  we  do  without  it  ? 

He  alone  who  has  had  a somewhat  prolonged  experience 
can  understand  how  large  and  severe  a draft  is  made  upon  the 
spiritual  and  physical  resources  of  a person  engaged  in  a re- 
sponsible position  in  the  care  of  the  insane.  Having  been 
taught  by  such  an  experience  I am  able  as  no  one  not  so 
taught  could  be  to  appreciate  and  value  the  courtesy  and  for- 
bearance which  as  my  official  superiors  you  have  during  an- 
other biennial  period  shown  me. 

In  the  recent  decease  of  the  Hon.  A.  F.  Russel  the  Board 
of  Trustees  suffered  the  first  loss  by  death  of  anj^  of  its  mem- 
bers. At  its  first  meeting  on  the  3rd  of  December,  1873,  the 
Board  was  organized  bv  his  election  as  President.  To  this  po- 
sition he  was  annua'ly  re-elected  by  his  colleagues,  and  he  oc- 
cupied it  at  the  time  of  his  death,  With  what  fidelity  he 
watched  over  the  public  interests  confided  to  him  when  he  was 
appointed  a Trustee  of  the  hospital  by  successive  Governors  of 
the  State  may  in  some  measure  appear  from  the  fact  that  he 
was  present  at  all  of  the  fifty-two  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Board  held  since  its  first  organization,  and  that  his  signature  is 
affixed  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  records  of  meetings  of 
the  Local  Trustees  held  at  the  hospital,  written  many  of  them 
by  himself,  in  their  minute  book.  In  these  are  not  included 
similar  meetings  held  in  Danville  usually  at  his  private  office 
nor  numerous  less  formal  visits  he  made  to  the  hospital  of 
which  the  record  is  preserved  only  in  the  memory  of  those  who 
at  the  time  met  him. 

This  statement  indicates  in  some  measure  the  extent  of  his 
official  work  as  a Trustee  of  the  hospital  and  the  regularity 
with  which  he  attended  to  it.  It  fails,  however,  to  show  the 
temper  with  which  he  did  it,  the  sympathy  with  the  afflicted 
he  cared  for,  his  prompt  approval  of  everything  that  had  a 
promise  of  good  to  them,  his  confidence  that  the  public  would 
not  only  approve  but  that  it  demanded  every  such  measure  ; 
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his  kindly  interest  in  whatever  concerned  the  hospital  as  well 
when  it  related  to  its  daily  routine  life  as  to  the  erection  of 
buildings  or  the  improvement  of  their  surroundings  ; his  gen- 
tle courtesy  in  personal  intercourse  and  his  pleasant  words  of 
encouragement.  Idis  large  and  varied  intercourse  with  men  in 
business  and  social  relations  gave  his  opinions  and  adtice  a 
character  which  made  them  always  acceptable.  His  absence 
henceforth  will  be  felt  by  me,  not  simply  as  the  loss  of  an  offi- 
cial adviser,  but  as  that  of  a friend.

RULES  TO  BE  OBSER  VED 
In  Bringing  Patients  to  the  Hospital. 

1.  Before  tlie  admission  of  a patient,  unless  wlien  sent  by 
an  order  of  Court,  the  Superintendent  shall  be  furnished  with 
the  certificate  of  two  physicians  as  to  his  insanity,  sworn  to  and 
certified  as  required  by  law. 

A request  for  the  admission  of  the  patient  and  the  state- 
ment concerning  him,  all  according  to  the  blanks  given  on 
pages  58  and  59  of  this  report,  shall  also  be  furnished. 

Authorities  haviug  charge  of  the  poor  bringing  a patient, 
unless  sent  by  an  order  of  court,  will  be  required  to  give  a 
bond  for  the  payment  of  board  and  the  removal  of  the  pa- 
tient when  requested  by  the  Superintendent.  Boarding  shall 
be  paid  at  the  end  of  every  quarter.  (The  quarters  of  the  hos- 
pital year  for  this  purpose,  correspond  by  law  Avith  those  of  the 
State  fiscal  year  ending  therefore  Avith  the  28th  or  29th  of  Feb- 
ruary, the  31st  of  May,  the  31st  of  August  and  the  30th  of  No- 
vember. 

2.  Whenever  a patient  is  sent  to  the  hospital  by  order  of 
any  Court,  the  order,  or  av arrant,  or  copy  thereof  by  which  the 
person  is  sent  shall  be  lodged  Avith  the  Superintendent. 

3.  Every  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  per- 
fectly clean  and  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infect- 
ious disease. 

4.  A Avritten  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  Avitli  the 
patient,  and  if  possible  some  one  acquainted  with  the  individ- 
ual should  accompany  him  to  the  hospital,  from  whom  minute, 
but  often  essential,  particulars  may  be  learned. 

5.  The  legal  charge  for  public  patients  of  tivo  dollars  per 
week  paid,  as  indicated  in  paragraph  one  above,  covers  all  ex- 
penses of  attendance,  medical  care,  boarding  and  clothing 
while  in  the  hospital. 

6.  The  accommodation  for  new  patients  being  at  present 
quite  limited,  and  the  laAv,  while  there  is  not  room  for  all,  giv- 
ing the  preference  to  those  supported  at  public  expense,  pri- 
vate patients  should  not  be  brought  to  the  hospital  until  it  is 
ascertained  by  correspondence  whether  they  can  be  received  or 
not.  Terms,  form  of  security,  etc.,  for  them  are  therefore  not 


7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not 
suspended  in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a 
patient  to  the  hospital  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by 
disguising  from  him  the  fact  that  physicians  and  friends  con- 
sider him  sick,  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  take  him  to  an  hos- 
pital, where  his  chances  of  being  cured  are  the  best  that  can 
be  afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be  taken  home  again  as 
soon  as  he  shall  he  restored.  The  ingenuity  of  the  deception 
does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of  the 
person  against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force  if  necessary, 
and  let  there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  impos- 
ing ; but  deception  never. 

Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and 
addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer 
to  inquiries  or  at  tire  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  im- 
portant incidents. 

Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  hospital  every  week  day  from 
10  to  12  A.  M.,  and  from  2 to  4 P.  M.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission 
from  the  Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that 
no  amount  of  visiting  will  be  permitted  that  shall  prove  injur- 
ious to  the  patients. 

Application  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured 
and  tilled  out  and  signed  before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the 
hospital.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  should  be  obtained  at  the 
hospital,  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the  Treasurer  or 
either  of  the  Trustees.

COMMITTEE  ON  LUNACY, 

For  the  Biennial  Period  ending  September  SOth,  1896. 


Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
Danville,  Pa.,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  peformed  the  duties 
incident  to  their  position  faithfully  during  the  past  year,  as  well  as  the 
years  preceding,  with  the  aid  of  an  active,  energetic  medical  corps, 
and  an  equally  efficient  body  of  trained  men  and  women  nurses ; that 
out  of  the  number  admitted,  274  men,  216  women,  total  490,  there 
are  only  82  recoveries,  37  men  and  45  women.  Judging  from  the  past 
experience  of  this  institution,  and  there  are  none  better  built  nor 
better  conducted  in  the  State,  the  low  rate  of  recoveries,  including 
all  acute  cases,  shows  an  error  somewhere  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane. 
The  error  is  not  in  the  building,  nor  in  an  insanitary  location,  nor  in 
the  corps  of  physicians  and  well  trained  graduated  attendants,  nor  in 
the  lack  of  good  food  properly  prepared  and  served,  but  in  its  over- 
crowded wards. 

One  thousand  and  nineteen  inmates  cannot  be  properly  cared  for 
in  a building  erected  for  seven  hundred.  The  insane  require  space, 
isolation,  freedom  from  crowding,  and  with  proper  care  you  will  have 
a legitimate  ratio  of  recoveries.  As  this  axiom  is  disregarded  (space, 
isolation,  freedom  from  crowding),  the  restorations  bear  no  correspond- 
ence to  the  care  and  expense.  Accepting  these  results,  with  these 
causes,  as  correct  exponents  of  the  low  rate  of  recoveries  in  State  institu- 
tions, it  illy  behooves  your  honorable  Board  to  direct  us,  contrary  to  our 
large  personal  experience,  to  continue  overcrowding  these  institutions 
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to  such  an  extent  that  they  are  no  longer  hospitals,  but  merely  expen- 
sive poorhouses,  houses  for  detention,  where  acute  insane  are  rapidly 
made  chronic  and  incurable.  This  stricture  may  appear  harsh,  but  it 
is  true,  and  confirms  the  wisdom  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
institution  in  closing  its  doors  to  a further  impairment  of  this  great 
State  charity.  In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  there  are  1,500  insane 
people  in  the  State  outside  of  the  tegis  of  State  hospitals,  and  that  the 
increase  is  now  300  per  annum,  this  Board  of  Trustees  will  open 
their  wards  for  the  care  of  these  poor  suffering  ones  to  their  fullest 
capacity,  caring  for  them  as  far  as  possible,  until  more  adequate  shelter 
can  be  secured  for  them  by  State  appropriations.  The  suggestion  of 
your  Board  that  no  large  institutions  should  be  erected,  meets  with  the 
approval  of  this  Board  of  Managers ; but  in  consideration  of  the  large 
expense  incident  to  the  construction  of  State  hospitals,  and  the  finan- 
cial embarrassment  of  the  State,  this  Board  will  presume  to  suggest 
a plan  devised  from  their  personal  experience  in  this  work,  that  will 
care  for  the  present  overplus  of  insane  and  the  annual  increase,  by  the 
erection  of  infirmaries  at  all  State  institutions  until  proper  hospitals 
can  be  built. 

An  ordinary  State  hospital  for  the  accommodation  of  800  inmates 
will  cost  $600,000,  and  will  take,  at  the  least,  four  years  for  completion. 
With  a surplus  of  1,500  insane,  and  an  increase  of  1,200  by  the  time 
a new  hospital  is  ready  for  occupancy,  there  will  be  still  a surplus  of 
900  unprovided  for.  We  would,  therefore,  respectfully  ask  your  Board 
to  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $55,000  for  the  completion  of  the 
male  infirmary;  $150,000  for  the  erection  of  a similar  building  for 
the  female  department;  and  $25,000  for  the  erection  of  a home  for 
female  nurses,  thus  providing  375  additional  beds.  These  structures 
could  be  completed  within  a year,  and  afford  immediate  accommodation 
for  the  insane  of  this  district  now  uncared  for,  relieve  the  present  over- 
crowding of  the  main  building,  converting  the  hospital  into  its  original 
channel  of  a house  for  the  acute  insane  ; not  as  it  is  in  its  present  over- 
crowded condition,  a house  of  restraint,  not  a hospital  worthy  of  the 
great  State  of  Pennsylvania.  The  erection  of  a Home  for  female 
attendants  will  give  room  for  twenty-five  additional  patients;  but  what 


is  still  more  desirable,  will  secure  that  complete  change  of  environment 
at  night,  which  we  think  necessary  to  that  health  and  comfort  upon 
which  depends  an  efficient  discharge  of  duty. 

Among  other  improvements,  enlargement  of  the  laundry  for  the 
present  needs  of  the  institution  is  absolutely  necessary,  for  which  we 
ask  an  appropriation  of  $5,000. 

The  group  of  farm  buildings  is  without  adequate  fire  protection, 
and  $1,100  will  be  necessary  to  extend  the  present  system  to  make  it 
available. 

Additional  room  is  needed  for  raising  pork ; a new  pen,  on  the 
plan  of  existing  structures,  will  require  $1,500,  which  sum  we  respect- 
fully ask. 

The  sum  of  $20,000  appropriated  for  an  Infirmary  has  been  used 
in  the  erection  of  one  wing  of  a plan  adopted  by  this  Board,  and  in 
point  of  structure,  convenience,  and  advantage  to  the  helpless  class 
has  proved  entirely  satisfactory. 

Of  the  $3,000,  likewise  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  land, 
$2,548.75  has  been  used  in  securing  the  same,  thus  making  a valuable 
adjunct  to  the  hospital  property. 

The  financial  operations  of  the  Hospital,  as  set  forth  in  the  Treas- 
urer’s Report,  after  paying  salaries,  insurance  and  repairs,  shows,  for 
the  year  ending  September  30th,  1895,  an  annual  cost  of  maintenance 
of  $177.53;  or  an  average  weekly  cost  of  $3.41.  For  the  year  ending 
September  30th,  1896,  an  annual  cost  of  $188.67,  or  a per  capita 
weekly  cost  of  $3.60. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  respectfully  present  this  Report  for  your 
consideration,  and  pray  that  your  honorable  body,  in  your  delibera- 
tions, may  see  the  wisdom  of  the  suggestion  of  this  Board,  who  have 
made  the  insane  under  their  care  a special  study ; and  would  be  pleased 
to  have  your  approval  in  demonstrating  the  correctness  of  their 
deductions.

Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 


Gentlemen  : — The  ending  of  another  biennial  period,  and 
with  it  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  the  Hospital’s  existence,  calls  anew 
for  a statement  of  the  principal  events  that  have  transpired,  the  present 
condition  and  needs  for  the  future,  and  in  the  tables  annexed  the 
operations  of  the  institution. 

The  following  table  shows  the  movement  of  population  for  the 
biennial  period.

The  number  remaining  shows  a slight  increase  as  compared  with 
the  beginning  of  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  and  represents 
269  in  excess  of  the  normal  capacity  of  the  building.  At  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  year  this  excess  had  reached  a total  of  356,  many 
being  crowded  into  rooms  of  inadequate  size,  while  the  remainder 
were  provided  with  temporary  cots  upon  the  floor — as  many  as  eighty 
thus  occupying  the  floor  of  one  ward.  The  excess  in  numbers  was 
rendered  more  deleterious  by  the  discharge  of  many  quiet,  chronic 
cases  and  the  constant  accession  of  those  more  disturbed,  making  a 
proper  classification  impossible.  Accordingly  after  February  1,  1896 
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admissions  were  restricted,  giving  preference  to  those  suffering  from 
disorders  of  recent  origin,  or  those  so  violent  as  to  make  their  deten- 
tion at  home  unsafe. 

Notwithstanding  an  apparent  selections  of  cases  presenting  most 
favorable  prospects  of  recovery,  it  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table 
that  the  prognosis  in  the  majority  of  cases  was  not  favorable,  nor  the 
percentage  of  restorations  perceptibly  affected.

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By  an  analysis  of  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  only  23.6  per  cent, 
for  the  hospital  year  ending  September  30,  1895,  and  29.1  per  cent, 
of  those  admitted  in  the  year  ending  September  30,  1896,  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  entire  number  admitted  in  the  biennial  period  —had  any 
prospect  of  recovery.  Of  this  number  34.72  per  cent,  and  27.27  perct. 
recovered  within  the  respective  years  of  their  admission,  and  18  males, 
24  females  remain  with  reasonable  prospect  of  restoration.  It  is  further 
seen  that  the  largest  proportion — three-fourths  of  all  admissions  are 
essentially  chronic  and  incurable.  This  large  class  comprise  mainly 
the  degenerates  and  those  who  through  delayed  treatment  have  lost 
al  prospect  of  permanent  amelioration,  yet  whose  well-being  and 
that  of  society  at  large  require  custodial  care  and  treatment.  Many 
of  this  class  presented  at  some  stage  in  the  course  of  their  disease 
symptoms  parallel  to  those  usually  accompanying  acute  cases  ; were 
carried  through  crises  inimical  to  life,  and  often  restored  to  a condition 
of  reasonable  physical  and  mental  comfort,  but  represent  no  part  in 
the  curative  work  of  the  institution.  Of  the  fifty-two  cases  reported 
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improved  there  were  included  a few  congenitally  deficient,  with  an 
attack  of  acute  excitement  or  depression  superadded,  which  subsiding 
left  them  in  their  normal  condition,  but  still  mentally  unsound  ; some 
few  were  approaching  convalescence  and  went  on  to  full  recovery  at 
home,  but  still  showing  symptoms  of  aberration  at  the  time  of  their 
discharge  a more  favorable  result  was  not  claimed  ; still  other  cases 
were  apparently  in  a normal  condition,  but  their  disease  being  of  a 
periodical  nature  and  liable  to  return,  were  not  included  among  the 
restorations.  Altogether,  a very  conservative  view  of  the  results  of 
treatment  has  been  taken  in  tabulating  the  above  statistics. 

It  was  shown  above  that  only  one-fourth  of  all  admissions  con- 
tribute to  the  list  of  recoveries,  and  about  one-third  of  this  class  are 
actually  restored.  A longer  observation  of  the  character  of  the  disease 
and  subsequently  revealed  antecedent  history  still  further  curtails  the 
number  of  favorable  cases.  That  the  remainder  are  not  all  cured  evi- 
dences not  alone  limitations  to  the  curability  of  mental  disorders,  but 
the  need  of  better  hospital  measures ; less  crowding  and  greater  indi- 
vidualization of  treatment. 

Among  those  admitted  in  the  biennial  period,  19  men  and  11 
women  were  chronic  cases  transferred  from  other  hospitals,  with  one 
exception  having  left  our  care  a short  time  previously.  Deducting 
these  thirty,  the  legitimate  admissions  were  255  men,  205  women,  or  a 
total  of  460.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  based  on  this  number  as 
admitted  gives  14.5  for  men,  21.95  f°r  women  and  17.82  for  both 
sexes.  Based  upon  the  whole  number  resident  it  yields  4.62  males, 
6.49  females,  and  5.49  total. 

During  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  69  men,  70  women, 
or  a total  of  129,  have  died.  The  ratio  of  deaths,  based  upon  the 
number  treated  was,  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1895,  4-57 
males,  4.59  females,  or  a total  of  4.5S  per  cent ; and  for  the  year  end- 
ing  September  30,  1896,  was  6.07  males,  5.42  females,  or  a total  of 
5.75  percent. 

By  reference  to  table  XXIII  the  small  number  of  deaths  from 
acute  disorders  is  readily  seen  ; but  one  case  with  any  prospect  of 
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mental  restoration  having  died  of  those  admitted  during  the  year  end- 
ing September  30,  1896.  Of  the  129  deaths,  eleven  were  of  acute 
general  disease,  associated  with  advanced  age,  or  in  otherwise  debili- 
tated subjects;  three  were  of  acute  neuroses,  while  the  remainder  were 
essentially  chronic  in  character  and  incurable.  Two  deaths  occurred 
from  typhoid  fever  in  epileptic  subjects.  In  our  experience  this  com- 
bination presents  a very  unfavorable  prognosis,  even  in  those  cases 
where  the  intercurrent  affection  is  unaccompanied  by  fits,  doubtless 
due  to  diminished  vitality  incident  to  the  functional  nervous  disorder. 

The  influence  of  the  season  upon  the  mortality  of  the  insane,  as 
exemplified  in  this  institution,  may  not  be  uninteresting.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  each  month  for  a per- 
iod of  five  years  ending  September  30,  1896.  This  period  embraces 
no  severe  epidemic,  but  includes  several  minor  ones  of  Influenza,  Dys- 
entery, and  Typhoid. 


The  greatest  mortality  occurred  in  the  month  of  April ; the  least 
in  May.  The  changeable  nature  of  the  Spring  months,  March  and 
April,  is  particularly  disastrous  to  those  suffering  from  Phthisis  and 
Organic  Heart  Disease.  After  a decided  augmentation  of  the  death- 
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rate  a diminution  naturally  results  in  the  succeeding  month,  which 
still  further  decreases  that  of  the  more  healthy  season  of  early  summer. 
From  May  there  is  a gradually  increasing  mortality  until  the  maximum 
is  again  reached  in  September.  The  Summer  and  early  Autumn  em- 
braces the  season  of  Enteric  diseases — Diarrhoea,  Dysentery  and  Typh- 
oid, hence  an  increased  death-rate.  After  September,  the  mortality 
reaching  a miniumum,  gradually  increases  until  early  Spring,  the  ex- 
ceptionally large  mid-winter  mortality  in  this  instance  being  due  to  a 
severe  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  January  and  February,  1896.  On  the 
whole,  the  variation  from  month  to  month  is  not  of  wide  range,  and 
only  a generalized  conclusion  can  be  formed  from  the  table,  viz: — the 
greatest  mortality  may  be  expected  in  April  and  September,  the  least 
in  May  and  October,  and  as  is  the  case  in  general  practice,  diseases  of 
the  chest  contribute  largely  to  the  mortality  of  the  Spring,  while  En- 
teric disease  has  the  same  influence  in  the  late  Summer  and  early  Fall. 

It  is  my  melancholy  duty  to  report  the  suicide  of  a man  who, 
momentarily  eluding  the  vigilance  of  his  attendants,  slipped  into  a 
room  and  hung  himself  from  the  post  of  an  upturned  bedstead, 
although  at  the  time  was  restrained  by  a Camisole.  His  was  a case  of 
chronic  melancholia,  often  attended  with  marked  agitation,  and  wras 
physically  debilitated.  In  reviewing  his  past  history,  it  is  surprising 
he  did  not  sooner  accomplish  his  purpose.  From  the  time  of  admis- 
sion— for  over  18  months — he  was  constantly  under  surveillance  day 
and  night,  and  mainly  on  his  account  an  additional  night  nurse  was 
placed  on  duty  and  stationed  within  a few  feet  of  his  bed.  Ineffectual 
attempts  at  hanging,  strangulation  by  tying  articles  of  clothing  tightly 
around  his  neck,  attempts  at  swallowing  buttons,  buckles  and  other 
deleterious  substances,  forcibly  striking  head  against  the  wall,  sub- 
merging of  head  while  bathing,  refusal  of  food,  were  almost  daily 
occurrences,  and  show  the  desperate  character  of  the  case  ; moreover 
at  times  was  very  homicidal.  His  death  was  investigated  by  the  cor- 
oner, wTho  attached  no  blame  to  the  institution. 

Of  the  1019  cases  resident,  27  males,  72  females,  99  total,  are 
more  or  less  actively  suicidal.  The  care  of  this  class  is  a source  of 
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constant  anxiety  to  officers  and  attendants.  For  their  better  surveil- 
lance two  additional  attendants  for  each  sex  have  been  added  to  the 
night  force,  and  in  lieu  of  suitable  dormitories,  suicidal  cases  are 
selected  of  the  men  required  to  occupy  temporary  beds  upon  the  floor 
through  inadequate  hospital  accommodation,  and  congregated  in  the 
main  hall  of  a ward,  while  two  of  the  larger  dormitories  of  eight 
beds  each  have  been  set  aside  for  the  females,  an  attendant  being  with 
each  group.  This  affords  protection  for  a limited  number  in  whom 
the  proclivity  is  most  active.  No  successful  attempt  at  escape  has 
occurred,  notwithstanding  the  usual  facilities  for  outdoor  recreation  and 
employment  have  been  accorded  the  patients. 

Among  the  209  cases  discharged  unimproved,  133  men,  24  women, 
157  total,  were  transferred  to  the  Asylum  for  Chronic  Insane,  Werners- 
ville,  Pa. ; 18  men,  11  women,  were  returned  from  the  same  institution 
physicially  impaired  or  otherwise  unsuitable,  making  the  relief  from  this 
source  115  men,  13  women,  128  total.  One  hundred  and  forty-seven 
cases  were  furloughed,  the  majority  of  whom  remained  permanently  at 
home,  the  rest  being  returned  after  a brief  visit  to  their  friends. 

In  the  treatment  of  the  insane  two  objects  should  be  the  guiding 
principle:  “ 1st  to  promote  the  recovery  of  the  patient;  failing  in 
this  in  irrecoverable  cases,  2d  to  limit  the  amount  of  mental  deterior- 
ation, and  thus  promote  their  well-being  and  happiness.”  Acute  cases 
on  admission  are  invariably  in  bad  physical  health.  Rest,  sleep,  and 
nutrition  are  essential  to  recovery.  The  patient  is  immediately  put  to 
bed,  and  kept  there  usually  without  difficulty  by  the  personal  super- 
vision of  an  attendant.  By  quiet,  by  removal  from  others,  fewer  per- 
cepts come  to  the  attention  of  the  patient,  and  as  a result  incoherence 
and  active  excitement  become  less  marked  ; six  to  eight  hours  sleep  is 
secured  at  night  by  Trional,  and  nutritious  diet  in  liquid  form  is  fre- 
quently administered.  The  physical  condition  under  this  treatment 
usually  rapidly  improves,  and  as  soon  as  able  exercise  is  instituted,  at 
first  by  walks  in  the  open  air,  subsequently  by  some  form  of  useful 
employment.  If  the  case  does  not  go  on  to  recovery,  the  subsequent 
condition  is  less  disturbed,  and  the  resulting  dementia  has  been 
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lessened.  By  adopting  this  treatment,  through  a slow  process  of 
evolution,  manifest  improvement  has  been  wrought.  Comparing  the 
male  disturbed  wards  of  eighteen  years  ago,  occupied  by  less  than 
their  legitimate  number,  with  their  present  condition,  though  crowded 
to  nearly  double  their  capacity,  they  have  been  transformed  from  a 
condition  of  great  disturbance,  with  at  least  a half  dozen  cases  con- 
stantly restrained,  to  one  of  quiet  and  orderly  conduct  with  restraint 
almost  unknown. 

The  nutrition  of  a patient  is  deemed  of  so  much  importance  that 
when  an  insufficient  amount  ol  food  is  voluntarily  taken,  artificial 
feeding  is  early  instituted,  not  only  among  acute  cases,  but  also  in 
chronic  ones.  On  an  average  ten  persons  are  fed  three  times  a day, 
invariably  by  the  physician.  We  regard  this  practice  as  one  element 
producing  our  comparatively  low  death-rate. 

The  training  school  for  attendants  has  been  vigorously  prosecuted 
during  the  biennial  period.  Text  books  were  selected  to  replace  a 
syllabus  of  the  lectures.  Eighteen  candidates  having  passed  satis- 
factory examinations  and  shown  the  requisite  practical  knowledge  of 
ward  duties,  were  granted  diplomas.  In  addition  to  the  regular 
course,  an  auxiliary  one  on  advanced  topics — and  a special  course  for 
female  attendants,  bv  Dr.  Palmer — was  given  to  the  post  graduates, 
aggregating  35  lectures  of  an  hour’s  duration.  The  subjects  covered 
the  care  of  special  forms  of  disease,  physicial  and  mental,  and  was  in 
a slight  measure  a review  of  former  studies,  but  more  particularly 
included  such  topics  of  value  to  the  nurse  that  the  time  of  the  regular 
course  of  instruction  would  not  admit.  Theoretical  knowledge  unless 
applied  is  apt  to  be  forgotten,  and  the  auxiliary  course  not  only 
broadens  the  knowledge  already  attained,  but  replaces  the  constant 
study  required  in  any  profession,  and  keeps  the  graduate  in  touch  with 
those  striving  for  diplomas.  Very  few  changes  have  occurred  in  the 
corps  of  attendants  during  the  biennial  period,  particularly  among- 
those  who  have  acquired  proficiency  by  study  and  length  of  service. 

Your  recommendation  for  the  relief  of  the  female  attendants  by 
giving  them  two  hours  exemption  from  duty  each  day  has  been  put  in 
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operation  ; the  length  of  service  has  been  further  curtailed  by  rising 
one  half-hour  later.  This  change  has  necessitated  the  employment  of  six 
female  attendants  for  relief  duty.  While  it  has  some  disadvantages  it 
is  hoped  the  better  health  of  these  employees  may  be  more  than  a 
compensation. 

The  Infirmary  for  male  patients,  for  which  an  appropriation  of 
$ 20,000  was  granted  by  the  last  Legislature,  has  been  completed  and 
occupied.  It  consists  of  a one-story  building,  with  a nine-foot  base- 
ment, surrounded  on  two  sides  by  a porch,  twelve  feet  wide,  and  is 
divided  into  a dormitory  93x35x15  feet,  an  adjoining  dayroom,. 
40x32  feet,  six  single  bedrooms,  and  an  extension  35x22  feet, 
connecting  with  dormitory,  for  necessary  toilet  room,  lavatory,  and 
clothes  room.  It  was  first  occupied  August  1st.,  by  removal  from  the 
main  building  of  thirty  helpless,  bedridden  cases,  and  twenty  others, 
crippled  and  infirm.  The  increased  facilities  for  their  care,  the  mani- 
fest enjoyment  given  them  by  the  broad  porches,  without  which  they 
could  have  little  advantage  of  the  open  air,  and  improvement  in  health 
and  comfort,  show  the  wisdom  of  providing  such  a structure. 

The  original  plan  contemplated  two  wings  and  a small  central 
building  containing  reception  rooms,  kitchen  and  dining-room.  With 
the  sum  appropriated  but  one  wing  could  be  erected,  and  it  is  without 
proper  dining-room  facilities,  direct  communication  with  main  build- 
ing, or  reception  rooms  for  friends  of  patients,  and  I earnestly  recom- 
mend its  completion  providing  for  fifty  additional  beds,  for  which 
an  appropriation  of  $55,000  will  be  required. 

A similar  building  for  the  helpless  female  class  is  greatly  needed, 
and  I respectfully  suggest  than  an  appropriation  of  $150,000,  be  asked 
for  this  purpose  to  accommodate  300  patients. 

A building  for  the  accommodation  of  female  attendants  is  also 
recommended.  With  the  excess  of  patients  the  number  of  attendants 
required  has  been  doubled.  To  accommodate  this  increase,  twenty- 
five  patients’  beds  have  been  diverted  from  their  intended  use  and 
additional  rooms  fitted  up  in  undesirable  places  in  the  attic.  By  the 
erection  of  this  home,  proper  accommodation  will  be  secured  lor 
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twenty-five  patients,  and  above  all  a complete  change  of  environment 
for  the  attendants  at  night,  with  its  attending  comfort  and  physical 
well-being,  which  will  in  the  end  redound  to  the  benefit  of  their 
charges.  For  this  purpose  $25,000  will  be  needed. 

The  laundry,  building  and  machinery,  arranged  for  the  work  of 
700  patients  and  necessary  employees,  has  become  wholly  inadequate 
to  do  the  work  entailed  by  1,200  persons,  amounting  to  a weekly 
average  of  over  25,000  pieces.  I would  therefore  ask  an  appropri- 
ation of  $5,000,  for  enlarging  the  building  and  providing  needed 
machinery. 

The  extension  of  the  circuit  of  water  pipes  to  the  farm  buildings, 
and  the  placing  of  sufficient  fire-plugs  for  the  protection  of  this  group 
of  buildings,  should  be  done  without  delay.  This  is  required,  not 
only  for  protection  from  fire,  but  to  increase  the  water  supply  for  stock, 
as  the  present  is  insufficient  and  is  becoming  more  inadequate  each 
year  by  deposits  in  the  pipe.  The  estimated  cost  will  be  $1,100. 

A larger  amount  of  pork  could  be  profitably  raised  by  utilization 
or  all  refuse  from  the  kitchen  and  wards.  To  do  this  will  require 
more  room  for  breeding  pens,  and  a sum  of  $1,500  is  asked  for  this 
purpose. 

Among  the  improvements  has  been  the  placing  of  a hot  water 
tubular  boiler  9x5  feet,  under  the  extreme  end  of  the  male  wing.  It 
has  proved  satisfactory,  giving  an  abundant  supply  to  the  upper  stories, 
which  was  before  inadequate. 

New  retorts  for  making  gas  have  been  substituted  for  the  old,  and 
an  additional  retort  added,  thereby  saving  fuel  and  facilitating  its 
manufacture. 

The  brick  work  of  boiler  at  pumping-station,  which  had  become 
defective  through  use,  was  in  part  rebuilt. 

Two  hundred  stumps  were  removed  from  a recent  piece  of  wood- 
land, thus  facilitating  its  tillage  ; 750  linear  feet  of  15-inch  terra-cotta 
drain  pipe  laid  across  the  same  field  to  carry  the  surface  water  from  an 
adjoining  hill,  and  a gully,  previously  washed,  filled  ; 500  yards  of 
adjoining  road  graded  and  a substantial  wire  fence  of  same  length, 
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erected  in  place  of  an  old  worm  fence;  575  yards  of  road,  8 feet  wide 
within  the  grounds,  were  macadamized  ; 650  yards,  8 feet  wide,  have 
been  graded  as  a continuation  of  the  walk  through  the  ravine  for  use 
of  female  patients,  550  yards  finished  in  previous  year  now  being  in 
use;  500  yards,  15  feet  wide,  carriage  drive  has  been  relocated  and 
the  adjoining  lawn  raised  several  feet.  Two  tracts  of  land  adjoining 
the  hospital  property,  aggregating  n acres,  acquired  by  recent  pur- 
chase, has  been  graded,  about  3,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  being  moved, 
the  dilapidated  buildings  and  trees  removed,  and  is  now  under  culti- 
vation ; much  of  this  work  has  been  accomplished  through  the  aid  of 
patients.  Besides  these  larger  projects  many  minor  offices  have  been 
rendered  by  them,  without  which  the  economical  management  of  the 
institution  would  be  greatly  impaired. 

The  usual  corps  of  mechanics  rendered  necessary  to  keep  the 
buildings  in  repair,  have  been  maintained.  The  gate-house,  farmers’ 
and  coachman’s  residence,  and  greenhouse,  have  been  thoroughly 
painted,  inside  and  out,  the  outside  woodwoork  of  female  wing, 
interior  of  centre  building,  etc.  The  10th  ward  vacated  by  removal 
of  patients  to  Infirmary  has  been  thoroughly  renovated,  walls  of 
rooms  and  hall  painted,  woodwork  varnished,  floors  oded  and  waxed, 
and  is  now  occupied  by  the  surplus  previously  confined  in  the  dis- 
turbed wards  8 and  9.  This  has  been  a decided  relief,  reducing  the 
section  to  its  legitimate  numbers,  and  giving  an  additional  oppor- 
tunity for  classification,  makes  the  proper  care  of  this  class 
practicable. 

Much  annoyance  and  expense  is  occasioned  by  the  falling  off  of 
portions  of  stucco  from  the  wings.  For  a number  of  years  many 
yards  have  been  annually  replaced,  and  in  all  probability  will  continue 
to  recur  until  the  entire  structure  has  been  replastered. 

The  farm,  under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  Warner,  has  seen 
two  productive  seasons.  The  income  has,  however,  been  severely 
curtailed  by  two  disasters.  A visitation  of  hog-cholera  occurred  dur- 
ing the  fall  of  1895,  whereby  35  fat  hogs  and  32  shotes,  aggregating 
a value  of  $817,  were  lost.  This  not  only  caused  an  inconvenience 
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and  loss  at  the  time,  but  diminished  the  production  for  the  present 
year. 

The  main  barn  together  with  a pig-pen,  ice-house  and  corncrib, 
and  their  contents,  were  destroyed  by  fire  September  9th,  1896.  The 
fire  was  discovered  about  4 a.  m.,  and  had  gained  such  headway  as  to 
prevent  entrance  to  the  building.  To  all  appearances  its  origin  was 
incendiary,  and  no  suspicion  of  carelessness  attaches  to  any  employee. 
The  buildings  were  insured  in  the  sum  of  $7,800,  which  will  not 
entirely  replace  them.  The  heaviest  loss  sustained  was  upon  the  con- 
tents, which  included  besides  the  machinery  the  greater  part  of  the 
summer’s  crop,  and  about  1,500  bushels  old  corn,  on  which  there  was 
only  a partial  insurance.  Thirty-five  head  of  horned  cattle  were 
destroyed,  which  were  fully  insured.  Twenty-seven  head,  being  in 
the  barn  yard,  and  the  swine,  were  saved. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a new  barn  have  been  prepared,  and 
proposals  for  contracts  invited  ; meanwhile  the  debris  has  been  cleared 
away,  old  walls  torn  down,  and  preparations  made  for  commencing 
the  masonary.  The  re-building  of  the  pig-pen,  ice-house  and  corn- 
crib  has  likewise  been  commenced. 

The  usual  employment,  amusement,  and  religious  exercises  have 
been  observed  as  heretofore.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  acknowledg- 
ment is  made  to  those  friends  of  the  institution  who  have  contributed 
either  by  donation  or  amusement  to  the  happiness  of  the  inmates.

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APPENDIX. 


Report  of  Training  School  for  Attendants. 


All  applicants  for  position  of  attendants  must  possess  a fair  com- 
mon school  education,  be  of  unquestionable  moral  character,  prefer- 
ably between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty  years,  and  are  required 
to  attend  the  classes  of  instruction  until  such  time  as  they  may  have 
graduated. 

The  course  of  instruction  begins  October  i and  terminates  about 
the  middle  of  June.  It  consists  of  hourly  lectures  once  each  week, 
with  such  recitations  and  quizzes  as  may  be  found  necessary,  and  bed- 
side instruction  from  time  to  time.  The  course  is  divided  into  four 
branches : Anatomy,  Physiology,  Hygiene  and  General  Nursing, 

Insanity  and  its  Treatment.  Six  lectures  are  given  on  the  first  topic, 
eight  on  the  second,  and  twelve  each  on  the  last  two.  These  lectures 
are  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible,  couched  in  such  language  as 
may  be  easily  comprehended  by  unprofessional  minds  and  generally  a 
synopsis  made  and  given  to  each  candidate.  A written  examination 
is  held  after  the  completion  of  each  subject,  in  which  ten  questions  are 
given,  and  a percentage  of  not  less  than  50  required  to  be  successful. 
To  be  eligible  for  graduation,  two  full  courses  of  instruction,  includ- 
ing a like  term  of  practical  experience  in  the  wards  as  attendants  and 
a certain  aptitude  for  the  duties  required  of  attendants,  are  neces- 
sary. Graduating  exercises  are  held  on  the  evening  of  the  July  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  diploma,  neatly  engraved, 
being  given  to  the  successful  candidates  : 
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Danville,  Penna. 

State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 

Training  School. 

This  is  to  certify,  That having  com- 

pleted a two  years  course  of  instruction  in  the  Training  School  of  the 
Danville  State  Hospital,  and  having  passed  satisfactory  examinations, 
is  qualified  to  perform  the  duties  of  a Nurse  and  Attendant  upon  the 
Insane.

Rather  suddenly  becomes  quiet,  apathetic,  scarcely  speaking,  but  eats  and 
is  tidy — is  depressed  without  delusions — gradually  becomes  more  natural  and  for 
a time  may  appear  well.  Subsequently  becoming  suddenly  excited.  Give 
example  of  case. 

6.  In  the  reception  of  patients  what  observances  should  be  followed  ? 

7.  In  refusal  of  food  through  delusions  w'hat  expedients  may  be  used  to  induce 
patients  to  eat. 

8.  What  is  the  minimum  quantity  of  food  per  day,  and  how  would  you  determine 
that  there  is  insufficient  nutrition  ? 

9.  In  the  care  of  patients  what  precautions  should  be  taken  to  prevent  taking  cold  ? 
In  what  cases  is  care  especially  important  ?

To  those  attendants  holding  diplomas,  an  additional  salary  of 
three  dollars  per  month  is  given,  and  other  things  being  equal, 
positions  of  greatest  responsibility  and  trust  are  assigned  them.  As 
the  course  is  gratuitous,  and  necessarily  entails  much  additional  work 
upon  the  officers  of  the  institution,  it  is  expected  and  should  be  con- 
sidered obligatory  that  attendants  prepared  for  this  higher  service, 
should  make  a reasonable  return  by  remaining  in  the  employ  of  the 
institution. 
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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


1.  The  law  provides  three  methods  for  the  admission  of  patients. 

First,  by  an  order  of  Court. 

Second,  by  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor,  whether  of 
a city,  borough,  county  or  township,  or  other  poor  district. 

Third,  by  the  friends  of  a patient. 

2.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  Court,  the  order  or  warrant, 
or  copy  thereof,  by  which  the  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Superintendent. 

3.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  the  poor  authorities  or  by 
friends,  the  certificates  of  two  physicians,  according  to  blank  No.  1, 
must  be  furnished  ; also  a bond,  according  to  blank  No.  2 or  No.  3, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  The  history  of  every  patient  should  accompany  him,  as 
called  for  by  blank  No.  4. 

5.  The  charges  for  public  patients  are  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents  per  week,  payable  at  the  end  of  every  quarter.  The  quarters 
correspond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months 
of  February,  May,  August  and  November.  This  pays  for  medical 
care  and  treatment,  clothing,  etc. 

The  lowest  rate  for  private  patients  is  four  dollars  per  week  to 
be  paid  at  admission,  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every 
quarter  thereafter.  This  does  not  pay  for  clothing. 

6.  Every  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not  suspended 
in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a patient  to  the 
Hospital  an  irrepaiable  injury  is  often  done  by  disguising  from  him 
the  fact,  that  physician  and  friends  consider  him  sick,  and  that  it  is 


proposed  to  take  him  to  a hospital,  where  his  chances  of  being 
cured  are  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  him.  and  whence  he  will  be 
taken  home  again  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of 
the  deception  does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of 
the  person  against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force,  if  necessary,  and 
let  there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing  ; but  decep- 
tion never. 

8.  A decent  regard  for  the  feelings  of  female  patients  forbids 
that  when  they  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  they  should  be  accom- 
panied by  males  only.  By  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  14, 
1893,  it  is  made  obligatory  that  every  female  patient  in  transit  to  or 
from  a Hospital  for  the  insane  be  accompanied  by  a female  attend- 
ant, unless  such  person  is  accompanied  by  a member  of  her  family. 

9.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and 
addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  Hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  important 
incidents. 

General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week-day 
from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  from  2 to  4 p.  m.  , but  no  visitors  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  amount  of 
visiting  will  be  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patients. 

Applications  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured  and 
filled  out  completely  in  every  part  and  legibly,  and  signed  before 
the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  should 
be  obtained  at  the  Hospital,  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the 
Treasurer  or  either  of  the  Trustees. 

B@“A11  communications  with  regard  to  the  admission  of  patients, 
their  condition,  etc.,  or  any  business  relating  to  the  Hospital,  to  be 
addressed  to

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  Biennial 
Period  ending  September  jo,  1898. 


Gentlemen : 

In  this  report  for  the  biennial  period  ending  September  30,  1898, 
which  is  presented  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  at  Danville,  Pa.,  to  your  Committee,  it  is  our  purpose 
to  point  out  some  of  the  more  important  needs  of  the  Institution, 
as  well  as  to  call  attention  to  the  work  done  during  the  two  years 
covered  by  the  report. 

At  the  termination  of  the  period  included  in  our  last  report  there 
were  present  in  the  Hospital  1019  patients,  of  whom  510  were  males 
and  509  were  females.  During  the  past  two  years  there  were  admitted 
181  males  and  143  females,  or  a total  of  324.  During  the  same 
period  there  were  discharged  169  men  and  128  women.  At  the  end 
of  this  period,  therefore,  there  remained  522  men  and  524  women,  or 
a total  of  1046,  making  a gain  of  27.  Of  those  discharged,  93  were 
restored  ; 35  were  improved  ; 34  were  stationary ; and  105  died. 

Among  the  needs  of  the  Hospital,  the  first  and  most  important  is 
proper  provision  for  the  insane  of  its  district.  It  has  been  the  aim  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  to  keep  the  population  of  the  Hospital  as  near  a 
constant  quantity  as  possible,  and  to  prevent  the  natural  increase 
which  is  unavoidable  when  all  patients,  for  whom  application  is  made, 
are  admitted.  The  first  action  taken  by  the  Board  was  in  April,  1892, 
when  the  number  of  patients  had  reached  1132,  and  the  floors  of  the 
wards  were  filled  with  beds  at  night,  from  one  end  of  the  building  to 
the  other.  The  resolution  passed  at  this  time  suspended,  temporarily, 
all  admissions.  Later,  as  the  population  diminished,  the  action  of  the 
Board  was  modified  so  as  to  permit  the  admission  of  the  curable 
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insane,  and,  finally,  in  addition  to  this  class  of  cases,  exception  has 
been  made  in  favor  of  those  patients  who,  from  suicidal,  homicidal  or 
other  dangerous  propensities,  were  regarded  as  entirely  unfit  to  be 
treated  outside  of  an  institution  for  the  insane.  This  last  action  is  the 
present  policy  of  the  Board.  Some  criticism  has  been  called  forth 
by  our  refusal  to  admit  many  patients  making  application,  but  we  feel 
that  it  is  unjust,  and  made  without  a proper  knowledge  of  the  con- 
ditions which  made  such  limitations  necessary.  As  Trustees  of  the 
Institution,  and  custodians  of  its  welfare,  we  feel  that  anything  which 
will  jeopardize  the  health  or  safety  of  those  confined  here  is  a proper 
matter  for  our  action,  and  the  reckless  crowding  of  insane  patients 
into  a space  intended,  on  a most  liberal  estimate,  for  two-thirds 
of  their  number,  certainly  comes  in  this  category. 

Crowding  together  large  numbers  of  the  insane  is  not  only 
dangerous  to  the  bodily  health,  but  it  also  makes  the  surroundings 
unhygienic  for  the  treatment  of  mental  disease  and,  consequently, 
unfit  for  the  reception  of  that  class  of  cases — namely,  the  acute  curable 
insane,  which  in  a curative  institution  should  have  the  preference. 
As  it  would  undoubtedly  be  our  duty  to  quarantine  against  the  reception 
of  dangerous  infectious  disease  to  protect  the  health  of  our  patients,  so 
we  think  it  equally  imperative  upon  us  to  reject  any  number  of 
patients  who  would  interfere  with  the  proper  operation  of  the 
Hospital  and  jeopardize  or  destroy  its  work  as  a curative  institution. 

The  right  to  deprive  an  insane  patient  of  his  liberty  and  confine 
him  in  an  institution  against  his  will  must,  of  course,  be  admitted  on 
the  ground  of  safety  for  himself  and  others,  but  the  exercise  of  this 
right  certainly  carries  with  it  a moral  responsibility  on  the  part 
of  society  to  place  him  where  he  will  have  the  best  chance  for 
recovery,  and  when  he  is  placed  in  the  wards  of  an  institution  already 
crowded  with  hundreds  above  its  capacity  we  are  certainly  not  fulfill- 
ing that  moral  obligation. 

The  results  of  attempts  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  this 
Institution  during  the  past  two  years  have  been  nil. 

The  Wernersville  Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane  is  full,  and  no 
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more  relief  can  be  expected  in  this  direction.  The  “ Wisconsin 
System,”  which  seemed  to  promise  much,  has  thus  far  accomplished 
nothing.  The  proposition  to  return  to  foreign  lands  those  indigent, 
foreign-born  patients,  who  are  unnaturalized,  and  thus  afford  relief  to 
our  overcrowded  institutions,  still  remains  a suggestion  from  which 
nothing  can  be  expected.  At  the  end  of  this  biennial  period  we  find 
the  condition  of  the  insane  of  our  district  more  deplorable  than  at  its 
beginning,  although  relief  in  various  directions  had  been  promised. 
Large  numbers  of  the  insane  rejected  by  us  are  confined  in  jails,  alms- 
houses, and  at  their  homes,  and  humane  and  proper  care  cannot  be 
given  because  there  is  no  provision  made  for  them.  To  a poor,  ignorant 
and  struggling  community  this  condition  would  be  a reproach  : for  a 
great,  intelligent  and  wealthy  State  like  Pennsylvania,  which  should  be 
in  the  van  in  every  movement  for  the  advancement  of  education  or 
charity,  to  be  guilty  of  this  condition  is  a crime  so  black  that  we  feel 
that  only  a lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  people  permits  it  to  exist. 
What  direction  the  relief  of  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  institu- 
tions should  take — whether  the  extension  of  those  already  existing,  a 
method  which  seems  to  be  very  popular  among  the  alienists  of  Great 
Britain,  but  opposed  by  your  Committee,  or  by  the  construction  of 
new  Hospitals — this  Board  does  not  attempt  to  say,  but  we  do  claim 
that  some  provision  is  not  simply  desirable  and  to  be  made  a matter  of 
convenience,  but  one  of  immediate  necessity. 

The  suggestion  that  an  institution  shall  be  erected  for  the 
epileptic  insane  would,  if  carried  out,  remove  about  106  patients  from 
our  wards,  provided  all  classes  of  epileptics  were  admitted,  and  would 
thus  afford  some  temporary  relief.  The  movement  which  has  been 
made  to  make  special  provision  for  the  criminal  insane  would  seem  to 
offer  a two-fold  advantage : first,  many  of  the  criminals  are  born  to  de- 
generacy and  to  crime,  and  that  contact  with  the  vicious,  the 
degraded,  and  the  criminal,  with  their  blunted  moral  perceptions, 
will  do  mental  injury  to  those  who,  normal  in  mind  originally,  have 
become  insane,  is  shown  by  any  Hospital  in  which  the  overcrowded 
condition  of  the  wards  prevents  the  carrying  out  of  a classification 
which  is  sufficient  to  keep  them  apart.  Second,  the  removal  of  the 
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criminal  classes  would  relieve,  to  some  extent,  the  crowded  condition  of 
the  wards.  If  the  Criminal  Asylum  received  only  insane  convicts,  or 
those  who  have  become  insane  after  a criminal  act,  the  number 
removed  from  our  wards  would  be  but  15 — too  few  to  be  considered. 

On  the  other  hand,  at  Broadmore,  Matteawan  and  some  other 
similar  institutions  the  so-called  criminal  insane  are  received  as  well 
as  insane  convicts,  and  in  this  way  those  who  have  committed  an  act 
which  in  the  sane  would  be  a crime,  under  the  control  of  some 
insane  delusion  and  on  this  account  are  acquitted  after  trial  by  jury, 
and  who  are  therefore  not  criminals,  are  branded  with  the  mark  of  the 
most  degraded  insane  convicts.  There  is  no  essential  difference 
between  many  of  the  criminal  insane  and  the  insane  who  are  not 
criminals,  the  question  whether  an  insane  man  shall  commit  a breach 
of  the  peace  depending  upon  the  time  of  his  commitment  to  an  insti- 
tution, for  the  majority  of  the  acute  insane  would  commit  such  an  act 
if  left  at  large  sufficiently  long,  and  the  penalty  for  such  a crime 
should  fall  upon  those  who  had  the  patient  under  observation,  rather 
than  upon  the  patient  himself.  If  both  of  these  classes — the  insane 
convicts  and  the  criminal  insane — were  to  be  removed  to  an  institution 
for  the  criminal  insane,  less  than  50  would  be  taken  from  this 
institution. 

One  wing  of  the  male  infirmary,  for  which  plans  were  drawn 
some  years  ago,  is  all  we  have  been  able  thus  far  to  build.  The 
policy  of  constructing  such  a building  is  not  one  of  extension,  nor  is 
the  building  a “hospital  within  a hospital’’  as  it  has  been  facetiously 
called,  but  it  is  simply  the  construction  ot  a proper  place  for  the 
treatment  of  an  infirm  class  of  cases  which  cannot  be  cared  for  properly 
in  the  old  building.  Under  the  method  of  construction  of  our 
wards  such  cases  cannot  be  properly  taken  care  of,  nor  was  the  old 
building  ever  intended  for  such  a purpose,  for  they  require  constant 
supervision,  both  night  and  day,  and  this  can  be  obtained  only  in  a 
large  dormitory.  The  results  of  its  work  since  it  was  opened  in 
August,  1896,  justify  the  claim  that  it  is  a necessity.  The  absence  of 
bed-sores  in  a population  made  up  almost  entirely  of  bed-ridden  cases 
of  organic  brain  and  spinal  disease ; the  general  improvement  in  the 


bodily  health  of  the  patients;  the  marked  diminution  in  the  death 
rate ; the  absence  of  accidents  of  all  kinds ; the  almost  entire  absence 
of  acute  disease;  all  indicate  the  advantages  which  have  been  derived 
from  it.  We  would  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  infirmary 
buildings  for  large  hospitals  for  the  insane  are  not  the  result  of  a new 
innovation,  as  some  of  its  opponents  would  lead  us  to  suppose, 
but  are  considered  as  an  essential  part  of  many  of  the  institu- 
tions of  the  better  class,  both  in  this  country  and  abroad.  We  would 
ask,  therefore,  for  $55,000  for  the  completion  of  the  male  infirmary, 
and  $75,000  for  a similar  building  for  female  patients.  If  this  is  done, 
it  will  result  in  the  removal  of  50  males  and  100  females  from  the 
wards,  or  a total  of  150. 

We  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  Thomas  Beaver 
farm  which  adjoins  our  property;  consists  of  97  acres;  is  fertile 
and  in  a high  state  of  cultivation,  with  buildings  in  an  excellent  con- 
dition, and  is  now  offered  for  sale.  This  property  was  bought  by  Mr. 
Beaver  at  a cost  of  $17,000,  and,  in  addition  to  this,  improvements  to 
the  extent  of  $13,000  have  been  made.  It  can  now  be  bought  at  a 
sum  very  much  below  its  real  value.  The  Trustees  have  long  felt  the 
need  of  adding  more  land  to  the  farm,  and  the  purchase  of  this  prop- 
erty will,  we  believe,  be  advantageous  in  many  respects.  The  defi- 
ciency in  milk  and  potatoes  alone,  now  made  up  at  a cost  of  from  $5500 
to  $6000  annually,  could  be  made  up  at  a little  extra  expense,  and  by 
the  purchase  of  a sufficient  number  of  cows  at  least  75  per  cent,  of 
this  sum  could  be  saved  to  the  State.  Aside  from  the  pecuniary  ad- 
vantage, there  would  also  be  an  important  gain  from  the  standpoint  of 
health  in  producing  all  the  milk  necessary  for  our  use  on  our  own  farm, 
and  from  cows  under  our  supervision.  For  this  purpose  we  would 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  $t3,ooo,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is 
necessary. 

We  would  also  again  call  to  your  attention  the  advisability  of 
constructing  a Home  for  Nurses  on  the  grounds  of  the  Institution.  If 
this  were  done,  not  only  would  it  provide  a proper  home  for  the  nurses 
who  are  now  kept  too  constantly  surrounded  by  their  charges,  not 
only  when  on  duty,  but  also  when  their  work  is  done,  and  thus  give 
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them  a place  free  from  the  cares  of  the  wards  for  their  hours  of 
recreation  and  rest ; but  it  would  also,  by  the  removal  of  some  thirty 
attendants  of  the  female  sex  from  the  wards,  provide  a large  number 
of  rooms  now  required  for  female  attendants  for  the  use  of  patients, 
and  in  this  way  would  assist  materially  in  relieving  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  the  wards.  For  this  purpose  we  would  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $ 20,000 . 

The  need  of  a larger  laundry  building  has  been  amply  supplied 
by  the  new  addition  which  has  been  constructed,  and  is  now  occupied. 
The  building  was  constructed  upon  plans  drawn  by  the  late  John  Sun- 
derland, a gentleman  so  well  known  to  your  Committee  by  his  long 
and  skillful  service  in  connection  with  the  State  Hospitals  of  Penn- 
sylvania as  to  make  any  recommendation  of  his  work  by  us  un- 
necessary. The  new  building  is  sufficiently  large,  the  ceiling  high, 
and  the  ventilation  and  light  good.  The  machinery  made  necessary 
by  the  increased  amount  of  work  has  also  been  purchased. 

The  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  the  water-mains  for  the 
better  protection  of  the  farm  buildings  from  fire  has  been  used,  and, 
besides  the  actual  extension  of  the  pipes  to  these  buildings,  three  new 
hydrants  have  been  placed  in  desirable  positions  for  use  in  case  of 
fire.  In  this  connection  we  would  also  add  that  a fire  company  has 
been  organized  among  the  outside  employees,  and  a new  hose  and  a 
hose  carriage  have  been  purchased. 

The  large  barn,  corn  crib,  ice-house,  etc.,  destroyed  by  fire  on 
September  9,  1896,  have  been  rebuilt  on  the  old  foundations,  and,  by 
some  changes  in  the  plans  of  construction,  have  been  made  more 
convenient  than  the  former  buildings. 

Our  cows  have  all  been  tested  for  tuberculosis,  and  two,  fouid  to 
be  suffering  from  the  disease,  were  destroyed.  The  further  introduc- 
tion of  the  disease  is  prevented  by  submitting  all  cows  to  the  exami- 
nation before  they  are  purchased,  and  those  found  to  be  infected  are 
rejected.  This  insures  us  a herd  free  from  tuberculosis,  and  thus  re- 
moves the  danger  of  the  communication  of  the  disease  to  the  patients 
through  the  use  of  milk  from  infected  cows. 
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The  income  of  the  Hospital  from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1897,  was  as  follows  :

Superintendent’s  Report. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 

Gentlemen: — As  required  by  the  By-laws  I herewith  pre- 
sent a brief  history  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital,  together  with  its 
needs  for  the  future,  covering  the  biennial  period  ending  Sept.  30, 
1898.  During  this  biennial  period  the  first  quarter  century  of  the 
Hospital’s  career  has  been  completed,  the  past  year  being  the  twenty- 
sixth  of  its  active  work.  It  had  its  inception  in  the  Act  of  April  13, 
1868,  creating  a new  hospital  district  of  twenty  of  the  northeastern 
counties,  and  the  appointment  of  a Commission  to  select  a site  and 
erect  buildings.  By  subsequent  Acts  of  Legislature,  Northumberland, 
Union  and  Snyder  Counties  were  added  to  the  district,  Elk,  Cameron 
and  McKean  separated  to  the  Warren  district*  and  the  new  county  of 
Lackawanna  constructed,  leaving  the  present  district  composed  of 
twenty-one  counties.  The  cornerstone  was  laid  August  26,  1869,  and 
the  institution  formally  announced  as  ready  for  occupancy  near  the 
close  of  October,  1872.  When  opened,  the  building  consisted  of  the 
center,  or  executive  building,  one  longitudinal  section  and  part  of 
transverse  on  each  side,  containing  four  wards  for  each  sex,  240 
beds,  and  the  necessary  out-buildings.  In  the  early  part  of  1876  the 
remaining  seven  wards  of  the  male  wing  were  completed  and  occu- 
pied ; likewise  the  corresponding  part  of  the  wing  for  female  patients 
in  May,  1879. 

With  the  exception  of  additions  to  the  original  farm  of  250  acres, 
an  infirmary  for  50  men,  and  enlargement  of  the  laundry,  the  institu- 
tion remains  as  at  its  inception,  although  the  number  required  to  be 
cared  for  has  grown  from  700 — its  legitimate  capacity — to  1046,  the 
present  number,  and  reached  a maximum  of  1145. 

On  March  5,  1881,  the  first  great  calamity  occurred  in  the  de- 
struction by  fire  of  the  entire  female  wing,  center  building  and  one- 
third  of  the  male  wing.  Reconstruction  was  immediately  begun,  and  in 
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January,  1884,  a portion  was  ready  for  female  patients,  and  the 
following  year  the  institution  was  again  in  complete  order.  The 
wings  were  restored  on  the  old  lines,  with  the  exception  of  the  addi- 
tion of  bay  windows,  but  the  centre  was  enlarged  and  entirely  remod- 
eled, enabling  the  introduction  of  suitable  store  rooms,  sewing  room, 
amusement  hall,  and  a semi-detached  kitchen  with  necessary  adjuncts. 

The  second  calamity  occurred  in  September,  1896,  in  the 
destruction  by  fire  of  the  main  barn  and  several  smaller  buildings. 
These  were  immediately  rebuilt,  introducing  some  desirable  changes. 

Reviewing  the  movement  of  population,  the  first  patient  was 
received  Nov.  6,  1872.  He  lived  to  a ripe  age,  dying  here  March  12, 
1884.  The  present  oldest  patient,  in  point  of  residence,  was  trans- 
ferred from  the  Harrisburg  Hospital  Dec.  5,  1872,  and  is  still  reason- 
ably well  preserved  under  the  fostering  care  of  twenty-six  years  (and 
more)  hospital  life.  A number  of  other  cases  belonging  to  the  newly 
constructed  district  and  being  cared  for  at  Harrisburg  were  soon  re- 
ceived by  transfer.  The  number  gradually  increased,  being  aug-* 
mented  by  the  reception  of  patients  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
making  an  aggregate  of  422  in  August,  1880.  The  new  hospital  at 
Norristown  being  ready  for  occupancy  at  this  time,  92  patients  were 
transferred  there,  leaving  330  in  this  institution.  The  natural  increase 
continued  until  on  March  5,  1881,  there  were  resident  394.  The 
total  destruction  at  this  time  of  the  female  wings  necessitated  the  re- 
moval of  all  the  women  to  Harrisburg  and  Warren  hospitals,  leaving 
in  the  uninjured  portion  of  the  male  wing  198  cases.  No  females 
were  received  until  Jan.  23,  1883,  at  which  time  there  were  resident 
224  men.  Of  the  172  females  removed,  23  from  Harrisburg  and  15 
from  Warren  were  returned  in  February  and  March,  1883,  which  in 
part  explains  the  large  excess  of  males  so  long  appertaining  to  this 
institution. 

In  1883  the  new  lunacy  laws,  the  main  feature  of  which  was  the 
creation  of  a Committee  on  Lunacy,  with  jurisdiction  over  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  insane,  were  enacted.  As  an  outcome  of  the  policy 
adopted  by  them  all  indigent  insane  were  remanded  to  the  care  of 
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State  Hospitals.  This  necessarily  rapidly  augmented  the  number  to  be 
cared  for,  until,  in  the  middle  of  March,  1885,  there  were  595  cases  in 
the  institution,  300  being  added  in  the  two  years  of  the  new  regime. 
The  majority  of  this  increase  was  made  up  of  those  decrepit  in  mind 
and  body,  the  result  of  long  continued  almshouse  neglect,  many  being 
congenitally  deficient  or  epileptic  and  wholly  incurable.  March  16, 
1885,  one  hundred  cases  were  received  from  the  Insane  Dept,  of  the 
Philadelphia  Almshouse,  who  were  rendered  homeless  by  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  building.  This  increase  filled  the  institution  to  its  full 
capacity.  Notwithstanding  the  evident  necessity  no  provision  was 
made  by  the  State  for  future  cases  and  nothing  remained  to  be  done 
except  to  crowd  the  excess  into  wards  already  full  to  repletion. 
This  situation  continued  until  with  899  cases  in  July,  1887,  some 
relief  was  had  by  the  return  of  113  Philadelphia  cases  to  their  recon- 
structed quarters.  Subsequently  in  July,  August  and  September,  1892, 
sixty-five  additional  female  cases  resident  of  Philadelphia  were  sent 
lpack.  In  the  meanwhile  other  patients  whose  residence  was  outside 
the  constituted  district  of  this  hospital  were  transferred  to  their  respec- 
tive places. 

From  July,  1887,  the  number  of  patients  again  rapidly  increased 
up  to  June  25,  1892,  at  which  time  there  were  enrolled  633  men,  582 
women,  1x45  total.  The  next  important  event  in  connection  with  the 
movement  of  population  occurred  with  the  establishment  of  the 
Asylum  for  Chronic  Insane  at  Wernersville.  From  July,  1893,  to  July, 
1897,  220  men  and  55  women  (275)  were  transferred  to  the  latter 
institution,  44  men  and  33  women  were  returned,  making  a total  de- 
crease of  population  from  this  source  of  176  men  and  22  women,  198 
total.  In  September,  1893,  nineteen  chronic  cases  were  transferred  to 
the  Middle  Coal  Field  Almshouse,  Rockport,  Carbon  Co.,  Pa. 

As  a result  of  these  discharges  the  total  population  was  reduced  to 
a minimum  of  886  October,  1894.  On  February  1,  1896,  with  a popu- 
lation of  1056,  in  the  wisdom  of  your  Board  it  was  ordered  that  from 
above  date,  only  acute,  curable  cases  should  be  admitted,  since  which 
this  number  has  been  maintained  with  slight  fluctuations. 
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Since  the  foundation  of  the  Hospital  5197  cases  have  been 
treated,  resulting  in  897  restorations,  802  who  were  improved,  1334 
unimproved,  and  mi  deaths. 

In  the  management  of  the  institution  during  the  quarter  century 
many  changes  have  occurred  in  your  Board.  In  all,  twenty-four 
appointments  have  been  made.  Of  this  number,  as  far  as  I am 
aware,  death  has  removed  eight,  all  but  one  while  in  active  service, 
the  others  by  resignation  or  change  of  residence  to  other  States.  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  of  the  nine  original  members,  three  are  still 
actively  interested  in  the  affairs^of  the  institution — viz  : your  honorable 
Secretary,  Mr.  Chalfant,  Mr.  Minor,  and  Dr.  Detwiler.  These 
gentlemen  have  been  in  continuous  service  since  the  management  was 
relinquished  by  the  Commission  appointed  to  select  a location  and 
erect  buildings.  The  latter  gave  place  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  when 
the  centre  and  one  section  of  the  wings  on  either  side  were  finished. 
Completion  of  the  main  and  accessory  buildings,  their  maintenance, 
the  organization  and  generalship  of  its  operation,  have  been  largely 
due  to  this  body’s  untiring  energy.  In  this  you  were  ably  seconded 
by  the  lamented  Dr.  S.  S.  Schultz,  who  was  connected  with  the 
work  from  its  very  inception  until  his  death  in  1891.  The  impress  of 
his  strong  character  is  still  felt  in  the  conduct  of  the  institution. 

It  is  a true,  though  somewhat  trite,  saying  that  in  human  affairs 
there  can  be  no  stationary  or  middle  ground ; there  must  be  either 
progress  or  retrogression.  The  vitality  of  an  institution  is  shown  in 
its  advancement — hence,  in  the  past  quarter  century  we  expect  proofs 
of  this.  In  the  time  covered  by  the  hospital’s  existence  mdch  has 
been  added  to  our  knowledge  of  Psychiatry  and  improved  methods  in 
the  care  of  those  suffering  from  mental  disorder.  The  inculcation  of 
the  hospital  idea  has  done  much  toward  effacing  the  opprobrium 
associated  with  the  old  time  asylum.  The  “rest  treatment”  is  one  of 
the  new  methods.  This  can  be  made  a success  only  by  the  aid  of  the 
trained  attendant.  Educating  the  latter  has  been  attended  with 
results  too  well  known  to  need  comment,  and  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant advances  of  the  quarter  century.  The  anticipation  and 
intelligent  management  of  the  various  disturbed  conditions  arising  in 
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mental  disorders  requires  that  personal  supervision  constituting  indi- 
vidualized treatment, — the  basis  of  the  hospital  idea.  As  a result  of 
this  method  seclusion  and  mechanical  restraint,  particularly  the  latter, 
have  been  practically  abandoned,  a long  step  in  advance  of  the  old 
asylum  practice.  The  addition  of  a female  physician  with  duties 
directed  to  special  cases;  the  improved  care  of  the  helpless  and  bed- 
ridden ; increased  individualized  treatment  of  female  convalescents 
through  the  aid  of  a companion ; a larger  and  more  efficient  night 
attendance ; special  surveillance  of  suicidal  and  a portion  of  epileptic 
cases  during  the  night — are  all  evidences  of  that  vitality  indicating  a 
healthy  institution.  Complete  success,  however,  has  not  yet  been 
attained  and  the  future  need  not  be  one  of  desuetude.  Extending  and 
perfecting  the  lines  above  indicated  should  give  even  better  results.  A 
classification  that  provides  the  treatment  of  acute  cases  entirely  dis- 
tinct from  chronic  ones;  systematic  pathological  research  supplement- 
ing clinical  study  under  the  direction  of  a pathologist  ; the  introduction 
of  Internes  to  assist  in  clinical  work  and  recording  cases  are  other  im- 
portant indications  for  the  future. 

Returning  to  a consideration  of  the  biennial  period,  the  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  movement  of  population  :

There  being  no  material  change  in  the  overcrowded  condition  of 
the  institution,  your  resolution  of  February  i,  1896,  limiting  admis- 
sions to  disorders  of  recent  origin,  and  those  so  violent  as  to  make 
their  detention  at  home  unsafe,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascertained  from 


the  histories  furnished,  has  been  in  force  during  the  entire  biennial 
period.  Yet  there  has  been  an  increase  in  population  of  27,  sufficient 
to  require  a new  ward.  By  reason  of  this  unnatural  state  of  affairs  it 
is  somewhat  difficult  to  estimate  what  the  increase  should  have  been. 
Sixty-five  applications  for  admission  were  refused  because  ineligible 
through  incurability..  No  doubt  many  were  not  made,  knowing  the 
case  would  be  refused,  and  many  more  were  taken  directly  to  the 
“ Hillside  Farm,”  Scranton,  Pa.,  who  otherwise  would  have  sought 
accommodation  in  this  institution.  Comparing  the  admissions  for 
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this  period  with  the  last  one  under  a normal  regime  (’92-’94),  shows  a 
diminution  of  218.  This  is  probably  far  below  the  average,  for  com- 
pared with  the  two  previous  years  (’90-’ 9 2)  there  is  a decrease  of  416. 
Adding  the  excess  now  in  the  institution  to  the  218  cases  assumed  to 
be  in  the  district  without  proper  accommodation,  makes  an  aggregate 
of  515  cases  for  whom  immediate  provision  is  needed.  This  does  not 
include  the  natural  increase  amounting  to  at  least  50  cases  annually. 

As  set  forth  in  previous  reports,  the  probability  as  to  recovery  is 
hedged  about  by  such  limitations  as  to  make  the  result  of  treatment 
quite  problematic,  and  to  those  not  thoroughly  conversant  with  mental 
disorders  may  seem  to  reflect  upon  the  methods  of  hospital  practice. 
In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  fault  lies  with  the  subject  to  be 
treated.  It  is  no  uncommon  experience,  on  the  admission  of  a new 
patient,  to  hear  an  expression  of  opinion,  often  emanating  from  the 
family  physician,  that  the  case  is  “a  very  mild  one,  and  will  undoubt- 
edly recover  in  a few  weeks,”  whereas  the  seeds  of  disease  whose 
fructification  marks  the  so-called  acute  disorder  were  sown  in  a pre- 
vious generation.  The  friends  of  the  patient  are  equally  at  a loss  to 
understand  the  cause  of  the  attack  and  the  improbability  of  recovery. 
Others,  through  bad  training  in  the  developmental  period,  or  later 
vicious  habits,  have  acquired  such  mental  obliquity  as  to  render  the 
case  irremediable.  Even  in  the  comparatively  few  cases  arising,  de 
novo , in  a symmetrical  mind,  the  return  to  full  mental  vigor  is  only 
approximate.  The  acknowledged  fact  that  one  attack  predisposes  to 
subsequent  ones,  indicates  a certain  incompleteness  of  cure.  Fre- 
quently where  this  approximate  cure  would  be  reasonably  certain. 
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treatment  is  deferred  beyond  the  curative  stage,  in  the  hope  that  re- 
moval from  home  may  be  unnecessary.  Altogether  the  prognosis  of 
the  great  majority  of  cases  entering  an  institution  is  far  from  satisfac- 
tory. Even  under  supposably  favorable  circumstances,  such  as  the 
restrictions  imposed  during  this  biennial  period  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate, the  actual  number  of  probable  cures  remains  unaltered,  and  the 
character  of  cases  with  favorable  prospects  is  not  encouraging,  as  the 
following  table  shows :

By  an  analysis  of  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  only  about  32 
per  cent,  for  the  hospital  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1897,  and  36  per  cent, 
of  those  admitted  in  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1898,  about  one-third 
of  the  entire  number  admitted  in  the  biennial  period,  had  any  pros- 
pect of  recovery.  Of  this  number,  25  per  cent,  and  40  per  cent,  re- 
covered within  the  respective  years  of  their  admission,  or  56.75  per 
cent,  of  those  admitted  within  the  biennial  period,  and  12  males  and 
18  females  remain  with  reasonable  prospect  of  restoration. 

Had  all  cases  been  admitted,  the  ratio  of  recoveries  would,  neces- 
sarily, have  been  diminished,  while  the  number  of  persons  recovered 
would  have  remained  unchanged.  Two-thirds  of  all  admissions  com- 
prise the  large  class  of  incurables  for  whose  recovery  no  future  revela- 
tions in  medical  science  will  avail ; the  only  solution  of  whose  case  will 
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be  found  in  restrictive  legislative  acts  of  some  wiser  generation.  Mesal- 
liance between  phthisical  subjects,  the  epileptic,  alcoholic,  syphilitic, 
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and  degenerates,  continues  to  perpetuate  this  large  increment,  and  ren- 
der our  institutions  truly  “ asylums  ” for  custodial  care.  Further 
effort  for  better  curative  results  must  find  its  opportunity  in  the  com- 
paratively few  curable  cases  that  hitherto  have  failed  in  recovery. 

Again,  limitation  in  the  curability  of  mental  disorders  is  found  in 
the  nature  of  the  tissue  affected,  a fact  trite  enough  to  the  pathologist 
and  alienist,  but  little  appreciated  by  the  laity.  The  disease  may  be 
arrested,  and  in  this  sense  a cure  is  effected,  but  with  such  structural 
changes  in  the  delicate  brain  tissue  as  to  render  the  mind  permanently 
affected.  A neuron  once  destroyed  can  never  be  rehabilitated,  and 
the  mind  suffers  loss  to  that  extent.  To  use  an  ordinary  comparison, 
a pleurisy  is  undoubtedly  cured,  notwithstanding  the  bands  of  adhe- 
sion and  thickening  of  serous  membrane  permanently  remain.  If  all 
such  by-products  of  the  disease  were  required  to  be  removed  before 
the  case  could  be  considered  restored,  pleurisy  would  never  be  cured. 
In  the  gross  tissue  of  the  lung  and  thorax  the  results  of  a once  active 
inflammation  cause  no  serious  detriment  to  the  function  of  respiration, 
whereas  the  product  of  active  disease  of  the  brain  very  visibly  affects 
the  operations  of  mind,  and  the  case  is  not  considered — and  quite 
properly — restored.  No  doubt,  in  many  of  the  cases  discharged  im- 
proved, and  possibly  in  many  of  those  remaining  stationary,  an  analo- 
gous condition  exists.  To  remove  this  by-product,  or  restore  the 
degenerated  nerve  cell,  is  beyond  any  skill  medical  science  can  hope 
to  attain,  and  should  cast  no  opprobrium  on  the  profession.  To  ar- 
rest the  disease,  and  prevent  further  deterioration,  becomes  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  call  forth  the  best  skill.  Sixty-five  cases  were 
thus  improved  and  enabled  to  resume  their  usual  avocations,  or  at 
least  remain  with  their  friends. 

The  result  of  treatment  for  the  biennial  period  is  much  more  favor- 
able than  the  preceding  one.  The  percentage  of  recoveries  based 
upon  the  number  admitted  gives  21.54  for  men,  30.76  for  women,  and 
28.7  for  both  sexes.  Based  upon  the  whole  number  resident,  it  is  7.09 
males,  6.75  female,  6.92  total. 

During  the  period  embraced  in  this  report  70  men,  35  women,  or 
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a total  of  105,  have  died.  The  ratio  of  deaths  based  upon  the  number 
treated  was,  for  the  [year  ending  September  30,  1897,  5.9  males, 
3.92  females,  4.44  total;  and  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1898, 
5.64  males,  3.04  females,  or  a total  of  4.35  per  cent. 

If  the  rate  of  mortality  may  be  considered  a criterion  of  hospital 
methods  I am  pleased  to  note  it  has  been  commensurate  with  the 
recoveries.  Death  from  acute  mental  disorders  has  been  the  excep- 
tion, and  during  one  month  no  death  occurred,  a circumstance  with- 
out parallel  in  the  past  sixteen  years.  The  mortality  among  the 
females  has  been  exceptionally  small.  One  death,  a female,  occurred 
within  twelve  hours  after  admission,  due  to  profound  narcotism  and 
exhaustion.  The  fatal  dose  had  been  administered  to  quiet  acute 
delirium  and  render  her  transference  less  trying.  She  was  doubtless 
previously  exhausted  by  the  intensity  of  her  malady,  otherwise  the 
dose  might  not  have  been  excessive.  Humanitarian  reasons  demanded 
her  admission,  but  the  death  ought  not  to  figure  in  the  year’s  results. 

It  is  my  melancholy  duty  to  report  a case  of  suicide  by  drowning. 
On  September  9,  1897,  a female  suffering  from  agitated  melancholia, 
escaped  from  the  airing  court,  and  proceeded  to  the  canal  a short 
distance  from  the  institution,  plunged  into  it  in  full  view  of  a 
neighbor  who  was  passing  along  the  highway.  Being  unable  to  swim, 
after  futile  efforts  to  rescue  her,  which  she  resisted,  he  summoned  help, 
but  when  taken  from  the  water  life  was  extinct.  A coroner’s  jury 
was  empaneled,  who,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  exonerated  the 
hospital.  By  reference  to  Table  XXIII,  setting  forth  the  causes  of 
death,  the  few  cases  occurring  from  acute  disorders  are  readily  seen;  but 
three  cases  with  any  prospect  of  mental  improvement  having  died 
during  the  period.  Of  the  105  deaths,  twelve  were  from  acute  general 
disorders  associated  with  advanced  age,  or  in  otherwise  debilitated 
subjects;  two  were  from  acute  neuroses ; while  the  remainder  were  due 
to  chronic  and  incurable  disease.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  typhoid 
fever ; one,  a female  with  organic  disease  of  heart,  the  other,  a male 
greatly  debilitated  as  a result  of  a recent  operation  for  depressed 
fracture  of  the  skull.  The  deaths  attributed  to  pneumonia  were  also

complicated ; one  by  pulmonary  abscess,  two  by  phthisis,  and  one  by 
organic  heart  disease. 

Two  years  further  practice  of  rest  treatment  in  acute  cases  has 
confirmed  the  belief  both  of  its  practicability  and  beneficial  effects. 
Not  only  is  the  physical  health  more  quickly  built  up,  but  the  period 
of  mental  disturbance  is  curtailed,  and  the  danger  of  exhaustion 
through  motor  excitement  reduced  to  a minimum.  Even  should  the 
practice  not  increase  the  number  of  recoveries,  or  shorten  the  dura- 
tion of  treatment, — which  we  believe  it  does — the  good  effects  secured 
in  promoting  the  quiet  of  the  ward,  freedom  from  accident  and  con- 
flict, improvement  in  the  morale,  more  than  compensate  for  the 
extra  attention  required. 

To  Sejour  an  Lit  can  be  attributed  the  few  deaths  from  acute 
excitement  during  recent  years. 

The  cold  pack  in  the  excitement  of  Paretic  Dementia,  and 
thyroid  treatment,  have  been  used  with  negative  results. 

The  male  infirmary — incomplete  as  it  is — has  fully  met  our  ex- 
pectations. With  a capacity  of  50  it  has  been  filled  constantly;  a 
total  of  1 13  cases  being  cared  for,  of  which  number  an  average  of  30 
cases  were  constantly  bed-ridden.  The  advantages  over  the  old 
system  of  caring  for  this  class  of  patients  are  : increased  cleanliness 

resulting  from  constant  observation,  and  absence  of  bed-sores;  cultiva- 
tion of  habits  of  cleanliness  in  those  hitherto  filthy ; tidiness  and 
general  neatness  of  the  ward;  more  perfect  ventilation  ; removal  of  the 
necessity  of  mechanical  restraint ; absence  of  injury  from  falling  in 
those  cases  unstable  yet  restless;  more  careful  feeding  of  patients; 
constant  opportunity  of  being  out  of  doors.  The  broad  and  pleasant 
verandas  have  afforded  this  privilege  not  only  to  those  able  to  walk, 
but  many  bed-ridden  cases  have  been  taken  out  on  their  beds  for  a 
few  hours  occasionally.  Papers,  books  and  games  supply  amusement ; 
for  the  more  active  some  useful  occupation  has  been  possible.  One 
patient,  although  crippled,  has  made  2339  roller  bandages  and  35 
corn-husk  mats. 

The  ward  has  been  used  to  good  advantage  for  giving  practical  in- 


struction  to  male  members  of  the  training  school,  each  having  several 
weeks’  service  in  turn. 

Under  this  system  the  per  capita  cost  is  slightly  increased,  but  the 
results  more  than  compensate  for  the  outlay,  and  it  is  very  desirable 
that  the  building  be  completed. 

Three  cases  of  each  sex  were  home  on  furlough  at  the  end  of  the 
period.  The  total  number  granted  this  privilege  was  59  men  and  77 
women,  (136);  9 men  and  21  women  returned.  These  brief  visits,  in 
suitable  cases,  prove  a bright  spot  in  the  lives  of  those  unable  to  be  at 
home,  and  in  many  instances  demonstrate  an  ability  to  remain  perma- 
nently with  their  friends.  Six  successful  attempts  at  escape  have 
occurred.  One,  a colored  woman,  by  breaking  her  window  guard 
with  a flat-iron,  surreptitiously  secured  from  the  ironing  room,  and 
descending  to  the  ground  by  aid  of  sheets.  This  occurred  early  in  the 
evening,  and  her  absence  was  not  discovered  at  bedtime  because  of  an 
ingeniously  contrived  dummy.  She  was  subsequently  located  in  New 
York  City,  but  having  no  legal  residence  in  the  district  supporting  her, 
the  authorities  did  not  sanction  her  apprehension.  The  second,  a 
male  convict,  escaped  early  in  the  morning  by  jumping  from  a second 
story  window,  having  presumably  opened  a guard  with  a manufactured 
key.  He  was  seen  by  an  attendant  scaling  the  airing  court  wall,  but 
being  alone  was  unable  to  intercept  him,  and  it  being  a foggy  morn- 
ing was  soon  lost  to  sight.  No  further  information  of  the  case  has 
been  secured.  Another  man  escaped  from  the  ward  by  a manufactur- 
ed key  and  was  returned  in  a few  days.  The  others  escaped  while 
at  work  upon  the  grounds  or  out  for  exercise.  One  was  returned  after 
a brief  absence ; another  reached  his  home  and  being  considered 
restored  was  discharged  ; the  third  could  not  be  traced  for  a long  time, 
but  recently  a letter  was  received  from  him,  stating  that  he  had 
arrived  at  his  native  home  in  Scotland  and  is  doing  well. 

An  unsuccessful  attempt  was  made  by  a man  removing  his  window 
guard  at  night  and  lowering  himself  by  means  of  bed  clothing.  The 
escape  was  frustrated  by  a fracture  of  the  ankle  sustained  through 
breaking  of  the  bed  clothes. 


Most  of  these  patients  belonged  to  either  the  criminal  insane  or 
insane  convicts,  and  shows  the  insecurity  and  general  undesirability  of 
treating  such  cases  in  our  ordinary  State  Hospitals.  The  discharges 
include  18  men  and  5 women  transferred  to  other  institutions;  18 
men  and  2 women  were  received  by  transfer. 

As  usual,  the  patients  have  contributed  materially  by  work  in 
maintaining  the  institution,  improving  and  beautifying  its  grounds, 
and  have  taken  part  more  extensively  in  general  farm  work.  Their 
assistance  in  ward  and  other  domestic  work  is  invaluable,  and  to 
enumerate  each  office  is  unnecessary.  Chief  among  the  work  they 
have  accomplished  is  the  completion  of  a walk,  begun  some  years  ago, 
for  female  patients  through  an  adjoining  ravine.  It  is  one  and  a 
quarter  miles  long  and  eight  feet  wide,  partly  covered  with  screen  ashes 
and  partly  crushed  limestone,  is  shaded  in  nearly  its  entire  length,  and 
affords  delightful  exercise  grounds  without  the  necessity  of  going  off 
the  hospital  property. 

Much  of  the  farm  being  composed  of  abrupt  knolls  and  deep  gul- 
lies, gives  employment  in  grading  for  the  more  disturbed  patients. 
Twelve  hundred  feet  of  12 -in.  terra-cotta  drain-pipe  have  been  laid  to 
convey  surface  water  from  a public  road  where  it  had  no  escape  ex- 
cept by  washing  through  a field.  The  grading  connected  with  this  im- 
provement necessitated  moving  many  yards  of  earth,  and  its  completion 
has  rendered  the  field  more  desirable  for  farming.  The  excavation  of 
cellar  for  laundry  addition  was  also  done  by  patients.  Substantial 
help  has  been  given  by  female  patients  in  sewing,  mending  and  iron- 
ing, and  to  some  extent  in  the  kitchen,  besides  the  usual  ward  work. 

The  last  report  recorded  the  destruction  of  the  main  barn  and 
other  buildings  by  fire.  These  have  been  reconstructed  in  a substan- 
tial manner,  mainly  by  funds  derived  through  insurance. 

The  appropriation  for  water  extension  has  been  employed  in 
carrying  a six-inch  main  from  the  nearest  point  in  the  circuit  to  the 
upper  barn,  and  continued  thence  by  a 2)4  in.  galvanized  pipe  to  the 
coachman’s  house  at  its  rear  entrance.  Three  fire  hydrants  have  been 
placed;  600  ft.  2)4  in.  fire  hose,  and  two  hand  hose-carriages  pur- 
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chased.  The  work  of  laying  the  pipe  was  wholly  done  by  patients, 
except  calking  the  joints,  which  was  done  by  the  regular  engineer. 
With  this  addition  the  supply  of  water  to  the  barn  is  adequate,  and 
the  pressure  sufficient  for  fire  protection.  Of  the  $1000  appropriated 
for  this  purpose,  only  $886.91  were  required,  the  balance  reverting  to 
the  State. 

The  appropriation  of  $2500,  granted  by  the  last  Legislature,  has 
been  used  in  erecting  an  addition  to  the  laundry.  This  annex  is  53 
ft.  x 35  ft.,  with  a six-foot  cellar,  12  feet  in  height  to  the  square, 
and  12  feet  additional  to  the  lantern;  constructed  of  stone  to  the 
water-table;  the  exterior  of  the  superstructure  is  a gray  mottled  brick, 
interior  buff,  cement  floor  laid  on  iron  girders,  slate  roof,  with  lantern 
for  ventilation  extending  the  greater  length  of  the  building,  and 
proves  a well  ventilated,  light  and  convenient  wash-room.  The  room 
vacated  has  been  refloored  with  quarter-grained  yellow  pine,  and 
fitted  up  with  a five-roll  Hagan  mangle,  and  contains  the  other  iron- 
ing machinery.  The  old  ironing  room  has  been  partly  refloored,  and 
the  building  painted  inside  and  out.  A thirty  horse  power  Corliss 
engine  replaces  the  worn-out  upright  one,  and  two  large  size  Hagan 
washers  added.  The  building  and  appliances  now  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  large  amount  of  work  demanded,  and  will  be  sufficient 
for  some  time  to  come.  Other  important  repairs  are : laying  of  696 
square  yards  vitrified  brick  for  drive  approaching  the  kitchen,  replac- 
ing a worn-out  asphalt  pavement ; replacing  an  old  locomotive  boiler 
by  a 125  horse-power  horizontal  tubular  one,  for  general  heating  and 
power  purposes  ; converting  the  stable,  built  for  temporary  use  of  cows 
after  destruction  of  the  barn,  into  a piggery.  This  gives  additional 
room  for  seventy-five  pigs,  and  will  meet  the  present  needs  of  the  in- 
stitution, but  is  constructed  of  poor  timber,  and  will  last  but  a short 
time. 

100  sugar  maples,  50  evergreens  and  about  200  flowering  shrubs,  the 
latter  propagated  by  our  florist,  were  planted  upon  the  lawn  and  such 
other  places  where  trees  had  died  or  been  destroyed  by  storms.  The 
approach  to  the  building  has,  in  recent  years,  been  greatly  beautified 
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by  additional  flower  beds  and  exotic  plants.  The  greenhouse,  with 
its  profusion  of  flowers  and  growing  plants,  has  been  a source  of  much 
pleasure  to  many  patients. 

Eight  of  the  male  wards  have  been  improved  and  beautified  by 
thoroughly  oiling  and  paraffining  the  floors;  the  walls  of  the  rooms  of 
two  of  these  wards,  defaced  by  long  service  and  frequent  repairing, 
were  painted,  and  the  corridors  refrescoed.  Water-coolers  and  stands 
have  been  placed  in  all  the  wards. 

Two  years  ago  we  asked  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  to 
erect  an  infirmary  for  women  and  failed  to  receive  it.  The  necessity 
of  additional  accommodation,  and  the  need  of  better  facilities  for  im- 
proved care  of  this  class  of  patients,  makes  this  structure  imperative. 
As  elsewhere  set  forth,  the  excess  of  women  in  the  District  is  now  250, 
in  round  numbers.  The  last  report  (1897)  of  the  Committee  on 
Lunacy  acknowledges  that  the  “State  Hospital  at  Danville  would  be 
the  last  to  feel  relief  from  the  new  law.’’  The  lapse  of  one  year  with 
only  the  Central  Poor  District,  Wilkesbarre,  Pa.,  making  any  pro- 
vision for  “county  care,”  has  verified  the  prediction.  This  would  re- 
lieve us  of  only  100  women,  if  able  to  care  for  all  classes  of  their  in- 
sane, leaving  still  an  excess  of  75,  to  say  nothing  of  the  large  yearly 
increase.  We,  therefore,  ask  an  appropriation  of  $75,000  to  construct 
a building  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the  infirmary  for  men. 

Two  years  ago  we  made  the  following  recommendation.  “A 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  female  attendants  is  also  needed. 
With  the  excess  of  patients  the  number  of  attendants  required  has  been 
doubled.  To  accommodate  this  increase,  twenty-five  patients’  beds 
have  been  diverted  from  their  intended  use  and  additional  rooms 
fitted  up  in  undesirable  places  in  the  attic.  By  the  erection  of  this 
home,  proper  accommodations  will  be  secured  for  twenty-five  patients, 
and  above  all  a complete  change  of  environment  for  the  attendants  at 
night,  with  its  attending  comfort  and  physical  well-being,  which  will 
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in  the  end  redound  to  the  benefit  of  their  charges.”  This  building  is- 
as  desirable  now  as  then,  and  for  the  purpose  $20,000  is  asked. 

The  food  elevators,  three  in  number,  in  the  oldest  portion  of  the 
building,  are  constructed  of  timber,  studded  and  plastered.  Extend- 
ing from  the  basement  to  the  roof,  m the  event  of  fire  they  would 
prove  a serious  menace,  and  should  be  replaced  by  brick  or  iron. 
This  will  require  $700. 

We  believe  it  would  be  profitable  to  employ  ensilage  in  the  feed- 
ing of  cattle.  No  part  of  the  present  barn  is  suitable  for  silos.  Two- 
attached  buildings,  12x24,  should  be  erected,  for  which  purpose 
$2200  will  be  needed. 

It  has  long  since  been  evident  that  the  institution  does  not  have 
sufficient  farm  land  for  a population  of  1 200.  A large  part  of  the 
milk,  vegetables  and  fruit,  are  obtained  by  purchase.  These  should 
be  produced,  both  for  economy,  insuring  good  quality  and  conveni- 
ence. An  adjoining  farm  of  97  acres,  all  tillable,  with  good  buildings,  • 
can  be  secured  for  $13,000.  I earnestly  ask  that  appropriations  for 
these  several  purposes  be  secured. 

The  Training  School  for  Attendants  has  been  successfully  con- 
ducted during  the  period.  To  increase  fits  efficiency  the  curriculum 
has  been  extended,  and  more  recitations  provided.  The  candidates 
have  been  divided  into  a Junior  and  Senior  Class,  each  having  its 
respective  lectures,  recitations  and  examinations,  enabling  the  pupils 
to  enter  at  once  upon  the  course  of  study  if  not  present  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year.  The  classes  of  ’97  and  ’98  comprise  16 
women  and  n men,  making  an  entire  total  of  76  graduated  attend- 
ants. The  attendants  as  a rule  have  been  faithful,  painstaking  and 
desirous  of  higher  qualifications  for  their  work.  Discharges  have  been 
exceedingly  rare,  and  for  several  years  past  few  desirable  ones  have 
left  the  employ  of  the  institution.  This  is  a marked  contrast  with  a 
decade  ago,  as  the  following  tables  set  forth.

As  the  reputation  and  efficiency  of  an  institution  depends  largely^ 
almost  entirely,  upon  its  attendants,  they  cannot  be  selected  with  too 
great  care.  The  Training  School  has  done  much  toward  securing  a 
better  class  of  applicants,  in  elevating  the  general  tone  of  those  en- 
gaged in  the  work.  With  greater  efficiency  came  increased  remunera- 
tion and  corresponding  length  of  service. 
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In  furtherance  of  the  mental  improvement  of  those  cases  so  for- 
tunate as  to  be  curable  and  the  amelioration  of  those  less  fortunate,  the 
usual  entertainments  have  been  given  during  the  winter  months,  con- 
sisting of  semi-weekly  stereopticon  exhibitions,  weekly  dances,  con- 
certs or  dramas.  To  make  these  entertainments  more  effective,  the 
office  of  Musician,  with  more  especial  duties  in  the  line  of  Companion, 
has  been  instituted.  Miss  Agnes  E.  Bradley,  of  Little  Falls,  N.  Y., 
accepted  this  position  September  21,  1897,  and  has  ably  discharged 
these  duties.  In  addition  to  the  regular  music  for  chapel  and  other 
public  functions,  playing  in  the  wards  has  proved  a pleasing  feature 
of  her  work.  To  render  this  more  general,  two  Mason  & Hamlin 
organs  and  an  upright  piano  have  been  added  to  the  instruments 
already  in  the  wards.  The  drilling  of  the  choir  has  rendered  the 
chapel  music  more  effective,  and  brightened  the  service.  The  singing 
of  hymns  in  chapel,  participated  in  by  about  30  female  patients 
Saturday  afternoons,  is  greatly  enjoyed.  During  the  winter  months, 
weekly  afternoon  teas,  out  of  the  wards,  have  been  given  to  a few  in 
turn.  In  pleasant  weather,  small  walking  parties  with  some  ostensible 
object  in  view,  and  not  restricted  by  time  or  place,  have  been  popular. 
Late  in  the  summer  a small  frame  cottage,  or  shelter,  was  erected  in  the 
ravine.  Here,  parties  of  a half  dozen  women,  or  more,  have  spent 
the  day,  cooking  their  own  meals  and  having  a good  time  generally, 
away  from  the  association  of  the  wards.  The  many  little  diversions 
that  a versatile  mind  can  provide  (too  small  in  themselves  to  enume- 
rate), but  more  particularly  the  influence  of  a bright,  cheerful  inter- 
course, of  one  never  required  to  compel  the  disagreeable,  upon  the 
awakening  intellect  of  a case  about  recovering,  or  even  of  those 
chronically  affected,  cannot  help  having  a beneficial  effect.  Much  of 
the  foregoing  may  appear  trivial  in  contrast  with  entertainments  for 
large  numbers  usual  in  institutions,  and  is  only  mentioned  as  an  expo- 
nent of  a principle  which,  in  our  opinion,  approaches  the  ideal  indi- 
vidualized treatment.  The  tendency  has  been  too  much  toward 
routine,  and  too  much  toward  a congregate  system.  Walking  in  large 
bodies  may  be  considered  a species  of  “hospitalism;”  large  enter- 
tainments partake  somewhat  of  the  same  nature,  and  of  late  years 
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congregate  dining,  bathing,  etc.,  have  extended  the  practice.  Occu- 
pation, or  any  diversion  for  the  insane,  should  have  special  adaptation 
for  the  peculiar  condition  and  character  of  each  individual  patient, 
independently  of  pecuniary  considerations,  if  their  best  interest  is  to 
be  subserved.  The  tendency  should  be  toward  greater  freedom  from 
stereotyped  custom,  even  if  it  embraces  a small  number.  A half 
day  spent  in  roaming  the  woods,  for  instance,  is  of  much  more  im- 
portance psychologically  than  a /week’s  walking,  as  usually  performed. 
The  congregate  method  of  diversion  is  not  without  its  value,  and  in 
many  other  functions  must  continue  in  force  to  a large  extent,  for 
reasons  of  economy,  with  the  mass  of  chronic  insane ; but  for  the 
acute  and  convalescent  patient,  more  complete  segregation  is  possible, 
both  in  the  medical  and  so-called  “moral”  treatment  and  should  be 
productive  of  better  results. 

Among  the  larger  functions,  under  the  direction  of  this  depart- 
ment, have  been  two  progressive  euchre  parties  (50  each)  for  men, 
held  in  the  sewing-room,  with  prizes  and  refreshments,  and  a St.  Val- 
entine’s party  for  an  equal  number  of  women.  Picnics  in  the  grove 
were  given  each  summer  to  the  patients  employed  in  the  sewing  and 
ironing-rooms;  three  parties  for  women  (50  each)  in  Superintendent’s 
Apartments,  two  of  these  being  Christmas  entertainments ; six  dram- 
atic presentations  given  by  the  attendants.  They  also  furnished 
appropriate  exercises  for  Christmas,  Washington’s  Birthday,  Decora- 
tion Day  and  Fourth  of  July,  to  large  audiences  in  the  chapel. 

Flag-raising  on  the  lawn,  150  men,  176  women,  with  an  address 
by  Hon.  Thomas  Chalfant,  music  by  Stoes’  Band,  and  patriotic  songs 
by  the  Hospital  Choir. 

Thirty-one  dances  were  given  during  the  winter  for  patients, 
and  one  for  employees  with  the  patients  as  spectators. 

Those  attendants,  and  other  employees,  who  have  willingly 
given  their  time  notwithstanding  the  arduous  duties  of  the  day, 
deserve,  and  have,  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  institution.  We  are

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APPENDIX. 


Report  of  Training  School  for  Attendants. 


All  applicants  for  position  of  attendants  must  possess  a fair 
common  school  education,  be  of  an  unquestionable  moral  character, 
preferably  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty  years,  and  are 
required  to  attend  the  classes  of  instruction  until  such  time  as  they 
may  have  graduated. 

The  course  of  instruction  begins  October  i and  terminates  about 
the  middle  of  June.  It  consists  of  hourly  lectures  once  each  week, 
with  such  recitations  and  quizzes  as  may  be  found  necessary,  and  bedside 
instruction  from  time  to  time.  The  course  is  divided  into  a Junior 
and  Senior  year.  The  subjects  of  the  first  year  are:  Anatomy  (7  lec- 
tures), Physiology  (8  lectures),  Hygiene  (5  lectures),  Materia  Medica 
(4  lectures),  Emergencies  (6  lectures).  The  second  year  course  com- 
prises : General  Nursing  (14  lectures),  Insanity  and  its  Treatment  (14 
lectures),  Genito-urinary  Diseases  (4  lectures),  Special  Course  to 
Women  (4  lectures).  These  lectures  are  as  thorough  and  practical  as 
possible,  couched  in  such  language  as  may  be  easily  comprehended  by 
unprofessional  minds,  and  generally  a synopsis  is  made  and  given  to  the 
student.  Regular  recitations  from  the  text-book  are  held  each  week. 
A written  examination  is  held  after  the  completion  of  each  subject,  in 
which  ten  questions  are  given,  and  a percentage  of  not  less  than  50 
required  to  be  successful.  To  be  eligible  for  graduation  two  full  years  of 
practical  experience  in  the  wards  as  attendants,  and  a certain  aptitude 
for  the  duties,  are  necessary.  Pupils  are  received  on  two  months  pro- 
bation before  being  considered  permanently  engaged,  and  can  enter  the 
course  at  any  time  during  its  progress.  Graduating  exercises  are  held 
on  the  evening  of  the  July  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
following  diploma,  neatly  engraved,  being  given  to  the  successful 
candidates  :

To  those  attendants  holding  diplomas,  an  additional  salary  of 
three  dollars  per  month  is  given,  and,  other  things  being  equal,  posi- 
tions of  greatest  responsibility  and  trust  are  assigned  them.  As  the 
course  is  gratuitous,  and  necessarily  entails  much  additional  work  upon 
the  officers  of  the  institution,  it  is  expected  and  should  be  considered 
obligatory  that  attendants  prepared  for  this  higher  service,  should  make 
a reasonable  return  by  remaining  in  the  employ  of  the  institution. 
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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


1.  The  law  provides  three  methods  for  the  admission  of  patients. 

First,  by  an  order  of  Court. 

Second,  by  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor,  whether  of 
a city,  borough,  county  or  township,  or  other  poor  district. 

Third,  by  the  friends  of  a patient. 

2.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  Court,  the  order  or  warrant, 
or  copy  thereof,  by  which  the  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Superintendent. 

3.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  the  poor  authorities  or  by 
friends,  the  certificates  of  two  physicians,  according  to  blank  No.  1, 
must  be  furnished;  also  a bond,  according  to  blank  No.  2 or  No.  3, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  The  history  of  every  patient  should  accompany  him,  as 
called  for  by  blank  No.  4. 

5.  The  charges  for  public  patients  are  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents  per  week,  payable  at  the  end  of  every  quarter.  The  quarters 
correspond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months 
of  February,  May,  August  and  November.  This  pays  for  medical 
care  and  treatment,  clothing,  etc. 

The  lowest  rate  for  private  patients  is  four  dollars  per  week  to 
be  paid  at  admission,  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every 
quarter  thereafter.  This  does  not  pay  for  clothing. 

6.  Every  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  commandment  are  not  suspended 
in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a patient  to  the 
Hospital  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  disguising  from  him 
the  fact,  that  physicians  and  friends  consider  him  sick,  and  that  it  is 
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proposed  to  take  him  to  a hospital,  where  his  chances  of  being 
cured  are  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be 
taken  home  again  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of 
the  deception  does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness|of 
the  person  against  whom  it  is  practised.  Use  force,  if  necessary,  and 
let  there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing ; but  decep- 
tion never. 

8.  A decent  regard  for  the  feelings  of  female  patients  forbids 
that  when  they  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  they  should  be  accom- 
panied by  males  only.  By  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  14, 
1893,  it  is  made  obligatory  that  every  female  patient  in  transit  to  or 
from  a Hospital  for  the  insane  be  accompanied  by  a female  attend- 
ant, unless  such  person  is  accompanied  by  a member  of  her  family. 

9.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and 
addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  Hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  important 
incidents. 

General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week-day 
from  10  to  12  a.  m.  and  from  2 to  4 p.  m.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  amount  of 
visiting  will  be  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patients. 

Applications  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured  and 
filled  out  completely  in  every  part  and  legibly,  and  signed  before 
the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  should 
be  obtained  at  the  Hospital,  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the 
Treasurer  or  either,  of  the  Trustees.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 

To  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  Biennial 
Period  ending  September  jo,  1QOO. 

Gentlemen  : 

At  the  close  of  the  last  biennial  period  there  were  present  in  the 
institution  1046  patients,  of  which  522  were  males  and  524  were 
females.  During  the  past  two  years  there  were  admitted  204  males, 

1 28  females,  or  a total  of  332.  There  were  discharged  in  the  same 
period  247  men,  209  women,  ora  total  of  456  ; making  a decrease  of 
124.  This  diminution  in  numbers  is  due  to  the  removal  of  those 
wards  belonging  to  the  Central  Poor  District,  Luzerne  County,  to  the 
District  Hospital  recently  opened  at  Retreat,  Pa. 

Of  those  discharged,  100  were  restored;  80  improved;  165 
stationary;  109  died  ; one  man  admitted  and  discharged  twice  within 
the  period  was  not  considered  insane. 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  report  that  the  Wisconsin  System,  now 
the  law  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  is  bearing  fruit  in 
this  Hospital.  The  transferring  of  175  inmates  to  the  retreat  near 
Wilkes-Barre,  in  Luzerne  County,  Pa.,  leaves  us  with  922  patients,  122 
in  excess  of  the  normal  capacity,  and  124  less  than  we  had  in  1899. 
Each  patient  has  a bed — none  are  required  to  sleep  in  the  halls  and 
corridors.  In  this  way  we  can  care  for  1000  inmates,  providing  each 
one  with  a bed  to  sleep  in.  This  is  the  full  capacity  of  the  institution, 
and  its  doors  are  open  to  that  number  of  inmates.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  there  is  not  toilet  capacity  for  this  number,  and  a plan  is  hereby 
presented  that  will  remedy  this  defect,  giving  the  patients  abundant 
toilet  and  bathing  facilities  and  a “ day  room  ” with  safe,  capacious 
porches  where  the  inmates  will  have  larger  space  and  access  at  all 
times  ; giving  them  space,  isolation  and  sun-rooms,  so  essential  to 
their  recovery.  The  expense  is  small  compared  to  its  possibilities  of 
restoration  of  this  unfortunate  class  to  their  normal  condition.  The 
erection  of  a building  in  the  rear  of  each  section,  52  X30,  surrounded 
by  a twelve  foot  porch,  protected  by  expanded  metal  or  heavy  wire 
screens,  three  and  four  stories  high,  connected  by  a corridor  to  the 
main  building,  costing  from  $15,000  to  $18,000  each,  according  to 
its  height.  This  will  enable  every  clouded  mind  to  have  a freedom 
from  restraint  that  locked  doors  and  crowded  corridors  prove  so  made- 
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quate  to,  and  an  additional  outside  fire  escape  as  required  by  law  in 
all  public  institutions.  In  the  construction  of  the  Hospital  a day 
room  was  provided  for  each  ward.  By  the  necessary  crowding  these 
rooms  were  used  for  dormitories,  and  as  the  population  increased  in 
such  proportion  the  space  diminished,  with  limited  toilet  and  bathing 
conveniences,  so  that  the  overcrowding  was  especially  untortunate 
and  is  unquestionably  a cause  of  the  limited  number  of  recoveries 
in  all  our  insane  hospitals.  The  plan  here  presented  gives  the 
necessary  space  that  is  indispensable  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
inmates,  and  would  prevent  the  indiscriminate  crowding  that  is 
unavoidable  under  present  conditions  ; we  would  respectfully  ask  for 
an  appropriation  of  $100,000  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  natural  that  this  impressionable  class  should  sink  down  to 
the  level  of  their  associates,  instead  of  rising  to  their  normal  condi- 
tion. The  male  wards  are  partly  relieved  by  the  completion  of  the 
Infirmary,  holding  100  inmates.  The  improvement  in  this  class  must 
be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  We  would  respectfully  call  your  attention 
to  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  female  wards,  and  suggest  that 
an  Infirmary  be  constructed  for  the  females  similar  to  the  plan  adopted 
for  the  males,  two  stories  in  height,  as  an  additional  story  adds  little 
to  the  expense,  but  will  give  double  the  space.  An  appropriation  of 
$150,000  is  asked  for  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  it. 

The  Nurses’  Home  has  been  completed  and  furnished  within  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  and  is  a comfort  to 
the  inmates  and  an  honor  to  the  State. 

The  heating  plant  is  inadequate  and  antiquated.  It  does  not 
furnish  heat  cheaply,  nor  are  the  inmates  comfortable.  It  is  subject 
to  all  the  varying  currents  of  air,  which  causes  overheating  in  some 
sections  of  the  building  and  too  low  a temperature  in  others.  Your 
personal  inspection  of  the  present  system  confirms  our  statement,  and 
we  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  remodeling 
this  inefficient  and  expensive  plant. 

An  enlargement  of  the  refrigerator  capacity  of  the  institution  is 
in  the  highest  degree  expedient.  We  believe  that  the  expenditure  of 
one  thousand  dollars  in  that  direction  would  properly  equip  the  Hos- 
pital with  a satisfactory  refrigerator  plant.  We  therefore  respectfully 
ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $1000  for  that  purpose. 

The  kitchen  facilities,  originally  designed  for  a much  less  popula- 
tion than  the  present,  and  of  unimproved  methods,  are  totally  inade- 
quate to  give  satisfactory  service.  An  enlargement  of  the  kitchen  is  a 
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crying  necessity,  and  would  be  a great  saving,  for  now  the  best  of 
food  furnished  for  cooking  cannot  be  properly  prepared  and  is  to  a 
great  degree  improperly  cooked  and  unpalatable  because  of  the  defi- 
ciency of  facilities.  We  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
$2000  for  the  purpose  of  making  our  kitchen  department  adequate  to 
the  demands  put  upon  it. 

An  appropriation  is  asked  for  the  proper  disposal  of  sewage,  as 
per  the  plans  of  G.  Everitt  Hill  City  Washes  Disposal  Company, 
of  New  York,  utilizing  our  grounds  for  this  purpose  instead  of  pollut- 
ing the  Susquehanna  River,  with  consequent  danger  to  the  people 
of  Danville,  independently  of  avoiding  an  impending  injunction  for 
this  unnecessary  pollution  of  the  River.  An  appropriation  of  $15,000 
will  cover  the  expense  of  this  improvement. 

Much  of  the  kitchen  waste  that  formerly  was  not  utilized  is  now 
being  transformed  into  pork.  The  herd  of  fine  cows — 80 — give 
larger  milk  returns  than  those  of  any  other  State  institution,  being 
139  gallons  daily  for  365  days. 

The  Institution  is  paying  a rental  of  $156  yearly  for  the  use  of  a 
not  up-to-date  telephone  service,  and  an  appropriation  of  $2000  is 
respectfully  asked  that  the  Institution  may  put  in  the  newest  and  best 
system  of  telephonic  connection,  and  while  being  used  for  intercom- 
munication will  also  afford  a system  of  signalling  in  case  of  fire  that 
will  be  an  additional  safeguard  against  that  destructive  element.

That  in  his  long  years  of  service  on  this 
Board  his  integrity  and  worth,  his  qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  and 
his  genial  disposition  have  endeared  his  memory  to  each  and  all,  and 
in  his  death  we  feel  the  loss  of  a tried  companion  and  true  hearted  friend. 

“ Second.  That  he  has  been  a member  of  this  Board  from  its 
organization  in  1873  until  his  death  and  for  twenty-six  years  was  its 
Secretary.  That  in  all  the  years  his  activities  and  care  were  directed 
solely  to  the  good  of  those  committed  to  his  keeping.  He  has  been 
our  champion  in  all  legislative  battles  ; he  has  been  a wise  counsellor; 
a courageous,  conscientious  and  devoted  trustee. 

“Third.  That  the  memory  of  his  work  and  worth  for  the  high 
example  his  life  affords  should  be  preserved,  and  to  this  end,  so  far 
as  they  may,  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the 
Board,  and  as  a mark  of  our  sympathy,  appreciation  and  esteem  that 
a copy  thereof  be  sent  to  his  family.’’ 


Superintendent’s  Report 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital : 

Gentlemen  : At  the  close  of  another  biennial  period,  and  with 
it  the  twenty-eighth  year  of  the  Hospital’s  existence,  it  becomes 
my  duty  to  set  forth  to  your  Board  the  principal  events  that  have 
transpired,  the  present  condition  and  needs  of  the  future,  and  in  the 
tables  annexed  the  operation  of  the  institution.  The  following  table 
shows  the  movement  of  population  for  the  biennial  period  :

The  movement  of  population  shows  a decrease  of  forty-three  men, 
eighty-one  women,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  total.  The  unusually 
large  number  of  discharges  is  due  to  the  removal  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy-four  patients  to  the  District  Hospital,  opened  under  the 
County  Care  Act,  during  the  past  summer  at  Retreat,  Luzerne  Co., 
Pa.  In  anticipation  of  this  relief  your  resolution  restricting  admis- 
sions to  acute  and  presumably  curable  cases,  and  those  exhibiting 
dangerous  proclivities,  was  given  a more  liberal  interpretation  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  present  year,  thereby  increasing  the  maximum 
number  resident  to  one  thousand  and  seventy-one,  and  wholly  abro- 
gated after  the  removal.  Aside  from  these  exceptions  the  restriction 
was  found  necessary  during  the  biennial  period.  Deducting  from  the 
discharges  those  removed  under  the  County  Care  Act  as  extraordinary 
in  the  usual  movement  of  population,  the  natural  increase  would  have 
been  fifty.  This  indicates  the  gain  of  population  under  restricted 
admissions  ; what  it  would  have  been  if  unrestricted  is  problematic. 
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but  it  is  sufficient  to  show  the  constant  increment  of  the  insane  and 
necessity  of  providing  accommodation  for  the  future.  The  normal 
capacity  of  the  institution  is  now  four  hundred  and  fifty  men,  three 
hundred  and  fifty  women,  eight  hundred  total  ; the  number  resident 
exceeding  this  limit  by  twenty-nine  men,  ninety-three  women,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  total.  To  accommodate  this  excess  beds 
have  been  placed  in  every  available  location,  including  all  day-rooms, 
which  gives  sleeping  accommodation  for  five  hundred  and  thirty  men, 
four  hundred  and  seventy  women,  one  thousand  total.  This  number 
may  be  considered  the  limit  of  crowding  that  safety  will  permit ; but 
provision  for  sleeping  is  not  the  only  consideration.  The  conversion 
of  day-rooms  into  dormitories  seriously  diminishes  the  living  room, 
introduces  too  many  patients  into  the  ward  which  destroys  the  quiet 
and  freedom  from  annoyance  so  essential  in  the  treatment  of  mental 
disease,  and  promotes  unsanitary  conditions.  The  moral  obligation 
of  the  State  in  assuming  charge  of  its  insane  does  not  rest  with  an 
acknowledgment  that  they  are  its  wards,  and  the  right  of  forcible 
detention  which  may  be  under  conditions  that  imperil  life  or  render 
their  mental  improvement  doubtful,  but  carries  with  it  a higher  obli- 
gation guaranteeing  the  fullest  measure  of  restoration  and  vouchsafing 
a reasonable  security  from  discomfort  and  disease.  The  action  of  the 
Board  has  been  censured  for  refusing  admissions  to  the  institution 
when  the  numbers  had  reached  such  proportions  as  to  frustrate  our 
conception  of  this  moral  obligation.  The  justification  is  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  number  resident  had  far  exceeded  the  capacity  provided 
for  their  care — eight  hundred — and  every  additional  case  added  a 
menace  to  the  health  and  probability  of  recovery;  that  it  was  more 
prudent  to  care  for  the  few  properly  than  to  endanger  all  by  attempt- 
ing the  impossible.  When  the  maximum,  one  thousand,  is  reached, 
it  will  again  be  necessary  to  refuse  admission  except  as  room  may  be 
secured  by  death  or  other  discharges,  unless  some  further  provision 
is  made  for  the  excess. 

The  elimination  of  chronic  cases  from  the  admissions  naturally 
increases  the  ratio  of  recoveries  and  diminishes  the  death  rate.  The 
somewhat  more  favorable  result  is  partially  due  to  this  cause.  How- 
ever, when  the  patient  is  accepted  upon  the  history  furnished,  rather 
than  after  personal  examination  of  the  case,  many  are  found  irremedi- 
able who  have  been  represented  otherwise.  Another  minor  limitation 
to  curability,  to  which  the  institution  is  peculiarly  liable,  is  one  of 
ethnological  character.  During  the  decade  ending  October  i,  1900, 
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there  were  admitted  one  hundred  and  sixteen  Polanders,  seventy-five 
men,  forty-one  women,  with  the  following  forms  of  insanity:

Of  this  number  twenty  recovered,  about  17  per  cent.,  which  is 
considerably  lower  than  the  average  for  all  cases  reported.  A notice- 
able feature  is  the  preponderance  of  melancholia.  When  we  consider 
the  majority  of  these  cases  are  comparatively  recent  accessions  to  our 
population,  the  suggestion  arises,  is  not  the  unfavorable  result  due  to 
a naturally  low  mental  development  “the  man  with  the  hoe”  of 
other  nations,  or  is  it  partly  chargeable  to  environment — inability  to 
comprehend  American  customs  and  language. 

The  actual  prognosis  of  those  admitted  is  set  forth  in  the  following 
table :

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  only  about  39  per  cent,  of  the  admis- 
sions for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1899,  and  26  per  cent,  of 
those  admitted  in  the  year  ending  September  30,  1900,  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  entire  number  admitted  in  the  biennial  period,  had  any 
prospect  of  recovery.  Of  this  probability  33.33  per  cent,  recovered 
within  the  respective  years  of  their  admission,  or  59.25  per  cent,  of 
those  admitted  within  the  biennial  period,  while  seven  men  and  twenty 
women  remain  with  reasonable  prospects  of  recovery.  Compared  with 
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the  previous  biennial  period  the  relative  proportion  of  incurables 
remains  the  same,  while  those  recovered  is  slightly  larger.  With  un- 
restricted admissions  the  number  of  restorations  would  evidently  remain 
unchanged,  but  the  ratio  would  be  decreased. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  of  England  and 
Wales  shows  a decrease  of  1.94  per  cent,  in  recoveries  for  the  decade 
ending  1898,  as  compared  with  that  ending  1888.  In  this  institution 
for  the  period  of  five  years  ending  October,  1899,  the  average  rate  of 
recovery  was  26.03  Per  cent,  and  deaths  4.71  per  cent.  For  the 
period  of  five  years  ending  October  1,  1879,  the  rate  of  recovery  was 
18.81  per  cent.,  and  deaths  5.53  per  cent.  In  other  words  there  has 
been  an  increase  of  7.22  per  cent,  in  recoveries  and  a decrease  of  .52 
in  deaths  during  the  past  twenty  years.  This  may  have  been  partly 
due  to  changed  conditions  govering  admissions,  but  is  not  wholly 
attributable  thereto.  Naturally  there  should  be  an  increase  in  the  death 
rate  with  the  accumulation  of  old  and  worn  out  cases. 

The  plan  of  treatment  advocated  here  embraces  “ sojourn  au  lit," 
or  rest  in  bed,  for  acute  cases,  and  segregation  of  helpless  cases  in  a 
special  infirmary.  Without  entering  into  details  this  necessitates  four 
distinct  divisions : 

1.  A ward  for  the  reception  of  acute  cases,  free  from  objectionable 
patients,  and  a large  proportion  of  attendants,  where  an  individual 
treatment  can  be  carried  out. 

2.  A division  for  those  bodily  ill  and  helpless,  also  requiring  a 
large  proportion  of  attendants. 

3.  A division  for  convalescents. 

4.  A division  for  chronic  cases,  which  must  provide  for  a diversity 
of  characteristics  and  at  least  five  or  six  sub-divisions. 

The  epileptic  and  criminal  insane  should  have  no  part  in  the 
general  hospital  for  the  insane.  This  arrangement  provides  a proper 
segregation  of  the  acute,  removes  the  harmful  influence  of  chronic 
and  objectionable  patients,  the  new  case  passing  in  progress  of  resto- 
ration from  the  reception  to  the  convalescent  ward.  Whether  this  is 
secured  by  adopting  the  cottage  system  in  new  construction,  or  the 
rehabiliment  of  wards  under  the  older  congregate  plan  in  institutions 
already  built,  is  merely  a matter  of  exigency.  The  plan  has  been 
successfully  carried  out  in  the  male  department,  and  only  partially  so 
in  the  female  owing  to  want  of  a suitable  ward  for  the  sick  and  help- 
less. Since  rest  in  bed  was  instituted  four  years  ago,  aside  from  the 
general  advantages  of  improved  decorum  and  possibly  increase  in 
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recoveries,  there  has  not  been  a death  attributable  to  exhaustion  from 
mental  excitement,  which  under  the  old  regime  was  not  uncommon. 

The  favorable  results  obtained  during  the  last  biennial  period 
have  been  fully  maintained  and  even  surpassed  in  this.  Based  upon 
the  number  admitted  the  percentage  of  recoveries  is  26.47  f°r  men> 
35.93  for  women,  and  30.12  for  both  sexes.  Based  upon  the  whole 
number  treated  it  is  7.43  males,  7.05  females,  7.25  total. 

During  the  period  embraced  in  this  report,  sixty-eight  men  and 
forty-one  women,  or  a total  of  one  hundred  and  nine,  have  died. 
The  ratio  of  deaths,  based  upon  the  number  treated,  was,  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1899,  5-2  males,  3-59  females,  4.42  total;  and 
for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1900,  5.52  males,  3.41  females,  or 
4.52  for  both  sexes. 

Early  in  October,  1898,  a number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever 
developed  in  quick  succession,  assuming  the  proportions  of  a small 
epidemic,  twenty  cases  in  all,  with  five  deaths  resulting.  The  persons 
affected  were  from  various  parts  of  the  house,  including  thirteen 
patients  and  seven  employees,  one  of  the  latter  being  a farm  hand. 
The  deaths  were  confined  to  patients,  all  of  the  cases  being  mentally 
incurable.  One  woman  died  of  hyper-pyrexia,  and  in  the  latter 
stage  developed  pneumonia. 

One  man  was  an  epileptic,  and  in  our  experience  the  majority  of 
cases  thus  complicated  end  fatally. 

One  man  had  extreme  hemorrhages  from  nose,  bladder  and  bow- 
els, dying  from  exhaustion. 

One  man  was  well  advanced  in  years,  being  a case  of  long-stand- 
ing melancholia. 

One  man  on  account  of  his  mental  condition  was  unmanageable, 
the  immediate  cause  of  death  being  perforation  of  bowel. 

A 'sporadic  case  occurring  in  a male  imbecile,  in  the  spring  of 
’99  ended  in  death. 

At  the  close  of  this  period,  five  persons  are  sick  of  typhoid,  two- 
female  patients,  one  male  patient,  two  male  employees.  The  assumed 
source  of  infection  is  polluted  river  water,  which  is  occasionally  used, 
nothwithstanding  spring  water  is  supplied  each  ward  for  drinking  pur- 
poses. 

An  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  during  the  spring  of  rgoo, 
involving  about  forty  cases.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type,  and 
aside  from  the  inconvenience  of  quarantine  was  insignificant. 

Phthisis  continues  the  most  productive  cause  of  death,  embrac- 
ing about  19  per  cent,  of  those  dying  in  the  period.  The  sedentary 
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habits  and  lowered  vitality  of  the  terminal  dement,  will  continue  to 
offer  a fertile  field  for  its  development,  especially  where  there  is  a 
large  aggregation  of  people  housed  in  too  limited  quarters.  With  the 
insane  it  is  generally  impossible  to  observe  sanitary  measures,  or 
thoroughly  carry  out  any  system  of  disinfection.  In  many  cases  little 
or  no  co-operation  is  received  from  the  patient,  and  often  positive 
opposition  in  applying  the  usual  methods  of  sanitation,  rendering  the 
problem  of  prevention  a complex  and  almost  impossible  question. 
The  most  promising  measure  would  be  the  erection  of  special  cottages 
for  the  treatment  of  these  cases,  or  at  least  small  dormitories  with  as 
nearly  as  possible  adamantine  walls  and  floors,  susceptible  of  thorough 
disinfection,  and  the  early  removal  of  the  case  from  among  those  un- 
affected. This  should  be  considered  when  providing  additional 
quarters  for  the  sick  and  helpless  of  the  female  department. 

No  deaths  have  occurred  from  suicide. 

During  the  period  sixty  men,  seventy-one  women,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  total,  were  granted  temporary  leave  of  absence.  Fif- 
teen of  this  number  were  returned,  and  two  men  and  three  women  are 
now  on  furlough. 

Among  the  discharges  two  cases,  one  individual,  were  considered 
as  not  insane.  Committed  by  order  of  Court  pending  trial  for  arson, 
the  man  exhibited  no  symptoms  of  insanity  during  the  four  months 
while  under  observation  that  would  establish  his  irresponsibility. 
When  arraigned  for  trial  he  manifested  intense  motor  excitement,  in- 
coherence of  speech  and  an  assumed  amnesia  of  his  surroundings,  and 
was  again  remanded  to  the  institution.  He  quite  suddenly  regained 
his  ordinary  bearing,  and  presenting  no  further  symptoms  was  dis- 
charged after  three  months  detention. 

Twelve  men  and  one  woman  eloped  from  working  parties,  while 
out  for  recreation,  or  from  the  wards  by  use  of  improvised  keys.  The 
majority  of  these  were  returned  after  brief  absence,  or  reached  their 
homes.  Three  of  the  escapes  from  the  wards,  two  by  night,  were 
criminal  cases  and  were  not  apprehended.  Our  State  institutions  are 
neither  by  construction  or  organization  equipped  for  the  safe  deten- 
tion of  this  class,  and  although  reasonable  precaution  is  taken,  these 
escapes,  aside  from  other  considerations,  is  a cogent  reason  for  pro- 
viding a separate  institution  for  their  care.  In  one  instance  the 
elopement  ended  less  happily.  While  working  with  a party  in  the 
fields  a man  disappeared,  of  whom  no  trace  could  be  found.  About 
two  months  later  his  remains  were  discovered  in  the  woods  about  two 
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miles  from  the  institution  and  two  hundred  yards  from  a farmhouse. 
At  the  time  of  admission,  fifteen  months  previously,  his  condition  was 
one  of  agitated  melancholia  with  fear  of  personal  harm.  This  gradu- 
ually  subsided  and  at  the  time  of  his  escape  was  considered  nearly  in 
his  normal  condition,  having  been  usefully  occupied  for  about  nine 
months.  Previously  to  the  time  when  last  seen  nothing  unusual  had 
been  observed  in  his  mental  state,  and  his  act  can  only  be  explained 
by  a sudden  exacerbation  of  his  former  mental  symptoms  ; the  fear  of 
individuals  and  tendency  to  hide  at  their  approach,  making  his  appre- 
hension difficult. 

Much  importance  attaches  to  the  employment  and  entertainment 
of  patients  as  supplemental  to  their  medical  treatment.  The  usual 
lines  in  this  direction  have  been  carried  out  with  as  much  individual- 
ization as  practicable.  The  variety  and  amount  of  useful  work  accom- 
plished need  not  be  set  forth  specifically,  suffice  it  to  say  that  while  no 
individual  is  severely  taxed,  yet  in  the  aggregate  the  result  is  import- 
ant. Mainly  in  the  garden,  upon  the  farm  and  grounds,  being  in  the 
open  air,  it  has  contributed  largely  to  the  health  and  contentment  of 
those  engaged,  thus  proving  equally  beneficial  to  patient  and  institu- 
tion. Entertainments  have  been  more  varied  and  included  a larger 
number  of  patients  than  heretofore.  The  work  of  Miss  Bradley,  as 
specially  devoted  to  this  object,  deserves  notice,  as  it  not  only  enlarges 
the  scope  but  places  the  institution  upon  a more  independent  basis  for 
its  amusements.  Among  the  more  important  functions  were,  eleven 
concerts  and  dramatic  entertainments,  four  progressive  euchre  parties, 
fifty  men  each,  with  prizes  and  refreshments,  four  Christmas  enter- 
tainments for  both  sexes,  Fourth  of  July  field  days  with  various  sports, 
both  sexes  participating,  music  being  furnished  on  one  occasion  by 
Stoe’s  Band,  on  the  other  by  the  hospital  orchestra.  Through 
October,  November  and  December  numerous  parties  of  ten  to  twelve 
women  to  prepare  gifts  and  decorations  for  Christmas  entertainment. 
From  January  to  May  weekly  teas  out  of  wards,  eight  to  ten  women 
each.  From  May  to  October  picnics  were  given  at  the  cottage  in  the 
ravine,  spending  the  half  day  and  cooking  their  own  meals,  at  which 
237  individuals  participated,  aggregating  804  visits,  the  individual 
party  seldom  exceeding  ten.  Thirty  of  this  number  were  men.  Be- 
sides these  several  functions  there  have  been  walks,  readings,  games  in 
the  ward,  music  and  numerous  other  attractions.  Dr.  Adams  has 
been  instrumental  in  organizing  an  orchestra  among  the  officers  and 
employes,  including  a few  patients.  During  five  months  a weekly 
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concert  interspersed  with  singing,  recitations  and  phonograph  consti- 
tuted one  of  the  regular  evening  entertainments.  The  orchestra  now 
numbers  fifteen  and  are  prepared  to  furnish  music  for  dances  during 
the  winter.  Drs.  Johnston  and  Smith  organized  a base  ball  club  and 
a number  of  games  were  played  during  the  summer,  and  greatly  en- 
joyed. The  participants  were  mainly  those  men  who  are  unwilling  to 
be  usefully  employed;  Saturday  afternoons  the  workingmen  participate. 
Dr.  Smith  has  been  interested  in  the  employment  of  a number  of 
epileptics,  usually  considered  too  troublesome  and  dangerous  to  min- 
gle with  ordinary  working  groups.  With  such  work  as  is  suitable  for 
them  and  close  personal  supervision,  they  have  found  pleasure  and 
physical  improvement  for  themselves  and  some  benefit  to  the  institu- 
tion. 

To  carry  out  this  somewhat  extensive  system  of  recreation  much 
self-abnegation  on  the  part  of  employees  has  been  necessary,  and  to 
those  who  have  cheerfully  given  their  time  and  talents  the  sincere 
thanks  of  the  institution  is  due. 

The  training  school  has  had  another  successful  period.  The 
Class  of  1899  consisted  of  nine  graduates;  that  of  1900,  twelve,  and 
twenty-two  completed  the  junior  year  and  will  constitute  the  Class  of 
1901.  The  alumni  of  the  school  number  ninety-seven,  of  whom 
fifty-eight  continue  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital.  We  are  indebted 
to  Rev.  W.  I.  Steans,  D.  D.,  and  G.  R.  Trowbridge,  M.  D.,  for  very 
able  addresses  to  the  classes  for  the  respective  years. 

The  new  ward  of  the  Annex  was  opened  August  17,  1900,  and  is 
now  occupied  by  thirty-one  men  of  the  more  helpless  class.  Unable 
to  take  active  exercise,  the  use  of  the  broad  verandas  is  greatly  appre- 
ciated, and  in  all  respects  the  building  meets  our  expectations. 

The  wing  occupied  by  patients  is  a counterpart  of  that  erected 
in  1896,  is  one  story  in  height  with  nine-foot  basement,  surrounded 
on  two  sides  by  a porch  twelve  feet  wide,  and  is  divided  into  a dormi- 
tory ninety-three  by  thirty-five  feet,  with  fifteen-foot  ceiling;  an 
adjoining  day-room  forty  by  thirty-three  feet,  six  single  rooms,  and 
an  extension  thirty-five  by  twenty-two  feet  connecting  with  dormitory, 
for  necessary  toilet,  lavatory  and  clothes  room.  In  connection  with 
the  dormitory  are  four  rooms  capable  of  accommodating  eight  nurses. 
The  capacity  of  this  wing  is  fifty  beds.  The  central  portion  of  the 
building,  three  stories  in  height,  contains  on  the  first  floor  a small 
office  and  reception  room,  and  in  the  rear  a congregate  dining  room, 
thirty-four  by  forty-six  feet,  with  a serving  room,  twenty-six  by  thirty- 
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eight  feet,  attached  ; second  floor,  a suite  of  rooms,  to  be  occupied 
by  the  Assistant  Physician  in  charge  of  the  medical  work  of  the 
building;  third  floor,  four  rooms,  in  part  occupied  by  the  male  night 
nurses.  In  the  basement  is  a kitchen,  thirty-eight  by  twenty-six  feet. 
In  the  rear  this  division  constitutes  the  ground  floor,  is  well  ventilated, 
reasonably  light,  floored  with  cement,  and  in  part  could  be  made 
available  for  work  rooms.  One  room  in  the  basement  has  been  set 
aside  as  a mattress  room,  the  steam  renovator  for  hair  removed  from 
the  lumber  shed  to  the  boiler  room  adjoining,  and  the  large  basement 
under  the  main  dormitory  devoted  to  hair  picking,  making  the 
upholstering  department  light,  airy  and  convenient.  The  building  is 
heated  by  a low  pressure  cast-iron  boiler;  high  pressure  steam  for 
cooking,  &c.,  being  brought  from  the  main  boiler  room.  The  Annex 
is  connected  with  the  main  building  on  first  floor  and  basement  levels 
by  a half  underground  passage  way.  The  sum  of  $55,000  was  appro- 
priated for  the  construction  and  furnishing  of  this  building. 

The  older  division  of  the  Annex  continues  to  care  for  the  bed- 
ridden and  decrepid  patients;  on  an  average  thirty-four  are  con- 
tinuously in  bed,  or  about  seven  per  cent,  of  the  male  population. 

“ Edgewood,”  the  Home  for  Nurses,  for  which  there  was  made 
an  appropriation  of  $15,000,  was  opened  August  25,  1900,  and  is  occu- 
pied by  forty-one  female  nurses.  It  is  of  colonial  architecture,  forty- 
eight  by  eight-eight  feet,  two  and  one  half  stories  in  height,  with 
eight  foot  basement,  and  constructed  of  light  buff  brick  above  the 
water-table,  the  exposed  parts  of  basement  of  rock-faced  masonry, 
which  in  the  rear  is  wholly  above  ground  level.  An  ample  double 
portico  m front  and  on  one  end  can  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
first  and  second  stories.  It  contains  twenty-four  rooms,  a reception 
room,  bath  room  on  each  floor,  linen  closets,  etc.,  and  accommodates 
forty-six.  The  building  is  heated  independently  by  a low  pressure 
cast-iron  boiler.  It  has  been  thought  prudent  to  retain  twelve  head 
nurses  in  their  respective  wards,  to  be  quickly  available  at  night  in 
case  of  emergency.  The  removal  of  the  others  restores  thirty  beds  to 
the  use  of  patients,  and  what  is  of  more  importance,  provides  a com- 
plete change  of  environment  when  off  duty,  with  its  attending  comfort 
and  physical  well  being.  Miss  Mary  Evans,  an  attendant,  was  in- 
stalled housekeeper  and  is  assisted  in  the  chamber  work  by  a few  bet- 
ter-class patients,  thus  reducing  the  cost  of  maintenance. 

The  sum  of  $700  was  appropriated  for  rebuilding  three  food  ele- 
vators in  the  older  part  of  the  institution.  These  formerly  constructed 
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of  wood  have  been  replaced  with  brick,  and  being  fireproof  removes 
a serious  menace  in  the  event  of  fire. 

Six  hundred  feet  of  fifteen-inch  iron  pipe  has  been  laid  from  the 
well  supplying  the  pumps  to  the  river.  This  work  begun  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1899  was  completed  none  too  soon,  as  the  low  stage  of  the 
river  of  the  past  summer,  and  the  condition  of  the  old  line  of  pipe, 
would  have  furnished  us  an  unsufficient  supply.  The  old  filter  tanks 
originally  in  fairly  deepwater,  by  changes  in  the  current  of  the  stream 
and  deposits,  in  low  stages  of  the  river,  were  often  exposed,  or  in 
stagnant  water  liable  to  be  fed  with  the  scum  and  impurities  floating 
along  the  shore.  The  present  system  extends  well  into  the  river,  the 
intake  being  in  a swift  current,  and  gives  a plentiful  supply  of  better 
water  than  heretofore  possible.  The  material  being  on  hand,  the  ex- 
pense incurred,  involved  the  laying  of  the  pipe,  and  in  part  the  exca- 
vation was  done  by  patients. 

The  steam  cooking  apparatus  of  the  main  kitchen ; the  mangle, 
dry-rooms,  and  heating  coils  of  the  laundry  have  been  fitted  up  with 
the  Heintz  Steam  Trap,  which  have  been  found  very  satisfactory. 
The  system  makes  it  possible  to  cook  with  twenty  pounds  less  pressure 
at  the  boilers,  saves  in  time  required  to  cook,  prevents  wasteful  use  of 
steam,  drains  off  completely  the  condensation,  and  prevents  all  re- 
turn of  steam  to  the  hot-water  tank  from  which  the  boilers  are  fed. 
The  saving  of  coal,  while  impossible  to  accurately  estimate,  must  be 
considerable. 

The  Burrow’s  Feed  Water  Regulator  has  been  applied  to  the  bat- 
tery of  four  boilers  in  the  main  boiler  room,  subject  to  approval,  as 
directed  by  your  Board,  and  appear  satisfactory.  Their  use  has  neces- 
sitated the  purchase  of  two  new  feed  pumps,  the  old  being  too  badly 
worn  to  operate  against  the  increased  pressure.  These  pumps  have 
been  secured  from  the  Worthington  firm,  and  will  be  placed  in  a 
more  advantageous  position. 

The  main  building  has  been  gradually  fitted  up  with  Welsbach 
lights  in  place  of  the  ordinary  gas  jets.  The  change  secures  a much 
better  light,  adds  to  the  cheerfulness  of  the  wards,  and  has  rendered 
the  gas  plant  adequate  for  the  increased  demands  upon  it.  Although 
two  new  buildings  were  added  in  the  latter  part  of  the  present  year, 
fifty-three  tons  less  coal,  or  six  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  nine 
hundred  cubic  feet  gas,  were  consumed  than  in  1899. 

Among  the  minor  repairs  was  replacing  the  worn  out  hot-water 
boiler  for  heating  the  green-house ; replacing  much  fallen  stucco,  and 
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patching  the  broken  plastering  of  the  wards,  rendered  necessary  by 
settling  and  the  hard  usage  to  which  it  is  subjected  in  an  institution 
for  the  insane  ; new  retorts  for  the  gas  house  ; resetting  the  boiler  used 
for  pumping;  and  the  renovations  inside  and  out  by  the  painters  and 
carpenters  incident  to  the  ravages  of  time.  Much  work  has  been 
accomplished  in  grading  about  the  new  buildings,  laying  out  walks 
and  roads,  breaking  stone  and  re-macadamizing  oid  roads,  etc.  This 
work  was  done  by  patients  with  the  exception  of  one  laborer  to  super- 
intend it. 

The  needs  of  the  institution  for  the  future  are  : 

1.  An  infirmary  building  for  females.  This  should  be  two  stories 
in  height,  and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  two  hundred, 
should  contain  a sick  ward  of  at  least  thirty-five  beds,  a semi-detached 
ward  provided  with  a protected  porch,  capable  of  being  converted 
into  a solarium  in  winter,  with  adamantine  walls  and  impervious 
floor,  of  sufficient  size  for  six  beds  for  the  treatment  of  phthisis,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  building  being  devoted  to  the  feeble  and  epilep- 
tic. This  would  cost  with  furnishing  $150,000. 

2.  The  bathing  and  toilet  facilities  are  wholly  inadequate  for  the 
present  population.  The  bath  tubs  are  of  an  old  design  and  need  re- 
newing ; the  water  pipes  originally  too  small  have  become  less  efficient 
by  partial  closure  with  rust  and  sediment.  At  present  no  water  can 
be  had  on  the  fourth  floor  if  being  drawn  below.  An  extension  should 
be  built  to  each  section  at  least  48  x 30  feet,  containing  bath,  toilet  and 
linen  rooms  on  each  floor,  a fireproof  stairway  for  everyday  use,  with 
a room  on  ground  floor  for  changing  outdoor  shoes  for  house  slippers, 
thus  preventing  the  introduction  of  much  dirt  into  the  wards.  If 
found  practicable  these  annexes  could  be  surrounded  by  porches, 
protected  by  wire  screening.  Without  doubt  they  would  be  a pleasant 
adjunct  to  the  wards,  particularly  on  warm  summer  evenings.  The 
sum  of  $100,000  is  asked  for  the  purpose. 

3.  Reinstallation  of  the  heating  plant,  according  to  the  plans  of 
Wm.  S.  Haines  Co.,  would  cost  $25,000.  The  proposition  includes 
taking  down  and  reboxing  all  radiators  with  galvanized  iron,  giving 
sufficient  space  between  them  and  the  ceiling  for  hot  air  chamber, 
separating  the  individual  radiators  in  the  nest  by  galvanized  iron  par- 
titions, and  individual  steam  supply  ; sufficient  Heintz  steam-traps  to 
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diain  off  condensation  and  prevent  return  of  steam  to  the  boiler  room; 
a tempering  coil  at  the  entrance  of  each  cold  air  duct  to  modify  the 
temperature  of  the  fresh  air  supply,  and  remodelling  the  exit  for  foul 
air  to  prevent  downward  draughts.  With  this  change  we  should 
secure  a direct  flow  of  pure  air  from  outside  to  each  room  properly 
heated  as  it  passes  over  the  radia'tors,  and  with  the  steam-traps  fully 
utilize  the  steam,  thus  saving  fuel.  In  early  Fall  and  late  Spring  the 
tempering  coils  should  furnish  sufficient  heat  without  use  of  the  radia- 
tors. Some  change  in  the  heating  system  is  absolutely  necessary,  as 
many  of  the  rooms  cannot  be  properly  warmed,  and  on  cold,  windy 
days  the  exposed  side  of  the  building  is  more  than  uncomfortable. 

4.  The  proposition  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  as  presented  by  G. 
Everitt  Hill  of  the  City  Waste  Disposal  Co.,  of  New  York,  would  cost 
$15,000.  This  includes  slow  infiltration  for  the  main  building,  using 
a portion  of  the  lawn  for  the  purpose,  and  rapid  oxidation  for  the 
Annex  and  Nurses’  Home.  It  is  only  a question  of  time  when  the 
State  will  by  enactment  prevent  the  pollution  of  its  streams,  and  its 
own  institutions  should  receive  the  first  attention. 

5.  The  kitchen  has  become  too  small  for  the  size  of  the  house- 
hold, and  it  is  proposed  to  extend  it  by  an  addition  of  twenty  feet, 
replace  the  range  and  add  other  cooking  apparatus.  This  would  cost 

$2,000. 


6.  The  refrigerator  is  likewise  inadequate.  It  could  be  easily 
enlarged  by  remodelling  the  present  room,  after  the  plan  of  the  Cray 
Refrigerator  Company.  An  appropriation  of  $1,000  is  asked  for  the 
purpose. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  the  rental  became  due  on 
the  telephone  system  used  throughout  the  building  for  speaking  tube 
purposes.  For  the  twenty-six  instruments  in  use  we  pay  the  Central 
Pennsylvania  Telephone  Company  an  annual  rental  of  $156.  Three 
additional  instruments  are  needed  ; two  in  the  Annex  and  one  in  the 
Nurses’  Home.  The  present  system  was  installed  when  telephonic 
communication  was  in  its  infancy,  and  a much  better  system  could  be 
secured,  and  by  buying  the  instruments  outright  at  less  expense  than 
the  yearly  rental  entails.  An  appropriation  of  $2,000  is  asked  for 
the  purpose. 
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The  farm,  as  the  Steward’s  report  indicates,  under  the  able  man- 
agement of  Mr.  J.  O.  Warner,  has  maintained  its  productiveness, 
although  the  continued  drought  of  the  past  summer  curtailed  the 
products  somewhat.  The  herd  of  cows  has  been  increased  to  eighty, 
and  during  the  period  produced  97,891  gallons  of  milk.  In  addition 
55,893  gallons  were  purchased  at  a cost  of  $8384.95.  The  lowest 
daily  average  required  is  two  hundred  gallons.  As  the  Hospital 
possesses  only  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  available  for  farm- 
ing, as  large  a herd  is  maintained  as  economy  permits. 

The  cows  have  been  purchased  only  after  being  tested  for  tuber- 
culosis, and  are  free  from  disease,  and  while  the  milk  purchased  is  of 
good  quality  and  only  from  tested  herds,  it  would  seem  advisable  for 
convenience  and  insuring  freedom  from  disease  germs,  for  the  institu- 
tion to  produce  its  entire  supply,  but  unfortunately  this  cannot  be 
done  unless  additional  acerage  is  obtained.  For  other  reasons  this 
would  be  found  economical.  The  amount  of  pork  produced  has  like- 
wise been  doubled  during  the  period. 

The  green -house,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  James  Baynham, 
has  been  a continuous  source  of  pleasure.  The  profusion  of  tropical 
plants  and  cut  flowers  are  a source  of  delight  to  many  patients,  and  the 
many  flowering  beds  and  shrubs  upon  the  lawn  lend  attraction  to  the 
surroundings.

APPENDIX 


Report  of  Training  School  for  Attendants 


All  applicants  for  position  of  attendants  must  possess  a fair 
common  school  education,  be  of  an  unquestionable  moral  character, 
preferably  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty  years,  and  are 
required  to  attend  the  classes  of  instruction  until  such  time  as  they 
may  have  graduated. 

The  course  of  instruction  begins  October  i and  terminates  about 
the  middle  of  June.  It  consists  of  hourly  lectures  twice  each  week, 
with  such  recitations  and  quizzes  as  may  be  found  necessary,  and  bed- 
side instruction  from  time  to  time.  The  course  is  divided  into  a 
Junior  and  Senior  year.  The  subjects  of  the  first  year  are  : Anatomy 
(7  lectures),  Physiology  (8  lectures),  Hygiene  (5  lectures),  Materia 
Medica  (4  lectures),  Emergencies  (6  lectures).  The  second  year 
course  comprises : General  Nursing  (14  lectures),  Insanity  and  its 

Treatment  (14  lectures),  Genito-urinary  Diseases  (4  lectures),  Special 
Course  to  Women  (4  lectures).  These  lectures  are  as  thorough  and 
practical  as  possible,  couched  in  such  language  as  may  be  easily  com- 
prehended by  unprofessional  minds,  and  generally  a synopsis  is  made 
and  given  to  the  student.  Regular  recitations  from  the  text-book  are 
held  each  week.  A written  examination  is  held  after  the  completion 
of  each  subject,  in  which  ten  questions  are  given,  and  a percentage  of 
not  less  than  50  required  to  be  successful.  To  be  eligible  for  gradua- 
tion two  full  years  of  practical  experience  in  the  wards  as  attendants, 
and  a certain  aptitude  for  the  duties  are  necessary.  Pupils  are  re- 
ceived on  two  months  probation  before  being  considered  permanently 
engaged,  and  can  enter  the  course  at  any  time  during  its  progress. 
Graduating  exercises  are  held  on  the  evening  of  the  July  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following  diploma,  neatly  engraved,  being 
given  to  the  successful  candidates:

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS 


1.  The  law  provides  three  methods  for  the  admission  of  patients  : 

First,  by  an  order  of  Court. 

Second,  by  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the  poor,  whether  of 
a city,  borough,  county  or  township,  or  other  poor  district. 

Third,  by  the  friends  of  a patient. 

2.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  Court,  the  order  or  warrant, 
or  copy  thereof,  by  which  the  person  is  sent,  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
Superintendent. 

3.  When  a patient  is  committed  by  the  poor  authorities  or  by 
friends,  the  certificates  of  two  physicians,  according  to  Blank  No.  1 , 
must  be  furnished  ; also  a bond,  according  to  Blank  No.  2 or  No.  3, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  The  history  of  every  patient  should  accompany  him,  as 
called  for  by  Blank  No.  4. 

5.  The  charges  for  public  patients  are  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents  per  week,  payable  at  the  end  of  every  quarter.  The  quarters 
correspond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months 
of  February,  May,  August  and  November.  This  pays  for  medical 
care  and  treatment,  clothing,  etc. 

The  lowest  rate  for  private  patients  is  four  dollars  per  week,  to 
be  paid  at  admission,  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  beginning  of  every 
quarter  thereafter.  This  does  not  pay  for  clothing. 

6.  Every  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly  clean, 
and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  Ninth  Commandment  are  not  suspended 
in  our  intercourse  with  the  insane.  In  bringing  a patient  to  the 
Hospital  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  disguising  from  him 
the  fact,  that  physicians  and  friends  consider  him  sick,  and  that  it  is 
proposed  to  take  him  to  a hospital,  where  his  chances  of  being  cured 
are  the  best  that  can  be  afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be  taken  home 


again  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of  the  deception 
does  not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of  the  person 
against  whom  it  is  practised.  Use  force,  if  necessary,  and  let  there 
be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing;  but  deception 
never. 

8.  A decent  regard  for  the  feelings  of  female  patients  forbids 
that  when  they  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  they  should  be  accom- 
panied by  males  only.  By  an  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  April  14, 
1893,  it  is  made  obligatory  that  every  female  patient  in  transit  to  or 
from  a Hospital  for  the  insane  be  accompanied  by  a female  attendant, 
unless  such  person  is  accompanied  by  a member  of  her  family. 

9.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid  and 
addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  Hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer  to 
inquiries  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  important 
incidents. 

General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week-day 
from  io  to  12  a.  m.  and  from  2 to  4 p.  m.,  but  no  visitors  shall  be 
admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission  from  the 
Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no  amount  of 
visiting  will  be  permitted  that  shall  prove  injurious  to  the  patients. 

Applications  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured  and 
filled  out  completely  in  every  part  and  legibly,  and  signed  before 
the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  this  purpose  should 
be  obtained  at  the  Hospital,  through  letter  or  otherwise,  or  from  the 
Treasurer  or  either  of  the  Trustees.

cents  per  week,  for  the  board  of  said  patient,  so  long  as  he  shall  continue 
in  said  Hospital,  with  such  extra  charges  as  may  be  occasioned  by  h re- 
quiring more  than  ordinary  care  and  attention,  and  shall  provide  for  h suit- 
able clothing,  and  shall  pay  for  all  such  necessary  articles  of  clothing 
as  shall  be  procured  for  h by  the  officers  of  said  Hospital,  and  shall 
remove  h from  said  Hospital  whenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Super- 
intendent ; and  if  he  shall  be  removed  by  the  request  of  either  of  us,  or  by 
anyone,  before  the  expiration  of  three  calendar  months  after  the  admission, 
then  if  said  obligors  pay  board  for  thirteen  weeks,  unless  he  should  be 
sooner  cured,  and  if  they  also  pay  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  all  dam- 
ages he  may  do  to  the  furniture  or  other  property  of  the  Hospital,  and  for 
reasonable  charges  in  case  of  death  ; such  payment  for  clothing  and  board 
to  be  made  in  advance  quarterly,  and  at  the  time  of  removal,  with  interest 
on  each  bill  from  and  after  the  time  it  becomes  due ; should  payment  be 
not  so  made  and  collection  thereof  be  made  through  the  attorney  of  the 
Hospital,  such  attorney’s  costs  or  charges  for  collection  not  exceeding  ten 
per  centum  of  the  amount  collected,  to  be  also  paid,  then  this  obligation  to 
be  void,  otherwise  to  remain  in  force.
